The only information in the Division files with respect to 
William Dudley Pelley is a letter dated June 3, 1933 from Wallace T. 
«lletcalfe, Probate Court, Youngstown, Ohio, in-which he advised the 
Division that an organization known as thg.Silver Shirts headed by one 
William Dudley Pelley of Asheville, North'Carolina, was attempting to 
organize a branch of the Silver Shirts at Youngstown, Ohio, and that he, 
«etcalfe, had applied for membership solely for the purpose of obtaining 
information and transmitting it to the Division. 


There is also a newspaper clipping in the file reflecting 
that Walter "inchell in his "On Broadway" column makes reference to the 
Silver Shirts, a southern organization similar to the Klu Klux Klan, 
stating that this organization sympathized with Hitlerism and that they, 
in their magazine, declared war against the same creeds and colored races 
that the Klan and the Nazis opposed. Winchell stetes further that this 
organization does not believe in President Roosevelt's idea of world 
peace, or anything that might blend all men; theta they d ageet ER iggator 
of their own choice and demand a war in this cag um a nis about; 
furtaer, that they publish articles to incite $ 












Colonel Edwin Emerson 


The Division's- attention was 
Emerson in 1915 when he vas suspected of 
it had been learned that he had received : 
expenses, from Gann ee rra of ec n 
the Department of State advised the Division that i 
issued to Edwin Emerson on April 22, 1915, and ett Zeg. attention to the 
fact thet Emerson, when making his application for passport, stated thet 
he was born in New York City, January 23, 1869, whereas it appeared in 
"Who's Who in America" that he was born in Dresden, Saxony. A subsequent 
examination by the Division of the birth records of the Department of 
Dit , New York City, cowering the years 1868, 1869 end 1870, failed to 
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locate the birth certificate of Edwin Emerson. At A. N. Marquis € Company, 
440 South Devlin Street, Chicago, Illinois, publishers of "Who's Who in 
America", it was found that Emerson had filled in blanks with information 
which was subsequently published in "Who's Who in America". From this 
source the following information was obtained:

Shortly after the Division began making inquiries as to Emerson, 
he departed from this country, using the passport which had been issued to 
him on Aprii 22, 1915. After his departure, in view of the confligting 

d 
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statements as to his birth, the Department of State revoked his-passport 
and issued instructions to the American Consul abroad to take up same. 

An effort on the part of the Consuls at Switzerland and Berlin elicited 
from Emerson.a statement that the passport was given him as a means of 
protection and that he would not give it up. In this connection there is 

a copy of a letter in the file from the American Consular Agent at Damascus 
to the American Ambassador at Constantinople, in which he states as follows: 
"Despite the fact that the Germans in Damascus were doing everything to 
hurt our interests, the German Consul gave a large dinner party to Emerson, 
wnich was returned in a few days. Shortly after his arrival he insisted 
upon making an official call on the officer commending the German garrison 
in Damascus. He was rather coldiy received, and Emerson swore he would 
have him removed. In a few days the threat was a fact." 


"There is no question in my mind that Emerson is in the pay of 
the German Government; this he practically admitted when he stated that he 
was the principal writer of the Continental Times of Berlin, a subsidized 
German paper to make propaganda in the English speaking world." 


Emerson claims to have been ia the Spanish-American war under 
Colonel Roosevelt; to have been a member of the New York National Guard, 
with the official rank of Cokowel , which he claimed to represent as an 
observer in the Near East, ng under orders from Major General O'Ryan, 
New York City; to have represagted the Washington Post as correspondent, 
which the management of the Post is alleged to have denied. 


Under date of March 15, 1916, Emerson wrote from Berlin as 
follows to an American Consular official: "As a matter of fact and of 
birthright, I am an American citizen, and am proud to remain so. Not 
having been born in Hoboken, but very far from there, as "Who's Who! 
clearly states, it has never occurred to me to claim fair Hoboken as a 
birthplace. So far for my citizenship and origin." This would seem to 
prove conclusively that he was born in Dresden, Germany. 


While there is very little information in the files which was 
gathered by the Division, there are numerous copies of correspondence 
received from the Department of State concerning, the pro-German activities 
of Emerson. Under date of December 21, 1920 tigi ent of State 
requested advice from the Department as to whale any, charge could 
be placed upon Emerson in the event of his retübH' t5 the United States. 
Under date of December 29, 1920, the Department advised that while there 
was considerable information regarding the connections and activities of 
Emerson, there was insufficient evidence, at least in its present status, 
to substantiate prosecution. 
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From the information received from the State Department 
during the time Emerson was out of the United States, it appeared that 
he would be prevented from returning to the United States, or should he 
return that he would be immediately arrested upon his arrival. However, 
there is & letter in the file dated February 26, 1924, addressed to the 
Division, from Lieuteaant Colonel Kerr T. Riggs, War Department, advising 
that Emerson had been seen several times during that month (February) 
at the Harvard Club, 27 West 44th Street, New York City. 


During the war Emerson, while in Berlin, was an active leader 
of the "League of Oppressed Peoples", which organization had a branch 
in New York City. 


The report of Special Agent H. C. Leslie, dated at New York 
City, April 14, 1921, in the case entitled Edwin Emerson, International 
Spy, reflects that Emerson was born in Dresden, Germany: naturalized in 
the United States, served in the National Guard, Pie ^tillery, New 
York, arrested in Japan as a spy for tussia, also arréitéd in Germany, 
where he served as correspondent for the New York World; that he later 
sued the New York World for considerable back salary, claiming he was 
held by the Germans; that he was expelled from Switzerland for publishing 
lies about the President of the Swiss Republic in 1915-16; that he was 
editor of thewContinental Times", an American paper in Germany which 
was anti-Ameritan. 


No doubt the records of the Pagsgert Division, Department of 
State, and the Bureau of Immigration, Dep t of Lebor, could furnish 
much additional information regarding the $e xvities of Emerson. It vould 
be particularly interesting to know how Emerson managed to return to this 
country and remain.

I want to get definite plan of Silver Shirt Action into your hands 
partly in response to communications sent to this office in the past few 
weeks, and partly to forestall predatory action by the pernicious element 
seeking to disrupt our program for the advent of The Christ Democracy 
throughout the United States. 


It is essential for you to know what we are fighting for, what we pro- 
pose to accomplish, and something of how we propose to accomplish it. The 
broadsides of expose material which we have fired throughout this nation 
in the past nine months have forced the publie malefactors to take note of 
us and rumblings are coming to our attention of aggressive activity taken 
against us which may show upon the surface at any time. Having discovered 
to their own amazement how easy it is, under the hysteria of a national 
emergency, to set aside our Constitutional rights in the matter of owning 
gold on which our whole currency system has been founded since the days of 
Alexander Hamilton, it may not be much longer before they arrogantly abro- 
gate our Constitutional rights of a free press and free speech and say that ^ 
no institution or no individual shall have the privilege of uttering any 
criticism against them, or discuss publicly what they are doing to make 
their alien autocracy complete. 


If, as, and when this happens, it must be a point of honor with you to 
takeitasasignalforagalvanismof activity in your particular locality. 
Youmust then carry on promotion of the work by word of mouth, considering 
yourself alittle distributing point of information and peaceful agitation. 
Unfortunately, so low has the public morale sunken in this country, that 
thus must we freemen fight individually for our Constitutional rights 
against a group of aliens, thousands of whom have no right in this country 
at all, under our emigration laws, but who have so securely entrenched 
themselves in official positions that any public remonstrance against them 
is ignored, suppressed, or subverted for their own purposes. 


As you have been advised, The Silver Shirts of America is a Christian 
Militia, only soliciting for its fighting ranks those men and women of 
Christian faith and American citizenship whose paramount ideal is not only 
to restore inviolate our republican form of institutions politically-- 
understand, I do not mean the Republican party -- but see that they are ad- 
ministered strictly by people of their own faith and ideals. That is our 
first tenet. ; 


We declare to the nation that we stand for the absolute and impeccable 
integrity of the United States of America and its representative form of 
government envisioned and projected by the Continental Fathers, and for the 
Constitution of the United States in its moral and economic essence, There 
can be, and will be, no deviaion from this affirmation at any time, and may 
our detractors so note. We are the unalterable foes of the Russian-Jewish 
form of Communistic government, against which Adolph Hitler is making such a 
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gritty and successful stand at the present time. We waste no sympathy for 
those who are complaining of being "persecuted" for we have secret knowl- 
edge that they are whining at treatment which thy have meted out to the 
German Fatherland without let or hindranses since long before the war, until 
they have brought Germany almost down i6 tuin, The same elements are doing 
the same thing here in America undsr cover, Ay with this difference from 
Germany, that our people have yet te find it owt and recognize its grim 
reality as the chief motivati ng faster behind a continuance of the Depression. 










The Silver Shirts proposa to obtain their objectives, primarily by po- 
litical means, peacefully, lavínily, and without violence. Nevertheless, 
they do not constitute a strictly politica erganization. They enlist under 
the Liberation Banner the great moral force that is Christianity in its es- 
sence, to see that the principles of The Christ are carried out equitably and 
practically in every avenue of everyday life. They will not stand for the 
country being dominated and conducted by an alien people whose ideas and 
ethics are not our ideas and ethics, and who openly sneer at our Christ of the 
Immaculate Conception as "Christ the Bastard." This is our country, founded 
by our forefathers, who gave their blood and lives to hand us a political 
and cultural heritage that is our obligation to keep unsullied. We propose 
to keep it unsullied. But how? 






The biggest obstruction which we have to clean, orderly, and whoiesome 
Representative Government, which we confront in America today, is the pres- 
ence in the social body of a voracious and unrestrained Money-Power, chiefly 
directed by outstanding leaders of this predatory and non-social people among 
us, whom we know, by translation of their own documents in their own press, 
are set on bending all social, politiagal, and economic institutions to the 
“world enhangement of their own peozsio, declaring "that they will yet have 
us serfs on bur own land within a génef'ation". 


We have no quarrel with any individual member of this element. No racial 
prejudices enter into our program. But ve view with clear eyes the effective 
permeatings of agents of this slawent inte our free government, our polit- 
ical offices, our fiscal and ¢urreney system, our patriotic organizations, 
and even into our religious densminations, despoiling and subverting 
deliberately and maliciously. their avowed imtention being to emasculate 
any opposition that tends to effestively cíircumsiscribe them in their megalo- 
maniacal objectives. 


Temporary success seems to have crowned their subtle maneuverings, but 
no good purpose is served by detailing soeoifio depredations. We have no 
desire to unnecessarily inflame the public passions or start reprisals of 
violence. We do recognize, however, that specific leaders and agents have 
obtained an unhallowed control over certain public offices of colossal in- 
fluence in our government, either by àppointment or election in their own 
persons, or by various forms of duress over representatives of other faiths 
and bloods, such duress not always recognized for that which it is. Entice- 
ments to political advantage, money loans of a quite harmless nature which 
later prove embarrassing to pay back, the support of influential journals 
in their behalf through money loans or advertising patronage, or invitations 
to participate in quite legitimate but heavily profitable undertakings, have 
placed hundrede of our finest public men in positions where they find them- 
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selves morally obligated to accede to requests, propositions, or demands, 
tending to fasten the tentacles of this alien Money Octopus with over in- 
creasing tenacity and rapacity on our institutions of social control and 
debauch their essential integrity. 


We Silver Shirts have had a Mentorship, the nature of which need not en- 
ter into its practical instructings, that has shown us a way by which this 
predatory power can be smashed and destroyed by one clean-cut thrust into 
its black heart. The recommendation we have been given is neither radical 
nor visionary. It is the Great Foundation Stone on which all American po- 
litical institutions as conceived by the Continental Fathers are supposed to 
rest. We make it Plank One of our Militant Platform of public service for 
a finer public probity. We phrase it in this manner:- 


We declare that the democracy as projected in Amerca between the years 
1776 and 1789 had as its essence the right of a free people TO ZOYERN THEM- 
SELVES. But we Silver Shirts stand unalterably and irrevocabiy for a true 
and effective interpretation of that inalienable right, of which our Con- 
stitution says so much. We maintain that at the present time it exists as 
a nominal right only, and because it is only a nominal right and not actually 
in effect, we have the spectacle and indignity of a voracious and uncon- 
trólled Money Bund able to exercise an unhallowed influence over the peo- 
ple's representatves. 


' We would not change our political institutions in the slightest detail. 
We would not abolish nor alter one single office in the government of the 
American people as set up by the Continental Fathers. But we say, with a 
thunderous voice and a flashing eye, that the functionaries in all those 
offices shall not only derive their power from the elective vote of the people 
BUT SHALL, AT ALL TIMES, BE SUBJECT TO THE ELECTIVE APPROVAL OF THE PEOPLE. 

We approve of no NOMINAL democracy which declares that the populace shall 
merely have the dubious privilege of naming and dethroning as many little 
legislative autocrats as there may be legislators in the 48 American States. 


WE SAY THAT THE HOUR BY HOUR LEGISLATIVE ENACTMENTS OF SUCH LEGISLATORS 
SHALL IN NOWISE BECOME LAW IN ANY INSTANCE UNTIL THOSE WHOM THOSE LEGISLA- 
TORS AFFECT TO REPRESENT SHALL HAVE PUT THEIR MAJORITY STAMP OF APPROVAL ON 
THAT WHICH HAS BEEN ENACTED AS LAW FOR THEM TO OBEY AND RESPECT. 


Such a measure means that the form of government instigated by the Con- 
tinental Fathers then becomes a living reality, and not a farcical election 
in every campaign of a great kingly bureaucracy secure against any repris- 
als for that which they do, until the succeeding election. 


We maintain that a system should be instigated at once in administrative 
affairs universally, that is now in effect partially in the State of Vermont.

the printed booklet form, op copy is despatched to every subsor åker or rpad- 
er of a newspaper in the Stato. 
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This is done in Vermont, despite the expense, to make certain that the . f 
populace is acquainted with all the decrees and enactments which have be- 
come new laws in the commonwealth during that session. 

We Silver Shirts maintain that if the small State of Vermont can so 
effectively compile, print, and distribute to every newspaper reader in , 
the State, a complete compendium of its new legislation, that all States | 
in the Union, as well as the Federal Government, can supply each voter y 
at least monthly with a terse, understandable DIGEST of each and every i| 
bill that is brought up to be made into law by either State or National 
assemblies. 


We maintain that the digest of such bills shall have spaces left there- 
under for the expression of an Aye or Nay vote by John Smith, citizen, who 
is to be called upon to circumscribe himself by such laws and enactments. 

He shall read the Compendium and so register his approval or disapproval 

of such legislation. He shall then mail such Compendium under a free govern- 
ment frank to the properly appointed officer in the State or Federal 
Government, with whom his signature is on file by right of his being a 
voting citizen. If there is not a 5l percent vote of approval for such 
legislation from the given quota of voters to whom the legislation is to 
apply, it shall not become law, nor be considered as law, and the citizen. 
is under no obligation to abide by it or pay any attention whatsoever to it. 


We maintain that only by such constant direct Referendum to the People, 
can the people keep a control on their republican institutions, preserve 
truly representative government, and exercise a wholesome influence over 
those they elect to originate and debate such legislation. 


We maintain that 75 percent of the legislation which is enacted, either 
by City Councils, State assemblies, or the Federal Congress, from session 
to session, presents in some form or other the economic interest of private 
groups, or individuals, who by connivance with fallible representatives or 
party leaders, legitimate or illegitimate, have worked to get such legisla- 
tion made law, that the whole people may become subservient to their desires 
or interests in some form or other. 


We maintain that more than half the troubles with which the general pub- 
lic is afflicted at the present time, come from unwise, unhallowed, un- 
moral, or partisan enactments against which the public has no redress until 
after mischief has been perpetrated on them; and even then they must wait 
two to four years to dethrone those who have so distressed them. 


If a specific Representative or Senator knew in advance that any bill 
which he might bring into a governmental assembly was required to receive 
amajority endorsement from those who elected him, his psychology might 
become so altered that for the first time in American history he would 
think of the reaction of his bill on the public IN FACT instead of in theory. 
The public on the other hand, vould become the real makers of law. And 
why not, since they are those who must obey such law? 


True it is, that public enemies in the presence of voracious and 
rapacious mmbers of an alien money-bund are in unquestioned control of 
most of the organs and instruments of public opinion that are of any 
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influence worth mentioning, but in hundreds of instances the expense and 
trouble of thus deliberately creating a supporting public opinion would 


be so great as to act as a wholesome deterrant on the general trend of auto- 
cratic legislation. 


For the first time in American history, too, lawmakers would have to come 
before the public aná explain their pet legislative schemes so that the gen- 
eral public can grasp them, not "slip over" scheme after scheme and approp- 


riation after appropriation, by merely treating with a handful of very human 
and culpable men. 


If the people of a free democracy have not the right to pass on the 
nature and utility of their own laws, or cannot be trusted to understand and 
pass judgment on their own laws, then their democracy is a farce AND THEY 
HAVE NO DEMOCRACY. They are living under a bureaucratic oligarchy, and the 
sooner we face the fact, the better. cuti. 

A freeman who has not tne right and privilege of saying which laws he 
shall live under and obey, by a majority vote of himself and his fellows, 
is a political serf. Electing those who originate and debate legislation 
is not enough. If acitizenis qualified to vote for a man to make laws 
for him, or to propose laws under the Direct Referendum, he is quite capable 


of approving or disapproving of the laws which that representative creates, 


and whose fiats he must conform to, in his private affairs. 


If it is argued that such a practice would hinder and deter the quick 
passage of legislation, we answer thunderously that we have to live under 
such laws for long periods of time. A little delay enforced in the making 
of laws will result in few laws and better laws, and laws which will be 
better obeyed because citizens in the majority have approved of them. It will 
furthermore begin to awaken the citizen to the fact that he actually nas a 
voice in his government, not the mere "privilege" of going to the polls 
every two or four years and designating which of two rascals shall 
frequently connive with the lobbyists of the Money-Bund to lord it over 
him or subject him to various forms of confiscation or spoliation. 


We, Silver Shirts, have other remedies that ARE remedies for the pre- 
vailing public distemper. We have been given a complete agenda of the new 
Democracy truly based on the Principles of Christ, which is available for 
every citizen who desires to know what form of metamorphosed institutions are 
going to rear themselves on the debris of all this present venery and 
economic distress. This short Despatch is not the place to discuss them.

We are organizing by State Encampments, 48 of em, with Posts in every 
community where a matonity of the Christian people are sickened of all this

$form of representative government. These Posts 





admit men and vous ngal footing. At Asheville, N. C., there is a General 
Staff comprising five officers: The Chief, The Chamberlain, The Quarter- 
master, the Sheriff, and the Censor. O yer each State there is a Commander, 
an Adjutant, a Purser, a Baliff, and a Solicitor. Over each Post there 
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is a Chaplain, a Scribe, an Almoner, a Marshai, and an Advocate. The men 
members of these Posts are uniformed in shirts af a beautiful Silver-Gray 
with a large brilliant "L" worked in red silk on the left breast.

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OUTLINE OF ORGANIZATION 


of the 


CHRISTIAN COMMONWEALTH LEAGUE 


The League is composed of a membership made 
up entirely of Christian Aryans, who are voting 
citizens of the United States. There shall be no 
distinction between the various Christian relig- 
ions or denominations, the prime requisite being 
that each member be of the Christian Faith, or 
believing in and wilhng and anxious to further 
the teachings of Jesus Christ. 


PURPOSES: 


The avowed purposes of the League shall be to 
spread enlightenment and knowledge throughout 
its membership, of matters pertinent to the es- 
tablishment of a purely Christian Government in 
the United States; to organize all Christia.ís into 
the vast CHRISTIAN MILITIA whose paramount 
ideal is to protect the Constitution of the United 
States of America, and to see that its principles 
are administered by Christians. 

To further the organization and abisman 
of THE CHRISTIAN PARTY in the United 
States to bring about, by popular vote in 1936, 
the election to all public offices in the United 
States only those individuals who are members 
of or endorsed by this organization, having first 
received definite assurance from all such candi- 
dates of their avowed intention of living up to 
and carrying out the stated purposes of the 
Christian Party. 

The Christian Commonwealth League proposes 
to obtain their objectives primarily by political 
means, peacefully, lawfully, and without violence.

T HAS been estimated that 10 million Jews have come into the United States since the War in utter 
contempt for the Immigration Quota laws. By the power of vast sums of money first wrung from

. YHRISTIAN businessmen of America. Take warning from Minneapolis! In Minneapolis is located 
a” the plant of The Flower City Ornamental Iron Works.: Its workers were happy, prosperous, and 
` contented. They. were being paid high wages, they had plenty of work, their relations with their 
employers were most amicable. -So they were singled out by the Jewish Reds to be brought under the 
control of the Communist unions. . Into the plant of the Flower City Ornamental Iron Works pushed a 
well-organized.mob of hoodlums and strong-arrn men, driving the orderly and loyal workers. from their 
places by force of violence.

I maintain that in the United States of Ameri- 
ca, in all sensible Christian tolerance, the Jew 
should be stopped from committing further mis- 
chief, either to himself or to his Christian neigh- 
bors, by first being denied and deprived of the 
right to vote or hold public officé in any instance. 
He may worship God in any manner that he 
pleases and he should not be molested in the ex- 
ercise of his peculiar religious views. But in the 
political sense, owning first allegiance to Judah, 
he should thenceforth be treated always as the 
unnaturalized foreigner. He cannot be trusted 
to maintain allegiance to any land of his adop- 
tion. 

I maintain that to smash his present economic 
stranglehold on the Aryan peoples of the western 
world, a public census must first be taken of all 
the Jews at the present moment living in the 
United States by first requiring every Jew to 
register his true name and nationality with the 
Federal authorities, together with the date and 
manner of his entrance into this country. Every 
Jew who has come into the United States within 
the past thirteen years, since the immigration law 
quotas were adopted, without having conformed 
to those immigration quotas, shall be summarily 
deported, no matter whether he has taken out 
citizenship papers or not. 

The exact namber of Hebrews thenceforth en-

Special Agent A. R. Gere of this office had occasion to inter- 
view Chief Harper at Colorado Springs on August 30, 1926, at which time 
Mr. Harper informed him he had recently interviewed one Tred/Hofer, agent 
and distributor of Pelley's Weekly at Colorado Springs; that Fred Hofer 
informed Chief Harper that an organization known as thesdBilver Shirts" 
plan to take over the Government on September 16, 1936 and that he had 
already received his orders as to the part he is supposed to take on 
that date. However, he would not state as to where and as to whom he 
had received his "orders". 


Chief Harper informed he would attempt to obtain further in- 
formation from Fred Hofer, however, it is the opinion of Special Agent 
Gere that Fred Hofer is mentally unbelancea to a certain extent. 


This information is being furnished the Bureau only for the 
^ purpose of determining if other complaints of this character have been 
received at the Bureau.

It appears that Filliam Dudley elley established himself in schewille, 
Nortn Carolina, in 1932, where he orginized the Silver Shirts of smerici and 
founded the Gulanad Vollege for the Founi:tion of vhristian Loonomics.

LaFOON stated that after he looked over the pamphlet given 
him by Subject, she informed him he could make a considerable sum 
of money working for "that", apparently meaning the "LIBERATION". 
Ec advised Subject informed him she had something he could do for 
her, and suggested he come to see her at her home, 393 Acro Road, 
Asheville, North Carolina.  LaFOON stated he feels sure Subject was 
about to make him some sort of offer, but advised some dee deeg 
occurred at this point and she did not do so. 


LaFOON further advised that on January 7, 1939, he went to 
the home of Subject and told her he had been thinking over what she had 
told him, and was quite interested. He advised Subject lives alone in 
above average circumstances, and seems to have plenty of money. He 
stated that during this conversation, Subject told him she was working 
under a leader who desired to stir up a rebellion or overthrow the 
existing Government, so that he could assume the role of dictator; 
that Subject told him that if he vould obtain for her information 
indiceting the air strength of the base st Pensacola, Florida, and 
information as to the secret orders of the officers in charge at the 
base, she would reward him "amply". He advised she further offered 
to reimburse him well for any information he could obtain from the 
Army and wavy Departments at Yashington, D.C. 


LaFOON stated Subject did not set a definite price she 
would be willing to pay for this information. He advised that

Briefly, the information contaigeg j the photostatic 
copies above referred to indicates that a MNA TCALFE, Investiga- 

tor for this comittee, had conducted numerous inyestigetions through- 

out the country of radical organizations, and that while at Pitts- 

burgh, Pennsylvøriia, had ascertained that a man by the name of 

CHARLES BRUCE KEETE T. who resides at 275 Southern ¿venue, Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, ‘Rox 1853, Telephone Hemlock 2796, was a member of the 

Silver Shirt organization. Further information was obtained to the 

effect that CHARLES BRUCE SWIFT «as in some way connected with the 

Naval Intelligence and was also a member of the Americanization 

Committee of the American Legion, and that as a result of these " 
connections had been able to obtain certain information of possible 
benefit to the Silver Shirt organizétion, of which he has publicly 
professed to be a member. 


tne Pittsburgh Division has been requested to under- 
take a full and thorough investigetion of CHARLES BRUCE “TIFT, and 
his alleged connections with the Silver Shirts. Further informa- 
tion contained in the Dies Committee Report indicates that a Mr. 
METCALFE attempted to interview WILLI LULLEY FELLEY at Asheville, dd 
North erolina, but was unabb@ to contact him, and interviewed a 
Mr. 4 UFNINGS, Publisher of4Pelley Publications. 





The Charlotte Livision has previously conducted in- 
vestigations c of the Silver Shirt. organize tion at Asheville, North 
Caroline, and å Yéviéw of these files in the Cherlotte Office, re- 
veals the information showing the organizational set-up of the 
various Pelley organizations originating in this territory be- 
ginning about 1933.

In the case entitled HEINZ4BPANKNOEBSL - FUGITIVE; 
ESPICNAGE ACT, New York City, origin, (Charlotte file 65-3), by 
letter dated November £, 1933, the New York Office furnished 
information to the effect thet Subject SPANKNCEPEL was believed 
to have come to Asheville, North Carolina for the purpose of 
contacting WILLIAM IULLEY PELLEY of the Silver Shirt organiza- 
tion. As a result of this information, investigati conducted 
at Asheville, North Carolina, revealed thst E. 1.ABISHOP, super- 
intendent of mails, had advised that WILLIAM LULLEY PELLEY, who 
then maintsined offices in the Voman's Club Building, which 
housed the Gallahad College at Asheville, was well ae him. 
He also advised that he was ell acquainted with D. I. “KELLOGG, 
Circulation Mariager of sho eL ishaa College, which was founded 
by 'ILLIZM LULLEY PELLEY. He furtber advised that in the paper 
issued at Asheville, namely, thegfisheville Advocate, which goes 
to press once each week, there was a complete story relative to 
the Silver Shirts in Asheville, which was printed in the issue 
dated November 3, 1933. He also aovised that he had in his 
file two copies of a newspaper purporting to bethe newspaper 
published by the Silver Shirts, namely, The Me ver Legion 


Ranger, issued at Oklehoma City, Oklahoma, and a re also 
ALib 


had in his possession copies of a magazine called eration". 
Copies of both of the above referred to papers were forwarded 
to the Bureau at the time this investivation was conducted. 


Information obtained from articles in these papers 
indicated that the officials cf the VILLIAM LULLEY PELLEY orga- 
nization at Asheville werg,at that time, H. F.ØSEIBER, who is 
Business Manager, ROBER EOM ERVILIE, and LONALD#KELLOGG, whose 
offices are at the Gellahad College in Asheville. In an issue 
of the Silver Legion Ranger, published in Oklahoma City under 
date of November 8, 1933, there was set forth a biography of 
WILLIAM DUDIEY PELLEY, in which it was stated that he was for- 
serly éwspaper publisher £eem-Gemmeme, who during the "ar 
was a4(Red Triangle" man with the United States and Japenese 
forces in Siberia; that he saw Russian Bolshevism as an eye 
witness; that he was formerly a fiction story writer in a 
number of popular magazines: that he made his living writing 
novels while carrying out eight years undercover investigetion 
throughout every large state in the Union, and that in 1929 he 
had cast aside his former occupation to start the Lean: for 
Liberation, whose purpose was metaphysical research, but that 
under cover it had perfected a great national organization, 
drawing people of importance from the highest walks of life, 
whose names were never published, end rarely became known. This 
article further set out that on January 31, 1933,the date that 
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Hitler came into power in Germany, PELLEY hac come from under 
cover with his Silver Shirt organization, and that he had 
secured the cooperation of outraged Christian citizens to carry 
on regerdless of what happened to him personelly, and thet the 
heads of certain Jewish organizations in fmerica, masquerading 
as highly principled institutions had already threatened him 
with.death, rroving the American tie-up between Judaism, 
Communism, and Satanism, and further that his Silver Shirts 
were battling to prevent this. At the end of this particular 
article it was stated that "If you are 12 years of age, of 
reasonably sound health, and not afraid to risk your life and 
limbs for your country, you are asked to take your oath of 
consecration upon you and step:out as a true Christian soldier 
garbed in a shirt of silver with a great scarlet "L" emblazoned 
on your banner, and over your heart, standing for life, loyalty, 
and liberation." 


It will be noted that this article set forth that 
the Silver Legion headquarters were at Post Oifice Box 1354, 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoms, where this particular paper was pub- 
lished. 


As a result of investigation by ¿he Oklahoma City 
office it was ascertained that Miss ADELINZAMARION was supposed 
to be a Secretary to Major Y. D. PELLEY, whose Silver Shirt 
Organization was located at 408 N.W., Second Street, Oklahoma 
City. She was interviewed, and advised that the purpose of the 
organization was to enroll every inhabitant of the United States 
in the organization for the rurpose of educating them to live 
up to the constitution, suppressee Communism, and crime; that 
the initiation fee was $10, but that if those who desired to 
join the organization were unable to pay this amount, they would 
be permitted to become a member if they swore to, ivé up to 
the principles of the'organization. A Mr. C. FÆVEBSTER, 
lecturer for the Silver Shirts, was interviewed, and his state- 
rents were similar to those made by Miss MARICN. He further 
advised that the organization barred no one from becoming a 
member, and that the Catholic, Jew, or Negro were permitted to 
join, as long as they paid the initiation fee of #10. He stated 
that the organization was meinly organized for the purpose of en- 
rolling every honest, upright American, who believed in the 
Constitution of the United States, and was against Communism. 

: He stated thet the organization had the support of many police 
officers all over the United States, and that when Police De- 
partments or sny official law enforcement agencies were handi- 
capped by politics, 34 would then be the desire of the Silver 
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Shirts of American to enforce the law violated. He stated 
that the organization positively did not have anything to do 
with the Hitler Regime of Germany, and as far as he knew, no 
one of the Nazi Legion was connected with the Silver Shirts 
of America. 


In this file there was also a seven page article 
published at Silver Legion headquarters, Asheville, North Caro- 
lina, undated and entitled Official Disp&pch No. l. This 
article purports to set out some of the; Æburposes..and.: aims.of 
the Silver.Shirt organization. In one piace this article states 
thet the Silver Legion of America is a Christian organization, 
only soliciting for its fighting ranks those men and women of 
Christién faith and American citizenship, whose paramount ideal 
is not only to restore inviolate our republican form of insti- 
tutions politically, but to see that they are administered 
strictly by people of their own faith and ideals, and that 
this is one of their first tenets. HÈ further advised that 
the organization is unelterably opposed to the Russi Jewish 
form of Communistic Government against which ACOLPHAAITLER is 
making such a successful stand at the present time. It states 
that they are wasting no sympathy for those who are complaining 
cf being "persecuted", for they have secret knowledge thet they 
are whining at treatment which they meted out to the German 
Fatherland without let or hindrance since long before the War, 
and that the same elements arc doing the same thing in America 
under cover. It states that the Silver Legion proposes to ob- 
tain their objectives, primarily by political means, peacefully, 
lawfully, and without violence, but nevertheless they do not 
constitute a strictly politicel organization, as they enlist 
under their Liberation banner the great moral force that is 
Christianity. It further states that the Silver Shirts are 
organizing by State Encampments, 48 of them, with Posts in every 
community, wherein the majority of the Christien people are 
sickened of all this unhallowed and extended rape of our highest 
ideals snd the debauchery of our excellent democratic form of 
representative government. It states that these Posts admit men 
and women on equal footing, and that the National Headquarters 
consists of a Generel Staff, comprising five officers, the Chief, 
the Chamberlain, The Quertermaster, the Sheriff, and the Censor.’ 
It states that over each state there is a'commender, an Adjutant, 
a Purser, a Bailiff, and e Solicitor, and that over each Post 
there is a Chaplein, a Scribe, an Almoner, a Marshal, and an 
Advocate. It states that the men members of these Posts are uni- 
formed in shirts of the beautiful Silver Gray, with a large printed 
"DU worked in re? silk on the left breast; that the mifom 
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trousers are corduroy knickers of blue with puttees or long 
Socks; that on the blue four-in-hand tie is woven or pinned 
the Silver-Shirt's national number, and that there are to be 
no two similar numbers in the entire Nation. 


This article further states thet there is an en- 
tirely sound and feasible plan afeot for the incorporation of 
the United States of America into a colossus corporation, in 
which the present government officers shall be the officials 
but where every citizen shall become thereafter both a Common 
and a Priferred Stockholder. It further sets out that in the 
‘Silver Shirts, the Country has leadership, a leadership that 
knows what the depredations of the predstory element are, how 
to fight, and ená them, how to coop and restrain them per- 
manently from any repetition of such diablerie as they have 
inflicted on this nation up to the present. . It further states 
that this is not "another organization": that they hold no 
banquets and waste little time in speech making. 


The case entitled GENERAL NAZI INVESTIGATION; 
MISCELLANEOUS - NAZI MOVEMENT, and in which case Charlotte is 
the office of origin (Charlotte file 62-536), contains Per- 
sonal and Confidential letter from the Bureau to the Charlotte 
Division, dated May 19, 1934, requesting intensive investigation 
concerning the activities of the Nazi movement in this country 
with particular reference to the Auti-racial and anti-Arerican 
activities, having any possibie connection with official re- 
presentatives of the German Government in the United Suates. ^ 


A review of the Cherlotte file in this case, 
reflects that inquiries were made in fifty-seven of the more 
important cities in North and South Carolina without disclosing 
any information concerning the Nazi Movement, anti-racial, or 
anti~American activities. 


The report of Special Agent R. L. FAGAN, Cherlotte, 
N. C., dated June 22, 1934, submitted in connection with this 
case, indicates that as a result of a bankruptcy investigation 
involving the various Pelley organizations, which was pending 
and being investizsted by the Charlotte Division, about the same 
time numerous files and papers then in the possession of the 
Sheriff of Buncomp bunty, Asheville, and also in the possession 
of Mr. WILLIAM J.AGOCKE, Trustee in Rankruptcy,case, were re- 
viewed, and it had been noted that the Zone captains of the 
Silver Shirt organization were encouraging the enrollment of 
persons identified with Nazi, as for example, a typical letter 
was removed from the files dated Gah 1934, which letter 
stated "I wish you to write L. Set hon, 5802 Chandler Street, 
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Cincinnati, Ohio, he is in contact with Germany and is in.a 
position to look up any particular news you may desire. He 

is one of our key men here in the city, and very valuable 
member of the Norwood Post." The above is quoted from a 
letter from R. C ^RIM ERMAN, 715 Elm Street, Cincinnati, 

Ohio, Captein of Ohio, to Mr. ROBERT SUMMERVILLE, The General 
Staff, Asheville, North Carolina. It was also reflected that 
many letters from persons in foreign countries were found in 
the files, together with hundreds of original naturalization 
papers. There vias a typical letter of a foreign representa- 
tive, apparently [à reply of ROBERT C. SUMERVILLE to a letter 
from Princess MOMKARADJA, WILLA LUX MONTI, Locarno, Monti 

Del La Trinte, Switzerland, dated June, 1933, suggesting that 
the General Staff utilize the Hitler Government, and organize 
the Germans in America. In Mr. SULTERVILIE'S reply to this 
letier, he advised thet it was exceedingly unlikely that any 
of the General Staff of the Silver Shirts would be able to 

get away for conference in Europe during the coming September, 
és they were all.tregically needed for the pressing demands 

in this national fight. His reply further sets out thet on 
account of the financial lack it hac been impossible for them 
to print theyCreutz ‘pamphlet, but that it would be printed as 
soon as they were «ble "Eo obtain the necessary funds. He fur- 
ther advised that he had promptly forwarded the writer's letter 
to the editor of the Silver Ranger in Los Angeles. He advised 
that the organization was in touch with Reverend hos rra in 
China, and that they have numerous connections by correspondence 
with Germany, which had been conducted by their official trens- 
lator, whose headquarters are in Philadelphia. He further ad- 
vised that he was exceedingly interested in the private in- 
formation which had been received by the Princess from the 
Russian Baron, and states that he wished he had it at hand st 
the moment for an important issue of Liberation Magazine, in 
which Jewish Communism is: particulerly stressed. 


Further examination of these files by Agent FAGAN 
at the time of this investigation reflected thet an unsigned 
letter had been received by the organizstion and that according 
to the text of this letter, the person writing it was then an 
officer in the United States Arm This officer requested that 
a copy be made of the letter end khe original destroyed. It 
further reflects that this officer suggested to Mr. SUMMERVILLE 
that he contact and'handle" General GUY FILSON of 32 Division 
Nation:1 Guard, Detroit, Michigan. This letter further advises 
of the "Secret Military Movements" of regular ermy men and pro- 
mises to obtain information of confidential source to army 
Generels, which would be furnished the organization. 
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It further discusses the mobilization of the Silver 
Shirt organization in connection with the Army Air Service.

Williem Dudley Pelley 


William Dudley Pelley was born about March 1888 at 
Lynn, Massechusetts, and attended the public schools of Gerdner 
end Spriagfisla, Massachusetts, åt the ¿ge of seventeen he began 
his carrer in a paper menufacturing business et Fulton, N.w York, 
being superintencent of his father's mill. 


Pelley first attracted the zttention of ¡ublishers in 
August, 1917, when the Americen magazine published e fecturc story 
of his entitled "Mother!. Numerous erticles br him have been pub- 
lished in the Red Book, Seturdiy Evening Dost, Collier's Weekly, 
end Americen Megezine during his literary ccrecr. In 1929 the 
irericen Magezine published zn erticle entitled "Seven VYinutes in 
Eternity" by Pelley, end it is generclly thought thet the interest 
manifested by certein types of individuels in thet essay encouraged 
him to produce further writings of such «n intelligence to estebli h 
himself as a lerder among people interested in m.tephysies. From 
that time to the organization of the G:lihad Press, Inc., ¿nd later 
The Founcation for Christi:n Economics, Inc., end the Silver Shirt 
Legion of Americe, Inc., he wes engeged in communiceting with 
persons interested in met: physic:l and religious edventures. 


Pelley founded the Gellched Press, Inc., in 1921, and 
subsequently orgenized The Founcetion for Christisn Economics, 


Inc., end The Silver Shirt Legien of Ameries, Ine., He held the 
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positions of President of these corporations until the same were 
adjudicated bankrupts in 1934. 


PELLEY has been married twice, and has two children, 
names unknown, by his first wife, - ey During the 
spring or summer of 1934 he obtained a divorce from his first 

wife and about September 1936 married Miss MINNIE H.}HANSMANN, 

a personal and business associate, Prior to his secohd marriage 
MINNIE HANSMANN accompanied PELLEY in his travels over the country 
and is generally known to have lived with him. It is believed 
that he married her in order to end criticism he was. receiving 
concerning his relations vith her, and to prevent possible 
prosecution therefor. PELLEY lives with his wife, their address 
being 20 Sylvan Avenue, Asheville, North Carolina, and his home 
life is apparently satisfactory.

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fact that WILLIAM LULLEY PELLEY end ROBERT C. SUVIERVILLE were 
convicted in the Stete Court on two counts, cherging sale of 
stock of the Gellehad Press, which wes not registered, cs pro- 
viced by North Ceroline law, end lreudently representing the 
finenciél condition of the Gellehad Press to purchesers of 

seid cepitel stock which ves not registered. They wore sentenced 
before Judge WILSON VARLICK in the Superior Court et Asheville, 
Worth Czrolins, Februrry 18, 1935, at which time, PELIEY wes 
sentenced to serve not less thin one, nor moro then two veers in 
the Stete's Prison at harc lebor. PELLTY'S sentince, how: ver, 
wes suspenced upon the following terms end concitions: (1)

A review of the file entitled PABLO LAMELIGADO, et el; 
NEUTR-LITY MATTERS, in which case the E] Paso \Livision is the 
office of origin (Cherlotte file 64-3), reflects that one PABLO 
L. LEIGADO, Mexican Preccher of El Peso, Texas wes attempting to 
reise funds for : Mexican Revolution, end in this rcgerd hed 
contected SET KORNLORFF, who was for many years Sheriff of El 
Paso County, Mixes, in an effori to secure assistance from ORNLORFF. 
The file reflects thet the revolutionery plans of LELGADO fell 
through and invéstigetion indicctec that he is probably an idezlist, 
end is harmless. The file reflects that the El Prso Livision hes 
e photostetic copy of a letter eddressed to IELGALO rbout ¿pril 
7, 1938, which wes written on the stetionery of the Hotel Ashe- 
ville, Asheville, N.C. This letter, which is written by KENNETE 
NALFZANDER, address cere of L. CUMMINGS, Pox 104, Asheville, North 
Ka indicates thet ALEXANDER had just returned to Asheville 
rom a trip to tb: extreme north of the United “t.tes ond Ceneda, 
znd also to Puffelo, Cleveland, Ncw York City, ¿nd Washington, D. C., 
where Alexender apperently contected Silver Shirt Groups. 
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This letter indicates that ALEXANDER wes Well pleased at the 
ehthusiastic spirit manifested by the mentlers of the group and 

it further indicates that Alexander had had numerous long talks 
with VILLIAN DUDLEY PELLEY, regarding DELGADO; that PELLEY hac 
been impressed by DELGADO'S point of view nd by the courage 
DELGADO had shown in a manifesto he had made, in ugust; 1937, 
announcing his intention of overthrowing the MMárdenas ¡Government 
by force. This letter indicates that DELGADQ'contempiated the 
issuance of another manifesto, and offers the facilities of the 
press of the Pelley organization in printing this manifesto for 
DELGADO. It further indicates that the Silver Shirt organization 
intended opening a National Headquarters at Washington, D. C., where. 
an entire building was to be taken over, and a picked staff of 
Silver Shirts was to be quartered upon the premises. The letter 
indicated that these members were to protect the boarders and the 
working staff and were to be in full uniform during hours of duty. 
It further indicates that the Silver Shirt organization was 

putting on a membership campaign which it was felt would materially 
strengthen its force nationally. This letter indicates that the 
goal of the Silver Shirt organization is to establish a Christian 
Commonwealth in America. In closine, the letter states that 
DELGADO should make contact only with ALEYANDER-or WILLIAN PELLFY, 
and not with other members of the Silver Shirt organization; that 
he or PELLEY would be the ones in a position to carry out the 
promises already made, 


Å It is noted from the above mentioned file that Mrs. LEE 
Jamon, Virginia Street, El Paso, Texas, a sister-in-law of 
SETH ORNDORFF, was contacted by MARY pes the Rosslyn Hotel, 
Los Angeles, California, and apparently Was the contact for DEL- 
GÅDO with ORNDORFF. Investigation made by the Los Angeles Division 
at Los Angeles, California, indicated that MARY I. STEVART was well 
known at the Rosslyn Hotel, and indicated that she was originally 
from Caseville, Michigan, spending the winters at Los Ángeles, 


Charlotte file 61-10, Bureau file 61-7559, entitled 
SUPVERSIVE ACTIVITIES - GENERAL, reflects that Special Agent: 
P. A. YUNLEX of the Charlotte Office contacted on September 22, 
1936 TAYLOR BLEDSOE, Attorney at law with offices in the Jackson 
Buitding, AsHeville, North Carolina, at which time Mr. BLEDSOE 
furnished him with memorandum prepared by persons later known as 
nformarts 4i. ‘and: *H2, setting out information regarding their 
knowledge" of” &nd-connéetion with the Silver Shirt organization. 
This memorandúm was furnished the Bureau under cover letter dated 
October 10, 1936, at which time the names of these two informants 
were furnished the Bureau. 











This memorandum in detail is beine incorporated 
in this report at this time because of the obvious importance . 
it bears to the present investigstion: 


"The infermation furnished by confidential informant 
#1, which will be set forth herein, in substance, sets out 
the history of the organization in Asheville, North Carolina, 
together with the various activities of the various members 
of the organizstion, which to some cxtent is somewhat fantastic, 
but furnishes an idea of the intelligence of the leaders, as 
well as the schemes which are promoted by them in order to 
obtain the confidence of the public and in seining members for 
the organization, which seems to have as its untimate purrose 
the overthrow of the present form of Government in the United 
States. 


"As to confidential informant #2, who has joined this 
organization for the purpose of exposing them at the proper time, 
he enceavors to give his ideas of what is going on in the organi- 
gation at the present time, and also what has taken rlace, as 
well as the way he finally became a member of this orgenization. 


"The following information was furnished by conficenti:1 i 
informant #1, and is set forth in detail as rel¿ted to Agent: 


- tWilliem Dudley Pelley and his associctes first came to 
Asheville sometime in the vinter of 1931-32. Mv first knowledge 
of them came from a talk delivereo et the Asheville Kiwanis Club 
in the spring of 1632 by Bb Sumrerville. Mr. Summerville was at 
thet time 27 vears old. He is a decided blond, and possesses, white 
eyebrows which ere ver” strikin-. His talk wes along ' the lines 
of general corrurtion end the necessity for intelligent education 
on the part of the people, anc might be described as exceptionally 
deep and profound. It impressed me ve v, much. He was introduced 
end, brought to the club by R. P. (Bob)WWilliams, who is the owner of 
mom Press, which both at the UE ime ¿nd at all times since 
has” done the printing for Mr. Pelley's various organizations. 


Of course, I had heard of William Ludley Pelley, the 
famous writer, having read his article in the American Magazine some- 
time in 1928 or 1929, entitled "TWELVE MINUTES IN ETERNITY", in vhich 
he described his exveriences when his soul left his body. It was 
a very unigue and strongly pictureú erticle, written ss a personal 
experience, and deeply religious. 


Mr. Summerville was staying in my neighborhood, having a 
room on Montford Avenue in the house now occupied by Mr. Foster, the 
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Assistant Postmaster at Asheville. Lt thet time his landlord 
was the keeper of the Riversice Cemetery. The house Mr. 
Summerville lived in burned end has been rebuilt since 1932. 1 
contected Mr. Summerville and asked him to come cown ¿nad talk to 
the young people at my church. He did this end afterwards I 
talked to him for several: hours about politics in generél. A 
remember giving him a copy of the book, "WHEAT AND POLITICS", by 
a man in Minnesota, which book I sup ose he still hes, zs he has 
not returned it to me. This w&s an eccount of the financial 
manipulation of the ferm bosrd by a broup of sreculators and crooks 
in the wheat region of the Vest. I recall that Mr. Summerville 
told me that they, meaning the Pelley crowd, were receiving con- 
fidential information from their own source of a similar veriety. 
"Lr. Summerville finally got round to esk me whet I 
thought of mysclf and my destiny, which he said wes the great thing. 
I did not exactly ken to this, as I am rather objective than sub- 
jective by nature. I finally took Mr. Summerville to his ettic 
room sbout 11:00 and he stertec to describe to me the Jews, whom he 
said had been at the bottom of all revolutions and that they worked 
through the Masonic Order. I told him that I vas greatly surprised 
at hearing that, as I was a Mason and never thought of the Masons in 
thet way. At this, he said thet he did not mean the Masons in this 
Country but in Europe. He told of a book printed in Poston which 
described ali of this, printing house having been cemolished recently, 
I took it to be the result of jewish influence. At that time, I 
unfortunstely caught sight of a large and impressive-looking volume 
on the shelves of kr. Summerville's bookcase, and asked him what it 
was. It proved to be a book on the Grest Pyramid of Egypt, about 
which I knov little. Unfortunately, the rest of the time was ` 
spent in talking about this book, and 1 lost a valuable opportunity 
to learn more of Mr. Summerville's feelings ana views. He explained 
to me how the scientists had discovered the interior vaults o the 
Greét Pyramid conteined merks which correspond to what he termed 
"great tribulations" or orises in world history. This began with 
the exodus of the Jews from Ezypt, and had such dates es the Fell of 
Babylon, Rome, and the World "er. There were merks for the vear of 
1931, which Mr. Summerville said wes the depression which would end 
accordingly in the Great Pyramid in September 16, 1936. It seems 
thet these discoveries are still being mede and leaflets are 
issued by the scientists in London doing the work, Mr. Summerville’ 
said thet the lest period of tribul:tion and signs of any kind would 
end in the year 1950. 


"I wes much impressed with this knowledge ¿t the time, 
and later heard other people discussing it. I foud th:t tha whole 
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idea of history interpretation from the Great Pyramid began in 
1855, and that a book setting forth this thesis is in the Library 
of Congress. I also found out from ©: ofessor Caldwell, of the 
History Department of the University of North C:rolina at Cr.epel 
Hill, who is e distinguished Egyptologist, thet the whole idea is 
unfounded. He classifies it with astrology enc crystel gazing. 


"The activities of Mr. Pelley curing the year 1932 vere 
- centerea upon the creation of what ves known as "Gclehad College". 
It was to promote some kind of Christian Com:onweelth, and the 
original plan was to organize 4t at Bleck Muuntsin, N.C. It was 
hoped to secure some land fromlkrs. Terry, a very wealthy woman, 
the widow of a reilroad kin”, tho was her second husband. She has 
at Black Mountain & very large ana beautiful home vith private golf 
course. However, for some rezson she cid nct give them the land 
and endowment, which was expected, anc activities in Asheville be- 
gan on July 1, 1932, in the Woman's Club, which is located on Sun- 
set Parkway in Asheville. Mr. Pelley leased the entire structure. 
At this time much began to be heard of the spiritual revelations 
which Mr. Pelley received. It seems and I also recall again from 
Mr. Summerville that both he and Mr. Pelley were the reincarnation 
of souls who had lived thousands, if not millions, of vears ago upon 
the earth. Much of their knowledge came from Indie. They were able 
to spesk in en unknown tougue, to have their memory lifted anc re- 
call the things thet hed happened the last time they lived upon the 
earth. It seems thet they lived on all parts of the earth, including 
the jungles of Africe, and the great ancient civilizations of the 
East, Mexico, South arerice, ana also with the American Indians. 
They lived on the earth more then once prior to this incernation, 
end may have hed many different reincernations zt different times in 
the pest. 


"&nother young man who belong.c to this group was "Mont" 
Harwicke, one of the defendants in the triel in the State Courts of 
North Cerolina in 1935. His föther, a University professor from 
womewhere in New York, was in 1932 one of the chief luminaries in the 
organization. Young Herwicke merried a wealthy girl from New York, 
In the winter of 1935. He applied to a scientific association in 
New York for a job as translator of Axtec inscriptions in Mexico. 
The story goes thet they asked him if he had had ¿ny experience in 
such work. He repled that he hed never hed any end hed never studied 
the language. Upon their amazement, he asked them to allow him to 
translate some works which they had elreacy trensleteá and comp: re 
his labor vith thet of their scholars. He gave them & perfect copy, 
suprosedly from the process of lifting of his memory end recalling 
his knowlecze of the fytec language in a pest incernetion when he 
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was in that country. He is suprosed to be in this labor in Mexico 
at the present time. 


"In the summer of 1932 the founostion for Christian 
Economics, which was the name Mr. Pelley was operating under at 
thet time, was given encouragement by the Chamber of Commerce. This 
was also because they felt thet it would bring people to Ashe- 
ville. Asheville is a tourist town , very proud of her climate end 
scenery. Yr. Summerville had previously explained to me in reply 
to queries es to why they were located in Asheville that they had 
picked it *ecause it was a quite remote place, end they would not 
be bothered, They said that they wanted privacy. 


"In the summer of 1932, I invited Mr. Pelley to spesk to 
the Kiwenis Club members. This, he did. He telked about the 
cosmic reys of the sun ind how they influence life upon the earth. 
He said that these rays were the same kind which the great physicist, 
Miliken, in California, had discovered. He said that his theory 
of the cycles of civilization was founded on the :stronomy in an- 
cient Persis. He privately tolc me thet great cataclysm and horror 
would teke place as a result of an eclipse of the sun, which toek 
place about the first of Sept.mber; 1932. Fr. Pelley is e very in- 
tense personality. He is possessed of e distinguished avpearence, 
very much like his pictures. H. strikes me as having a great deal 
of the poseur in his meke-up. 


"In the fall of 1532, he secured a divorce from his first 
wife, whom he had merried about 1910 end from whom he hed been 
separated for e creat many yers. Shortly afterwards, he merricd 
one of the women in his organization. The wecding took plece et 
the foot of Mt. Pisgah, end the ceremony vas performed by a magis- 
trete. 


"An immense correspondence course was conducted by the 
Gelahed Colleze during the summer of 1532. ‘any midcle-eged and 
elderly women locked to Asheville to tike the courses. They pur- 
cresed books at a tremendous price. All of the time Wr. Pelley was 
selling stock in “his organization, which leter brought him to -rief. 
It was generally thought thet he celled up to the spirits to advise 
his clients about the purchase of his stock. 


"n. "I remember getting the idee from hr. Summerville thet 
&GAfoundstion. forsWhristicn ` Lconomics. wis more friendl; to peonie 


AN fet “pocketbook , end that they were lookin: "or financial 
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" Mr. Pelley continued to occupy the “omen's Club 
builcing in Asheville until the fell of 1933. He had grest trouble 
in paying the rent enc enced his reletions with the owner of the 
builcing as an unsatisfactory tenent. 


"The Biltmore Press deny at the present time thet they 
are printing enything for the Silvershirts. This is in part 
occesioned by the local unpopulerity of Pelley ead the Silvershirts 
since their «ctivities were publicized.

"ThE E S committee came to Asheville in 1934 during 
their investigetion of subversive orgenizations. They also investi- 
geted the Silvershirts in New York. I did not keep up with their 
vork in cetil, but I know thet it wes gencrelly bclievec thet 
cvidence heard by him ciscloses e telk connected finencielly between 
the Silvershirts end hitler's Nazi perty in Germany, thet is, money 
wes being received from Termeny.

"Miss Dorce C: r1énd, who is now employed in the "PÅ 
Office et Albany Ga., Knows a greet decl about the activities of the 


Pelley crowd in 1932-1933. She attended some of the mectings, and 
voulc be very glcd to furnish any information which would help to 
discredit them. She is e highly educetec and naturelly estute 
person. 


"TI have been informeca of Informent II's activities, end 
have reed his stetement. I am frenkly puzzlea as to just what the 
Silvershirts are, or what kina of a mën kr. Pelley is. He mey be 
¿ religious fenetic with enough flashes of brilliznce to carry him on. 
However, there ere many angles which would leave this cut, such as 
the closeness of the orginizstion and their devout purposes other 
than religious. The most importent, I think, I can say at this time, 
September, 1936, is thet Informeht II's ideas of whet the Silver- 
shirts hope to accomplish are very likely to be true, but thet with 
the definite informetion we heve at this time .t could not be proven. 
Informent IT's connection is the only wey I knov of of getting reel 
information, and I strongly urge that he be given more time, vithout 
'eny emberressment ts to publicity by any senetorizld investigetion 
committee, in order to achieve the end for which he hes so patiently 
lebored. 


"The ectivities of Informant II in joining the Silvershirts 
‘for the purpose of glezning the fects throigh, were mide with the 
knowledge ind arprovel of the locel Federal Lew enforcement offic.rs, 
and also with the sympethy of some of the Narth Cerclins legislators 
in the Nationel Congress." 
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The following information ves furnished by confidentizl 
informent #2, and is set forth in detail es releted to Agent: 


"My interest in the Silvershirts sterted :t the time of 
the trial of Mr. Pelley and associates in the Stete Courts of North 
Cerolina early in 1935.

Haywood Road, Asheville, N.C. I had e friend who wes working ira 
cafe across the street from these hezdquerters. I ¿sked him to 
listen to anything he might Der people from the Silvershirts tilk 
ebout, and let me know.

"Eerly in 1936, I observed an old Jewett touring car 
parked very often in front of the Silvershirts. B: noting thc 
license number, I found thet it wes owned by one Mar ed

"UT am employed by tho Montgomery "em Company és radio 
repair, collecting and genorel cont:ct man. One night in Junt, 1936 
I noticed Mr. nerhus in the store telking with the men of the rie dio 
ceperteint. I had lesrend to know Er. aarhus on sight. I sew the 
radio men had put è ticket on the hook for rereirs. I looked on the 
file end found = service request from John ¿erhews, 201 Virgini: 
ve., ‘est Asheville, N.C. Prior to this, I hed found out thet John 
herhus wis connected with the Silvershirts. I sked to be ellowcd 
to do the ¿ob Mr. &crhus wented done end m. request was granted. 
I mede the necessery repcirs to Mr. Aerhus' redio end thus become 
acquainted with him. I told him thet the reception of his redio +ould 
be improved 25% if he hed e proper eerie] instzlled. sarhus' redio 
ves an ell-weve set end he was particuierly interested in receiving 
clesn reception on the short-w ve bends. 


"After I instelled the improved eericl for service on 
short-weve bend, I sined Aarhus! conficenee. On the seme Gey

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out in the country on the outskirts of town where I mt Mrs. 
¡Agrhus, some members of the orgenizetion, some friends of theirs, ena

cefinite end deteiled information from Mr. Pelley. I gethered from 
her conversetions she ves connected vith a correspondence ccurse in 
the public schools. After derk, we returned to kr. Aerhus' home end 
engeace in e gonerel conversztion on psychology, prenology, mental 
telepethy, re-iricernation, commünicction with the spiritul world, end 
fenatical religious coctrines in gen:ril. ¿bout two wecks leter, 

Mr. &crhus ceme in the store with cnoth.r request for ridio service, 
and I egiin securea the ticket end vent to his homc. I moved his 
redio to my house in order to ccmonstrete to him the trouble with 

his redic wes the location. He ceme to my house to see ebout this, 
end while there, he ected in a very suspicious menner end closely 

: atched both msclf and everything in thc house, though he tried to 
conceal his ictions on this score. 


"Mr. Aerhus is ¿bout 42 years old. He is a blond with 
curly heir: weighs ¿bout 175 end is 5'll" in height. He is by 
occupetion an cutomobile mechenic end heils from Los Angeles, Crlif. 
He is & Vorld ‘er Veteren end owns his home in Celifornic. 


"Upon this occesion of my visit to the :¿rhus' house, I 
engi ged in conversetion vith Mr, srrhus about the Silvershirts end 
expressed sympethy for their éims end for the difficulty that Nr. 
Pelley hed ¿>perienced. Upon the strength of this, Mr. rhus 
zave me some of their litercture end i: vited me to stop by the 
Leedquirters. I stopped by the heedquerters soon afterwerds ind 
vas surprised to find there en old ecqueintencee of mine, Guy} er 
wood. Guy is ¿bout 24 years old end has been prominently connected 
vith the boys! vork in Asheville. He hes served as boys! work 
secretary of the Y.N.C.#., end ¿lso as e scout leader in Vest 
Ashcville. He is the suthor of å book on boys! life and problems, 
which wes nublished in pert through the essistznce of the Silver- 
shirts. In this books ¿re sentences lifted from the :ritings of 
Mr. Pelley. His job st the headquerters consists of cssistent ship- 
ping clerk or hencling the printing materi:l. 


"I would drop by the plece from timc to time ¿nd ¿fter 
several visits, put in my «pplicetion for membership through Mr. 
karhus. It wes neerly one month before my application wes accepted. 
I submittca my noma es e Upen its return, it 


had 3 dr. From this observation, I esthered that 

quite e en extensive investigetion wis conducted before the :;plicskion 
was accepted. No active cempaigning or soliciting of members is 
conducted in this perticuler community, and no formel ritual or 
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ceremony wes held et the time of my cdmitvence to the Silvershirts. 
The sims end rurposes of the organizrtion ere set forth in the 
enclosed litereture. My observetion of them is thet their mein 
idee is thet our country is domin: ted at the present time by the 
Jews, vhom they cleim to be co munists. They sey thet ninety per 
cent of the Jews ere communists. They feel thet this set-up should 
be changed end the Jews segregated end limited in their privileges 
és citizens. It seems thet this is prepsring for en untimete over- 
throw of our form of government, and the setting up of : form ef 
government which they cell the Christian Commonwealth, which is gen- 
erélly modelec ¿fter the government now ineint:ined by Hitler in 
Germeny. Some feetures of the Soviets were iscorporzted in this. 


"Their source of moncy is unknown to me, but they 
scem to have ell thet they used, both for their ovn personel 
expenses end the ¿ctivitics of the orgenizetian. They do not 
stint themselves in privete life, but neither crc they livish in 
cxnonditure. The standerd is cbout thet of the cverege femily. I 
keve e surmise thet they cre receiving messages by short-weve radio 
from Sermeny in code. I have seen sever l Germen lenguage pipers 
rut out by the Germen zovcrnment in their possession. They cre 
strongly enti~Jewish, cerrying certoons. They cleim thet over fifty 
similar orgenizctions like them ere in this country: such zs "The 
Knights of the White Cemellie', whose publication is enclosed. This 
is in "est Virginic. 


"The printing of the neckly publicetion is done by the 
Piltmore P. ess, whose omployees I heve seen et the cesteblizhment 
on Haywood Road. They have esteblished this plecc as the ecnter 
leadquerters end distribute all publicetions from this office. They 
tre mailes bo every ¿tete in the Union, Cinéda, Mexico, end Cube + 


"The orgenization seems to be very tightly controlled rnc 
highly organized with the higher-ups in complete domination, end the 
renk and file know very little of the inner secrets. The members’ 
ere as follows to the best of my knowledge: Mr. Acrhus; Mr Telpey, 
who is in cherze of thi weil, ¿end siums to ¿id in the rriting of the 
newspapers: mn is the herd of the pest here and lives at &0 
Tecoma Circle, !Nsheville, N.C., which is ¿lso the home of Mr. Pelley. 
They recentir instvlled a r:dio set with short-veve receivers there. 
Through this channel, I geinec secess to the house ¿nd wes invited 
to return. Guy Herwooats fither is e member of this orgenizetion. 


"Their local meetings ere ettended by from 25 to 30. 
They cleim e netioncl membership of two million. The Silvershirts 
believe thit the Co:munists ¿re now in secret control of the country, 
ind thet within six months efter the election of Mr. Roosevelt, they 
will teke steps to géin for open centrol by mezns of violent in 
surrections. kt this point, thc Silvershirts wish to be highly 
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orgenized, so that they cen stop in end teke control. They ¿re 

making ¢ point of being well covirped with guns ¿nd emmunition, 

ånd ere especially interested in heving members who ere frmilier 
with thc use of fircerms endheve hed militery «xperience, tech- 

nicians, professionsl end skilled workers. 


"J joined the Silvershirts in order to find out whet 
they were, believing them to be & subversive orgenizetion end roped 
to r:in further inform: tion in the future. In the event of trouble, 
I hope that my originel desi*ns will be remembered by the prosecuting 
¿ttorney: thet is, c guerentecd immunity. I joincd the orginizetion 
purely for the purpose of exposing them et some future time." 


This mumorandum also conteins the follewing inform:tion 
furnished by confidenti:l informent f1: 


"fs è beckground for Mr. Pelley's triel, I will sey thit Robert R. 
Williams, e distinguished end ¿ble member of the Asheville ber, was 
employed es privete prosecutor. It res generclly thought, end is 
prob: bly true, thet the prosecution vis finenced ind directed by 
theNdewish Frternel Society. The defense counsel wes Robert H. 
Nueno, of "eshington, L.C-, and Joseph WA Ford of Asheville, N.C. 


"Miss CcrrollyCostello, who resides et 28 Ketherine Plece in Lshe- 
ville, wes “biene time employed by wr. Pclley. She is ¿bout 23 yeirs 
old end nov works in th. finence Gepertment cf the “Pa Office in 
isheville. She is : very close friend of Mrs. R. P. Williams, vife 
of th. owner of the Biltmore Press, who prints the litercture for 

Mr. Pelley enc his orgenizetions, ena is ¿lso e friend of the present 
lrs. Pelleye» She wes very poorly pid when working for Pelley, und 
is very sore t the vhole bunch personclly. She does not like Mr.

"Miss Costello res connected with the Narcotic Squed, I think d in 

Nev York City during 1925. She is Crtholic end wes eductted in the 
Nation:l Crtholic School in “eshington. Her frther was : doctor. He 
died four yeers 2go, in 1932. She comes from e very good old mrry- 
lend femily, beiny « 1 escendent of John Cerroll, of Cerrolton. She 
is extremely religious to the point of zbbtunding ecrly mess ena 
dieting sccording to the rules of tho ©: tholic Church. 


"She is c viry tilented emeteur ictress, und his literary ambitions. 
She hes written some credit: ble poe try, ena his e fine gonerel 
knowledge of English Litereturc, especi: lly poetry. 


The femily formerly hed : comfort: ble income, but ere not so well 

off now. She his ¢ merrica sister living in £tlente City, N.J 

ind enothir sister thet is å nua. Her mother lives with hr ind is

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¿ very straight-laced, cld-feshiened end strict mother, who does 
not allow her drughter to do much when she is ct home. 


"Miss Costello would be gléd to do enything she could to help in 
finding out information &bout the Silver Shirts, but is hendicepped 
by the fact that her mother does not like for her $o go out in the 
evenings. She is on the whole & very spl.ndid girl and is deeply 
patrbotic and could be trusted." 


It is believed that the above information will show the 
organizetionel set-up, the activities, leaders, apparent ‘ims, 
end purposes of the Silver Shirt orgenizetion at Asheville, North 
Carolina, as known prior to conductin” investigation requested by 
Buresu letter of reference.

In Cherlotte letter to the,Bureau, cated Januery 12, 
1939, in the case entitled Mrs. L. T. iS AIMEST, FSFIONAGE, Bureau 
file 61-7536, the Bureau wes ¿dvised thet Specisl Agent K. T. iELi- 
VIGNE hed been contactec by RUBYMLeFOON, 41 Church Street, Ashe- 
ville, North Carolina.  LaFOON edvised that Mrs, L. F. SALKEST 
hed contacted him at the Efird's Lepertment Store in Asheville during 
December 1938 in connection with some repairs she wished made te a 
watch.  LeFOON advised thet during the first contact and several 
other contacts with mrs. S,IKEST, she indiczted thet she wes connected 
with the Silver Shirt organization at £shuville, North Carolina, end 
attempted to interest LaFOON in that organization.  LzFOCW advised 
thet he had gone to the home of Mrs. S.LMEST at 393 Arco Roed, Ashe- 
ville, North Cerolinz, end hed had a long conversation with Mrs. 
S£¿IMEST during which time she told him that she wes working under 
a leader who desired to stir up e rebellien, end overthrow the exis- 
ting government in the United Stetes, so thet this lezder could assure 
the role of Dictetor. LeFOGN further edvised th. t Ars. SIŁ. ST told 
him she would :mply reward him for any information he could obtein 
regarding the ¿rmy end navel ¿tir bises of the United States ¿nd con- 
templetea fortificetions in new crees. This letter indicated that 
LzFOON intended contecting Mrs. SALEEST in the future, ¿nd thet he 
would rc-contact Agent LELAVIGNE when he hed obteined edditiom] ir- 
formation from her.

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Ås a result of this letter, the Bureau advised on 
January 18, 1939 that any investigation conducted as å result 
of the information furnished by LaFOON should be made in connection 
with instant investigation of the Silver Shirt organization. 


Consequently, on January 25, 1939 the writer, accom- 
panied by Agent K. T. DELAVIGNE interviewed RUBY LaFOON, and the 
results of this inverview were furnished the Bureau by letter dated 
January 27, 1939. In this interview LaFOCN re-iterated the state- 
ment previously furnished Agent DELAVIGNE and gave further infor- 
mation regarding his personal history and backeround, naming cer- 
tain persons 8s references, who he claimed could testify to the 
satisfactory work on his part as informant for various agencies of 
the Government. However, subsequent investigation conducted by the 
Memphis Office has disclosed that this informant is absolutely un- 
reliable and should not be believed. No further efforts will there- 
fore be made to use this informant in this investigation. 





The writer, accompanied by Special Agent ".. T. DELAVIGNE 
contacted Deputy Sheriff FRANKAMESSER, an FBI National Police Academy 
Graduate, who Agent had reason to believe was absohtely reliable, 
and could be trusted with confidential information. Deputy Sheriff 
MESSER advised that TAYLOR BLEDSCE, who possessed considerable in- 
formation concerning the Silver Shirts at one time, was at the 
present time confined at an insane asylum, iocated at Morgantor, 
North Caroiina, and that he had been in this institution for the 
past year or so. He stated that BLIDSOE is known to have been 
violent at times, and that nis mental condition st the present time 
was such trat an interview with him would not be advisabie. 


MESSER was questioned discreetly’ regarding any informa- 
tion he might have concerning the Silver Shirt organization at Ashe- 
ville, North Carolina, and stated that to his knowledee this organi- 
zation had been very quiet in its activities since bankruptcy proceed- 
ings in 1934. He stated that the Sheriff's office had reciived no 
complaints, and that neither he nor any of the other officers had 
noticed any activity locally around Asheville. He advised that he 
was very friendly with R. P. VILLIAMS, owner of the Biltmore Press, 
and former publisher for PELLEY organizations, and that he believed 
he could contact him without arousing undue suspicion on his part 
. for the purpose of obtaining what information he might have as to 
the present set-up of the Silver Shirt organization at Asheville. 
Subseauently, he advised that he had had several talks with "ILLIAMS, 
and that he, "ILLIANS, had advised that he had severed his connections 
with PELLEY, and his organization some two years ago, and had had 
had very little contact with him since that time. Mr. VILLIANS ad- 
vised Deput Sheriff MESSER that he would endeavor to obtain all inforr 
tion possible concerning the present setup of this organization, and 
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would also obtain such magezines end publicetions that might be 
eviileble at this time. 


4s & result of severel conferences between Deruty Sheriff 
MESSER end R. P. WEELITAMS, it is believea by Leputy Sheriff MESSER 
thet Mr. VILLIANS cen be openly interviewed by isents, in the future, 
¿nd ë leed is being set out by the Charlotte Livision to conduct 
this interview. 


Deputy Sheriff MESSER steted thet ne recelled the 
stete prosecution end binkruitey proceedings, but could furnish 
no information other then thet elreedy set out previously in this 
report. 


Accompenied by Leputy Sheriff MESSER, Agent searched 
through the store room of the tenth floor of the Puncombe County 
Court house in en effort to locete some of the ola files which were 
seized at the time of the state prosecution egzinst PELLEY end his 
essocietes, but none of these files were locéted. 


Prior to instt ^t investigetion, Agent K. T. DELAVIGNE 
ape been contected by Chief of Police CHARLESALERMID regerding some 
picious ectivities on the pert of A.H. E ATALPRY, and LINCOLN 
COMLINGS, who are connected with the PELLEY orginization at Ashe- 

“ville, North Ceroline. Inasmuch es this Agent know thet an in- 
vestigrtion of the Silver Shirt Orgenizotion wes to bc conducted in 
the immediate future ct Asheville, he hed mece errengements for the 
writer to interview Chief LERMID in this regerd, without informing 
him thet such investig:tion wes to be made. 


Reporting Agent, accompenied by Special kgent K. T. 
DEL: VIGNE, interviewed Chief of Police CHARLES LERKID, ët which 
time he verified the inform. tion furnished by Leputy. Sheriff MESSER 
is to the activities of the Pelley erganizstion, but edvised thet he 
énd other members of the force hed become ry curious :s to the 
secrecy of the organization, and the fact thit the Pelley Publicetions, 
Inc., loceted et 643-45 Haywood Rord, Asheville, North Cirnlina, 
tppezred to be shrouded in mystery end expressed e desire to know 
more ¿bout what wes spång on et this place. Chief DERMIL edvised 
tht Patrolman W H. Zong SS member of the Silver Shirt 
orgenizetion, ang that this fect wes known only to himsclf end Tet- 
ective CH RIAS E He stated th:t CaSHATT clzimed to heve 
joined the orgenizetion for the sole purpose of obtaining informe tion 
end thet when he, DERMID, was mede Chief of Police, CASHATT had 
come to him, end informed him thet he, CASHATT, ves & member of the 
Silver Shirt orgeniz: tion, but thst he would resign if Chief L'RXID 
felt thet being : member of such :n orsenizrtion might later cause 
him, DERMID, emberressment. He stated thet he then advised CASHATT 
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thet he should remain a member of the organization es he might 
be useful to the Police Department at a later date. should the 
event arise wherein the Police Lepartment might wish to obtain 
information concerning this organization. Chief LERNID ad- 
vised that he believed CA^HZTT could be safely interviewed due 

.the fact that he had freguently conferred with Operative 
XCROCK of the U. S. Secret Service, who hed coutacted him at 
fsheville on several occasions regarding the Silver Shirt Or- 
ganization. 


DERMID further advised that on the Sunday prior to 
the date of the interview, the Police Lepartment had received 
informetion that two men were seen throwing packages inte the 
French Broad River at fest Asheville: that after throwing two 
packages into the river the two men had valked away cerrying 
a third packege, leaving an automobile in which they apparently 
had driven to a point near the River. DERMID stated that he 
and Detective CELRLIE MORGAN had made an investigctien of this 
matter, and had located an old car, which he had checked on 
and had ascertained that this car belonged to HARRY E. MARTIN, 
former member ef the Silver Shirt Organization at Asneville; 
that officers from the Asheville Police Lepartment had gene to 
the home of MARTIN'S widow, and had been advised by her that this 
car had been seld to i. H. E. TALFEY, 201 Virginia Avenue, West 
Asheville. He stated that the officers went to T;LPEY'S resi- 
dence, where they interviewed TALPEY, who advised them thet he 
had parked this car cutside his home the previous Saturday, and 
cid not know that it had been stolen.  DERMID advised that sub- 
sequently officers interviewed TLLPEY and LINCOLN CUMMINGS, at 
the Pelley Press at 643-45 Haywoed Road, at which time TiLPEY 
sdvised that his car must have been stolen Semetime during 
Saturday night, and thet he had failed to notice its absence. 
DERMID further stated that T/LPEY and CUEWINGS were questioned 
with a view to determining whether they had threwn the two packages 
into the French Proad River; that both denied any knowlecge of 
this. [ERMID advised, however, that the officers noticed that 
CUMMINGS' shoe hed metal plates on the toe and heel, and that 
the shoes had been freshly shined. He stated that foot prints 
on the River Benk at the place where the packages vere seen to 
heve been thrown in showed the mark of a shoe having steel plates 
attached to the toe and heel. EERNID further advised thet mem- 
bers ef the fire depertment ked gone to the river benk and had 
dragged the river with grappling heoks for more bhan an hour, 
but had not succeeded in locating the package which bad been 
thrown in. 
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Chief DERMID also advised that STEVE sven, JR., 
«mployed at the Sears Roebuck Company Radia Department vas also 
femilier with the ectivities of the Silv BrStirt organization 
and stated he believed thet CREASMAN mas EE sympathy end could 
be safely contacted. 


Agent LELAVIGNE subsequently interviewed Chief 

DERMID, et which time it was suggested to him thet he have a 
talk with CASRHATT in an effort. to ascertain more definitely the 
feclings of CESHATT with regerd to furnishing infermetion in 
connection with the Silver Shirt activities. Chief L° RFID sub- 
sequently edvised Agent LELAVIGNE thet he had had s telk with 
CASEATT, during which time C£SH¿TT told him he nas perfectly 
willing to furnish information in this regerd. DERMID edvised 
that he felt absolutely certain that CASH:iTT would make a corm- 
petent tnd reliable informant. 


Accordingly STEVE CREASNAN wes contacted by the 
writer and discreetly interviewed regarding his connection with 
the Silyér Shirt Organizetion. He informed Agent thet one DEWEY 
i LLiNØOISTER, employed in the Redio Repair Lepartment of Sears 
Roebuck could and would furnish valuable information concerning 
the Silver Shirt organization. Mr. GREASKAN arranged the meeting 
with F^ISTER, st which time FOISTER agreed to an interview later 
in the evening at the George Vanderbilt Hotel. It was deemed in- 
advisable at this time to interview STEVE CREASKAN at his place 
of erpleyment, end arrangements vere made for en interview et a 
later acte. å 
LEVEY ALLAN FOISTER called et Agent's room zt the 
George Vendervilt Hotel as arranged, at which time he wes inter- 
viewed by the writer and Specisl Agent DELAVIGNE. He edvised 
thit during the time he was formerly employed at the Montgomer 
" erd Company in 1932, where he wes doing redio work on the side, 
he had occasinn to do some work for the Pelley organization. he 
stated that he hea alvays been interested in metephysics end : 
kindred subjects, and vi» thus able to strike up considerable 
friendship with PELLEY, who hes written numerous articles on 
this end other subjects. He stated thet through his close associa- 
tion with PELLEY he wes given å great deal of redio work for 
other members of the orgsaization, who ell apresred mainly interested 
in securing good reception from GERMANY. Hu stated thet all members 
heve short wave receivors which were epparently purchased for the 
sole purpose of receiving these German broadcasts, sent out from 
Germeny on short wave. He stated he was never listed as a member of 
the Silver Shirt organization, because he had specifically reanested 

¡et his neme not eppeer in any of their files, due to the fact 
that he felt thet someday the PRI would be called in to investi- 
gete this work. He stated th:t he felt this investigehion would be 
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brought ebout due to ide thet in his opinion, PELLEY wes 
cenducting the operation of the Pelley Publishers es e ricket. 
He stateo thet es e result of his friendly relation: with Pelley, 
he met most of the active members of the Silver Shirt Orgenizstion 
et Asheville, with whom he has also hea business relations in 
connection with his radio vork. He steted reg VILLIZM DUDLEY

He advised that LINCOLN CUEMINGS res second in command at Asheville 
end wes the certoonist for the publication, "Liberation". He steted 
y thet CUMMINGS ects as publisher for the various Pelley Pubfiections 
durin» the absence of Chief PELLEY. He stated thet du. 
J first name unknown wes e former newspaper man, and is presently en- 
p geged es Research Man, with the auties of collecting the verious 
erticles used in the various Pelley Publications. Pe stated thet 
y! ; JOHN 4 REUS wes e former automobile mechanic, end came from Celifor- 
nie, and that he is now used on generel mechanical work ¿nd apparently 
is in cherge of most of the mailing ectivities. He advised that

FGISTER further advised thet one CHARLES M.ANEY COLE, 
formerly from Deleware, Ohio, e University professor, vho lectures 
throughout the country for the Silver Shift Orgenizetion on the 
Subject of Economics, and who is considered a very intelligent per- 
so: end very highly regirded by PELLEY end his assecietes, has & 

m untain home in Cendler, which is just outside £sheville. He stated 
thet PELIEY sta ed et this mountain retrest during the time he ves 
hiding out "gor to his conviction in State Court for violation of 

the North Carolina Blue Sky laws, in 1934. 


He further advised thet due to his empleyment and out- 
side rsdic business, he had been unable to xeep in clese touch vith 
the orgsnizstion during the pest couple of years, anc therefore he 
vas unable at this time te sive the names of the more active mem- : 
bers of the orgenizetion, but thet it nes his intention to renew 

. his active stetus in the next few weeks, perticularly for the resson 
thet he had been invited by PFLIEY to construct a redio recording 
cevice at their headquerters on Haywood Roed. He steted thet it is 
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his belief that the reason for setting up this recorcing 

cevice is in order thet the virious HITLER specchs and other 
GERFLN broadcasts máy be permanently recorded and those which 

may be bpocdcest in German leter trensleted. He stated that 

he would endeavor to obtain the names of various visiting mem- 

bers of the orgenizition from records maintéined by his mother,

other members of the orgenization st Asheville. He stated thet 
while he is at headquerters installing the ebove referred to record- 
ing device, he will endeavor to obtein the names of the active 
leaders and their locction, with perticulzr reference to the posts 
or encampments throughout the country, over which they may have 
cherge. He stated thet he was absolutely trusted by PELLEY end the 
others referred to, end had friendly access to their heedquerters 
at ell times, end thet if there is s reguler xciling list of sub- 
scribers.to the megezine "Liberetion", ¿nd knewn members of the 
organization, he vill endeavor to obtein such lists, but thet in 
his opinion this my require some time. 


yA ISTER advised further thet he has heerd a lot cf telk 
about ROYÍZACEARY, vho is knowns Field Major, or outside contact

He stated thet ct verious times Ans, S/INON hes fur- 
nished him with copies of the Silver Shirt litereture, end thet he 
knows she is & member of the Silver Shirt orgenizetion, but thet hc 
Les nover idviscd her of T ovn connection. He stated, horcver, 
thet Que to the fact thet he hes done most of her redio vork, end 
ves referred to her by Es Pelley OPERAEN she knows th:t he 
is at least a symvithiser.

FOISTER further edvisea thet while he believes a erect 
meny of PELLEY'S teechings «long metaphusicel lines, he dia not 
srmpethize vith iis politics] views end hed alveys felt thet PY LLEY 
believed he hed € good thing end wes oniy using his organization ^or 
his ovn finenciel benefit. He stetes insofer cs he knovs there is 
nothing to conn:ct the PELLEY orgenizction directly with ¿ny forcign 
government, :lthough he hes shown : preference in obtaining members 
of German and Itelien origin, ena thet he is no doubt in entire 
sympathy with HITLER and his persecution of the Jew. H- stated thet 
he hed ette oie & number of group mectings which were usuelly 
attended by not more than twenty-five persons: th:t these meetings 
ver. not crgenized on ¿ny set-up, according to the outline or ritucl 
originczlly perfected by PELLEY, enc thit most of the meetings suemed 
primarily for the discussion of mutephysicel subjects, interspersed 
vith such informetion s PELLEY or CU. MINGS might wish to inpert 
to the group. He st:ted thet so far es he knows, there is no 
seprrete women's group or other organization: thet there wes no 
rilitery unit in the usual sense, but th: t he dic know thit the mem-: 
bers like to get together and go out into the country for the pur- 
nose of engezing in terget prectice, end it was generally ec€epted 
thet erch member should be ermed end should be proficient in th. use 
of rms, in order thit they would know how to use them in the event 
of : revolution or some similar Cisturbancs. In this connection, he 





stated that at these meetings during their discussion along 
metaphysical lines they were often told how it might be possible 

to control mobs or riots, by use of mob phychology. He stated 
that it was his impression from attending these meetings and 

the various conversations had with PELLEY and other leaders that 
the purpose behind the instructions that all members should be 
armed was that they should be equipped with facts and should be 
prepared to take over vhen the revolution which they feel sure 

is bound to come takes place, at wnich time the government will 

be overthrown, probably by the Communists, wherein it will be 
necessary for the Silver Shirts to tale over and be in a position 
to take charge of the new governmental set-up, with PELLEY nt the 
head. He further advised that he had installed a radio in the 
home of Mr OLIVE@DORGAN, who writes under the nom de plume of 
FIELDINGZDURKE, and that after reading from her books and published 
articles, he had noticed that these writings indicated that she 
might have very definite communistic leanings. He stated that he 
learned that she had donated several large sums of money and had 
helped some of her neighbors financially. He stated that on one 
occasion after several previous contacts.he had shown her some of 
the FELLEY literature, at which time she seemed shocked to think 
that he might be a sympathizer with such an organization, and that 
she had suggested that he stop reading such literature, in lieu of 
which she offered to furnish him with certain communistic literature, 
which she had in her possession. He stated that he believed he 
could obtain more definite information concerning the activities of 
this person and possibiy some of the literature in her possession 
shouid same be desired. 


FCTSTERappeared to be absolutely sincere in his ex- 
pressed desire to assist the Bureau in any way possible, and stated 
that he would make every effort to obtain more specific information 
regarding the present organizational set-up, securing names of 
leaders and places where the organization may have posts, or 
where the Silver Shirt following may be the strongest. 


The writer and Agent DELAVIGNE interviewed informant 
WILLIAM HENRY CASHATT in the presence of Chief of Police CHARLES 
DERMID. CASHATT advised he had at one time been closely associated 
with TAYLOR BLEDSOE and through him had become interested in 
the Silver Shirts, end at BLEDSOE'S suggestion had joined the 
Silver Shirts in order to find out all ne could about the organi- 
zation, its aims, purposes, and membership. He stated that he 
became a member of the Silver Shirts in August, 1937 at which time 
he received a membership card signed by VILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY, 
which card merely indicated that he was a member of the Silver 
Shirt Legion of America. 
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CLBHATT incicated thes’ through continued zssociction 
vith PELLEY end other members of the organization, he now accepted 
most of the tesechings of PELLEY regarding both the metephysicel 
beliefs and PELLEY'S stand on the ¿liegcd communistic ettituce 
of the Jews in this country. Te stated thet for this reason in 
the event of any chenge in the present government brought rbout 
by the Communists, he would ¿lly himself to the PELLEY orgenizetion 
in en ettempt to prevent it. He further stated thet while he is 
& member of the Silver Shirts, in 700a stending, he,is first en 
American, end e democrat, ¿nd in fevor of the present edministra— 
tion: that secondly, he is a police officer.  CLSHLTT ingiceted

* The writer interviewed ALVIN SÅKARTUS, Attorney, 
with offices in the Flat Iron Building, who advised that he 
had been responsible for the original investigation wherein 
PELLEY was finally convicted in state court. He stated that he 
had been contacted by influential persons in New York City, whose 
names he deciined to disclose, and that these persons had re- 
quested that he conduct an investigation in Asheville for the pur- 
pose of preventing PELLEY and his associates from carrying on their 
propaganda, and persecution of the Jews through his various publica- 
tions, and that as a result of his investigation he had determined 
that the various PELLEY enterprises then in existence were in- 
solvent, and had caused a receivorship, which finally resulted in 
bankruptcy proceedings and prosecution in State Court under the 
North Carolina Security Act. He stated that at one time he had 
examined some 200,000 letters which had been seized at the time 
the receivorship was first put into effect, and that most of the 
valuable information contained therein had been turned over to 
various organizations and congressional committees interested in 
investigating Un-American Activities in this country. He stated 
that due to the fact that both the Government and the State were in- 
vestigating the various FELLEY organizations at practically the same 
time, much of the valuable information contained in the confidential 
files of the PELLEY organizations had been scattered, and that he 
no longer had in his possession anything of value to instant inves- 
tigation. He stated, however, that within the past several months 
he had been contacted by representatives of other Government agencies, 
nd had furnished them with such information as he had available at 
that time, He further advised that during the course of his original 
investigation, he had employed a woman informant for the purpose of 
obtaining information regarding PELLEY'S social activities, and 
that as a result of the work done by this woman, wherein it was in- 
dicated that PELLEY might be subject to a possible "hite Slave 
Traffic Act violation, PELLEY had: divorced his first wife and married 
one MINUIE HANSMAN, who is alleged to have traveled with him in the 
guise of his secretary for sometime prior to their marriage. Further 
effort will be made to obtain the name of this informant for possible 
future use in instant investigation. 


Mr, KARTUS further advised that during the p&st two years 
the Silver Shirt organization at Asheville had been comparitively 
quiet, although they had continued tó get out their weekly publica- 
tion, the magazine known as "Liberation, and that he had therefore not 
kept in as close touch with their activities as he formerly had. 





Mr. KARTUS was unable to furnish any further information of 
value to instant investigation at this time. 


The following investigation was conducted by Special

Mr. BERGEN PENNELL, State ce, Menos , Legion, 
was contacted with reference to Subversive Activities on the 
part of the Silver Shirts in Asheville. No information of value 
was obtained concerning this organization, however, he advised 
that he considered PELLEY a dangerous man, but he had inquired for 
the last twelve months, and the people in Asheville seemed to he 
taking it for granted that he is not doing, anything out of line. 
Mr, PENNELL also advised that a Dr. O. F.Atckel, with offices in 
the Haywood Building, had complained to him concerning literature 
being circulated in the schools; however, on February 2, 1939 Dr. 
ECKELS was interviewed, and he stated that this was & reference to 
obscene literature and he knew nothing about PELLEY'S organization. 
PENNELL further advised that he would through some of his connec- 
tions, attempt to obtain information of value, and suggested that he 
be contacted at a later date. He was very cooperative and seemed 
very much interested. He further stated that the legion set up 
with reference to Anti propaganda activities is this: They have 
a state organization and aiso local organizations; however, in Ashe- 
ville, they have done nothing toward this activity except in an 
educational manner in the schools. 


With a view to obtaining a reliable contact in the neigh- 
borhood of BELLEY'S home, 20 Sylvan Avenue, it was ascertained that 
LECNARD J.ØPOOLE, an employee of DAVIS STEELE COMPANY, who lives 
just across the street from PELLEY can be trusted with reference 
to a neighborhood investigation; however, Mr. POOLE has not yet 
been contacted, but investigation vill be continued in an effort to 
develop this man as a possible informant. Agent CARLSON also made 
inquiry at the Regional Director's Office, General Writers! Project, 
Asheville, N. C., with a view to determining the present address of 
Miss CARROLL COSTELLO. It og ru dep that Miss COSTELLO can 
be reached care of FILLIAM T.ff0UCH, Regional Director, Federal Writers.

INDIANS OF CALIFORNIA, INC. 


15 or 20 years ago F.G. & Collett got certain legistetion passed 
in Congress reúmbursing the Indians of California for certain 
alleged wrongs. As a racket he, ithen decided to form the 

Indians OfCalifornia, Inc, to bet some money out of them. 

-He charges them about $ 38.00 per year for membership. Because 
of his activities, the indian Service investigated his organiz. 
Collett later claimed that Mr.| Collier (John) Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, had wronged him, in the investigation, in 
testimony before the House Commte investigating this matter, 
and ina book, Indians At Work, ¡for which reason ha has brought 

a suit for $ 200,000 damages. ‘Pelly wanted to get his name before 
the public, and had Me Connell give an opinion as to how he could 
best do it. McConnell suggested: he ought to sue someone, and 
suggested that Madam Perkins be |proceded against by impeachment 
on the Harry Bridges matter, and. that Ickes and Collier be sued 
on the grounds thatathey had defrauded the government in hiring 
counsel and transportation for witnesses in the £niixt investig 
of Indians of Calif, Inc, and in|teking depositions in the 
Collet case. Pelley olsdmej that) they were sued in the Oollet 
ease aS individuals, and not as govt officials. Informant has 

a copy of the pleading of Pelley, and will make it available. 
This action of Pelley is based om! an alleged law that any 
citizen gan bring this type of action, and if the defendant 

is found guildy, the damages are doubled, and the complainang 
citizen receives one half of the jamages. 


Informant has produced a letter of F.G. Collett, dated at 
Washington D.C.’ June.8, 1938, on the stationary of Indians of 
Calif, Inc, to William Dudley Pelley, 20, Sylvan Ave, Asheville, 
N.C. as follows; 

Wer EZ "The allegations in your case against Messrs. 

Ickes and Collier can be proven, but such proof will be fougnt with 
the utmost resources at the hands of the defendants. 


In view of the fact that much of the efidence 
already secured and much of the additional evidence in the 
premises, will be the direct result of my efforts, it whuld 
seem appropriate that there be an agreement between you and me, 
wherehy you will assign to me a fair share of any amount that may 
be recovered by the aftion.

MAJOR R. u. Xorrzeararor, U.S.Army, Post Office Build- 
ing, Asheville, North Carolina, advised Agent that he had recently 
conducted a military survey of conditions around Ásheville, includ- 
ing subversive organizations and their activities, for the Command- 
ing General of the 4th Corps Area (Atlanta, Georgia). He stated 
that he had submitted a confidential report on same, but allowed 
agent to examine this report. It was noted that most of the in- 
formation contained therein was of a strictly military nature and 
while the Silvershirts were touched on briefly, there was no in- 
formation concerning this organization of value to this investi- 
gation. 


MAJOR FITZPATRICK introduced Agent to V. RÅ COOKE, Pay- 
master for the Enka Corporation, Enka, North Carolina. Cooke is a 
Captain in the Officer's Reserve Corps, and wholly reliable, ac- 
cording to Major Fitzpatrick. 


COOKE stated that he knew of the existence of the Pel- 
ley organization, but that his company was primarily interested in 
keeping informed about labor organizations and movements, conse- 
quently, they were not so much concerned about Felley's Silver 
Shirts as they were about Communists, as the latter ere the primary 
instigstors of labor troubles. Cooke stated that he had heard that 
there was an organization correlative to the Silver Shirts, which 
was known as the RANGERS", due to the uniform which they wore, 
which is similar $0 that worn by Forest Rangers of the National 
Park Service. He Stated that Rangers and Silver Shirts might be 
one and the same, as far as he knew. Cooke also. said that he had 
heard it.rumored that Pelley had obtained money from the New York 
City Agent of a German Steamship Line; this money having been ob- 
tained about the time of, or immediately subsequent to, Pelley's 
trial in Asheville. Cooke informed that FRANK L.ACONDER, Chief 
Investigator for the Enka Corporation, was presently on vacation, 
but would return about February 14, 1939. Cooke stated that Conder 
was in possession of & great deal of information regarding all 
movements and organizations in the vicinity of Asheville, and also 
several Southern States (as Conder has to keep in touch with the 
labor situation throughout the territory where the Enk& Corporation 
has mills). He stated that agent would be able to get more 'out of 
Conder' than could he or some other representative of the Enka Corp- 
oration, as Conder merely reported to the corporation officials 
only that information which directly concerned the corporation. 
Cooke stated that Conder was an elderly person, who 'could be reached' 


"P 








by inflating his ego--as Conder thought 'he knew it all', and con- 
sequently, if flattered, would probably give valuable information. 


Agent proceeded to Enka, North Carolina, where MR. COOKE 
contacted MR. B. B SAMS, an assistant to CONDER. Cooke stated that 
Sams was reliable, ånd would probably also be well informed on mat- 
ters pertinent to this investigation. 


SAMS stated that he had attended Pelley's trial in Ashe- 
ville, having followed the trial very closely in order to learn as 
much as possible about Pelley's activities. He stated that he would 
review his files to ascertain what information they contained re- 
garding Pelley, and furnish same to Agent at a later date. SAMS i 
recalled that For oras had worked for Pelley; that Summer- C 
ville had 'split-up* with Pelley; and that Summerville had become 
connected with the West Asheville, North Carolina, daily newspaper. 
Sams stated that he thought Summerville was still connected with 
the West Asheville newspaper, as he recalled seeing Summerville 
only a few months ago. (This was later found to be erroneous). Sams 
stated that he knew several people who were followers of Pelley; 
that these persons were of the type who always wanted something 
for nothing; and consequently, became followers of Pelley in the 
hope of gaining something, He stated that he would immediately 
conduct discreet inquiries among these acquaintances, in an effort 
to ascertain everything possible concerning Pelley and his organ- 
ization and aetivities. Sams stated that Pelley had donated a 
large number of his, Pelley's, books and writings to some library 
in Asheville, North Carolina, Sams did not know whether these 
books had been given to the Asheville Fublic Library or to some 
Private Library--Pelley possibly might have established a private 
library for his followers. (Sams indicated a desire to cooperate 
in this investigation, and due to his knowledge and contacts, may 
possibly render very valuable assistance-—he can bé contacted by 
calling telephone #6600 (The Enka Corporation) and asking for him 
directly, or by asking for his home extension "f4"). Sams stated 
that he did not believe the Silver Shirts had many members in the 
vicinity of Asheville, and that they had no camps or organized 
units, as far as he knew, He stated that he had a vague recollec- 
tion of having heard that Pelley was operating some sort of organ- ` 
ization which is located in Indians, possibly in Indianapolis; that 
this organization is in some way connected with some labor movement 
in that city. He stated that each summer, some woman from New York’ 
comes to Asheville, and starts a school for workers in the local 
factories; that this-school is supposed to be an effort to "raise 
the standard of living of the working classes of the South". Sams

stated that "the school never amounts to much", and that it is his 
opinion that it is merely the work of some social organization or 
Society; he stated that there might be some connection between 
this 'school' and the acid J organization. 


+ JONES, Manager of the Railway Express Agency, 
stated wat, å no ge had been made ‘(date of interview, 2/8/39) 
since Thursday, February 2, 1939, on which date agént had contacted 
Jones. He stated that on that date, he had quéstioned his truck 
driver about shipments, and the truck driver had stated that the 
Pelley organization had made a shipment on that date, Jones did 
not get the assignee of this shipment, He stated that no record 
was kept in the Asheville office of shipments made, as the duplicate 
express bills were forwarded, daily, to the District Accountant of 
the Railway Express Company, whose office is located in Washington, 
D. C. Jznes stated that the duplicate bills or tickets were kept 
by the District Accountant for & period of six (6) years, and that 
Pelley's shipments could be traced over the period of the last six , 
years, if desired. Jones was again requested to keep an accurate 
check on all outgoing shipments, which he promised to do (Jones 
seemed to be a man of the "wishy-washy" type, who is rather uncer- 
tain of himself— however, he seems to be honest and trustworthy). 


MRS. M. DJ STEVENSON, 232 Chestnut Street, was again 
contacted in regards to any further information which she had de- 
veloped regarding the pérsons who had stayed at her home, or who 
were presently residing with her. Mrs, Stevenson had various sus- 
picions, but could give no defi ite reasons for any of her sus- 
picions. She stated that H. W.YKINDLER, a German plumber, was a 
resident of Asheville, and inat po had "questioned Kindler re- 
garding his brother, who was in New York City, and that Kindler 
had become very evasive, saying that. he had not seen his brother 
in five or six years". Mrs. Stevenson went on to state that 
Kindler's brother had actually been in Asheville only a year ago, 
according to the information she had received, and consequently 
she suspected "that something funny was going on", Mrs. Stevon- 
son was further perturbed about THOMAS(MOTLEY, who was a guest 
in her home at the time of agent's visit. She stated that Motley 
was recovering from an accident in which'his wife had been killed; 
that Motley was a member of & rather prominent New York family, 
his father having been a Wall Street broker; that Motley's family 
was rather eccentric, as evidenced by the fact that his half-bro- 
ther was one of three men who furnished $100,000 to establish the 
Lafayette Escadrille before America's entry into the World War; 
that Motley presently stayed drunk practically all of the time, 
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and that his family seemed to be thoroughly disgusted with him. 
She stated that Motley was a member of the American Legion, and 
that he was trying to get a job through the Asheville Post of the 
American Legion, She accompanied agent to Motley's room and ex- 
hibited Motley's effects. Among Motley's effects were noted the 
following addresses:

MRS. STEVENSON stated that she Rad no reason to believe 

Motley was connected with the Silver Shirts, as she had indicated 

in a previous interview. (It will be noted that she stated that 

Motley has two citations from the Italian Government, for his serv- 

ices in the World War.)

DR. TER AGNER, Manager of the.Oteen Veteran's Facility, 
stated that he had’ c caused o one of his most trusted employees, who 
worked with KENNETH BLAINEXALEXANDER daily, to make discreet inqui- 
ries of Alexander rend his connection with, or knowledge of, 
the Silver Shirt Organizatión. The employee reported to Dr. Wagner 
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that Alexander had denied any knowledge regarding the Silver Shirts. - 
Dr. Wagner stated that he would continue trying to gain information 

regarding Alexander's activities, but that it would probably take a 

long time. 


Cs a rence Postmaster, Oteen, North Carolina, 
stated that he had no knowledge regarding the Silver Shirt organiza- 
tion; that none of the Pelley Publications were sent through the 
Oteen post office, Mr, Pennington, & member of the American Legion, 
stated that he would make discreet inquiries among his associates 
regarding any information they might have of the Silver Shirts. At 
a later date, Pennington stated that he had made such inquiries, 
but that he was unable to obtain any information of value,

B. B. SAMS, accompanied by Captain re of the 

Enka Police Department, was interviewed by reporting agdnt and Agent 
J. B. Brom. Mr. Sams stated that a large meeting had been held at 
the office of Pelley's Publishing Company, 643-645 Haywood Road, 
West Asheville, on Wednesday, February 8, 1939. Sams stated that 
between fifty and seventy-five people attended this meeting, which 
was held about the middle of the afternoon. Sams stated that he 
took the numbers of two cars in which people came to the meeting; 
later he checked on the registration of these cars, and found that 
one belonged to Mrs. W. B. HINTON, 203 Virginia Avenue, West Ashe- 
ville; the other to JOHN M HUS, 201 Virginia Avenue, West Asheville, 
Sams presumed that this Was the man and woman whom he had seen go 
into the meeting. Sams stated that he had information that there 
were about seventy-five members of the Silver Shirts or Pelley's 
organization, in the vicinity of Asheville and West Asheville. Many 
of Pelley's followers live on Virginia Avenue in West Asheville— 
, among them, Fredy JOURNE, a fireman; another, Coe He 

stated that Millérywas the local ticket agent for the Southern Rail- 
road, and that Miller recently distributed about twenty of Pelley's 
latest booklets to other railroad men. This latest booklet is en- 
titled: "The mpeachment of Frances Perkins", which was dated January 
24, 1939. Shins furnished Agent “with-e-copy of the aforementioned 
booklet. Sams stated that Miller was a sort of religious fanatic, 
and was very Ànti-Semitic; that Pelley seemed to have a large fol- 
` lowing among the employees of the Southern Railroad. 


SAMS also stated that CAPTAIN COOKE (Paymaster of the 
Enka Company) had learned that there was a Silver Shirt Club, or at 
least "a bunch of Pelley's followers", in Hendersonville, North Caro- 
lina; that this club was made up of about twenty members; that the 
son of one of the members was an employee of the Enka Corporation; 
and that he, Sems, would endeavor to get more information regarding 
this employee. 
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BURGENYPENNEL, Attorney and State Commander of the Amer- 
ican Legion, with offices in the Legal Building, stated that he had 
made various inquiries since being contacted by Agent Carlson, but 
had been unable to obtain any information of value regarding Pelley 
and the Silver Shirts. Mr. Pennel steted that no one seemed "to pay 
much attention" to Pelley, and that very little activity was carried 
on by Pelley and his followers in the vicinity of Asheville; conse- 
quently, very little was known about the Silver Shirt organizaticn. 
Mr. Pennell stated that he would arrange for agent to interview JIM 
(WHITESIDE, who is the president of the local chapter of the Junior 
Order (a Lodge and patriotic organization). At a later date, White- 
side was interviewed at Mr, Pennel's office, and gave the following 
information: 


employed by MontyWHARDNICKE to do some construction work at Hard- 
wicke's home which is loceted on the Haw Creek Road east of Ashe- 
ville, Hardwicke employed Whiteside for quite some time, and the 
two of them became very intimate. Whiteside stated that Hardwicke 
would often call him into the house and would then talk for hours, 
discussing religion and politics, but mainly discussing the inter- 
national situation, Hardwicke gave Whiteside the impression that 

he was pro-Communist, as Hardwicke often spoke of the good points 

of the communistic government, Hardwicke also discussed the Nazi 
and Fascist forms of government, and seemed to like these forms 
better than the government of the United States, but seemed to lean 
more to the Communistic form, Hardwicke's young. wife was also very 
intelligent; probably more so than Hardwicke himself. Often, a 
woman, aged about thirty-five, would come to visit the Hardwickes 
and would stay anywhere from two or three days to a week and a half, 
Hardwicke introduced this woman to Whiteside as his aunt. The woman 
would goto an upstairs room and immediately start writing on a type- 
writer; she would hardly leave the room until she left Hardwicke's 
home. Whiteside had occasion to enter this room while she was 
working, and saw that she was busily engaged typing and preparing 
what he considered was either speeches or articles for some paper. 
Hardwicke also was visited by Pelley, and various other persons. 

One man in particular would cóme to Hardwicke's home, This person 
was the "organizer" for the organization, and would usually come 
late in the afternoon, and then leave very early the next morning. 
Hardwicke and this person would sometimes talk all night, It was 
for this person that Whiteside built a small two room cabin in the 
rear of Hardwicke's home. Practically all the persons who frequented 
Hardwicke's home would arrive at night; and lengthy discussions and 
meetings would then ensue. 


Mont NEAR is a carpenter. About two years ago, he was 
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Whiteside stated that often Hardwicke would be broke, 
and would not pay him for two or three weeks; that Hardwicke and 
his wife would drive to New York, and upon their return Hardwicke 
would have plenty of money; often, he would give Whiteside fifteen 
or twenty dollars extra for having had to wait so long for his, 
Whiteside's, pay. Whiteside also stated that Hardwicke had sev- 
eral rifles, which, Hardwicke stated, he was retaining as "relics", 
However, Whiteside stated that these guns were all very modern. 
Whiteside stated that about two months ago, he had met Hardwicke's 
father, and that Dr. Hardwicke stated that Monty Hardwicke was 
presently in South America where he was connected with the Govern- 
ment Forestry Service (Whiteside stated that this seemed quite 
fantastic to him). Whiteside stated that he would make discreet 
inquiries regarding the Silver Shirts in this vicinity, and would 
report the results of same to agent at a later date; he can be 
contacted at his home, 145 White Foam Drive, phone 215-W.  White- 
side further stated that he had recently read a camp, located on 

: Lake Eden (northeast of Asheville) had recently been purchased by 
some organization, However, he did not know the name of the 
organization, or whether it was connected with Pelley's organiza- 
tion. It was Whiteside's opinion that the camp was to be used as 
à nudist camp. 


In the February 8th edition of the Asheville Citizen, 
agent noticed the following article: "GERMAN DELIVERS TALK TO CLEAN 
LIFE CLUB--GeorgeNV \Wartenberg, a German, spoke to members of the 
Clean Life Club at\the Y.M.C.A. here last night. He described 
conditions in that country and told of the purge of Jews. Approx- 
imately 160 boys attended the meeting." This person might possibly 
be connected with Pelley. i 


B. B. SAMS informed that further investigation had 
revealed that one of the employees of Pelley's publishing house 
was named MarviM/Smathers; that Smathers was an apprentice printer. 
He further statéM-that FRED IM BOURNE, who lives at 15 Virginia 
Avenue, West Asheville, was a friend of his (Sams') and that he 
thought Bourne was a member of the Pelley organization; that Bourne 
was a close friend of CarlisleWMiller. Sams later informed that he 
had gone hunting with Bourne, ànd had talked with Bourne for two 
hours regarding Bourne's knowledge of Pelley!s and other organiza- 
tions, Bourne informed Sams that he was interested in "labor", and 
not any other organization; Bourne stated that the last time he had 
heard of Pelley, the latter was printing in his (Pelley's) home on 
Sylvan Avenue; that he "believed Pelley had now discontinued pub- 
lishing any books or magazines". Bourne further informed that 
Carlisie Miller was not a member of the Pelley organization, but 
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merely read all their literature, and was å religious fanatic, espec- 
ially on the subject of Jews. He stated that Miller had many Jewish 
friends, whom he, Miller, repeatedly contacted--telling them to use 
their influence to "straighten out the Kikes, who were leading the 
Jewish people to destruction". Sams stated that an employee of the 
Enka Corporation lived in the apartment above Pelley's printing 
plant at 643-645 Haywood Road, and that he would endeavor to find 

out this employee's identity as soon as he had time to watch Pelley's 
publishing house (explaining that he could see the man leaving the 
house going to work, as the Enka Corporation has three shifts), and 
that he would then endeavor to use the employee as a source of in- 
formation.

— WAVERLY F KILPATRICK, father-in-law of R: P. (Bob) 
WILLIAMS, was again contacted, and furnished the following informa- 
tion: 

The Pelley Publicatipns have the following officers: 

W. D. PELLEY, Editor; S. Y, DK PELLEY, Publisher; HOWELLACUMMINGS, 
Staff Artist; and ROY /&KACHARY, Pield Representative and Organizer. 
Zachary's home is located at Sylva, North Carolina, and he travels. 
constantly, organizing for the Silvershirts. Kilpatrick stated 
that the Pelley Publiestions maintains a k account at the, Wa 
chovia Bank and Trust Company * shevilléWbranch) and that the åc- 
count-had less than $250.00 in t-or Saturday, February 4, 1939. 
He stated that there were no recreation camps in this area; that 
there were no camps south of Washington, D. C. Kilpatrick evidently 
received this information from BOB. WILLIAMS, his step-son, as'he 
informed that “ae had Press, in.1932, had headquarters/ in Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Had th XLeague of Liberation had headquarters in 
Washington, D. C. 19 Fifteenth Street, N. Wes that the Silver 
Legion of America. was an offspring of the League of Liberation and 
had headquarters at the Woman's Clubhouse, Charlotte Street, Ashe- 
ville; that\!Gelahad College became extinct about 1933. Kilpatrick 
stated that two former employees of pee Press wére presently 
employed by Pelley in thaSkyland Press (the name under which Pelley 
now operates his T irakere Kilpåtrick stated that one of 
the former employees of the Biltmore Press "could be gotten to"-— 
that, for a consideration, this employee would get the mailing list | 
of the Pelley organizations. Kilpatrick stated that all the mailing 
and printing was done at the headquarters on Haywood Road, West Ashe- . 
ville; that a Swede was in charge of the printing of the literature. 
Kilpatrick stated that unless the mailing list was kept in the person- 
al possession of "the Swede", the aforementioned employee would be 
able to get the mailing list.

This communication had reference to Dr. Henry d, Mahler. and Dr. H. A. 

Heinzerling, Chiropractors, with offices in the Haywood. Building, 
WEEN Miss Jones stated that all she knew about the matter 

was contained in her original memorandum, and that the information 

had been given to her,Mr, and Mrs. J. is J. E. LISS is a 

(Jewish) ladies tailor, having a shop in the basement of the George 

Vanderbilt Hotel. Miss Jones adéed that she assisted in taking 

the testimony in regard to.Pelley's activities, for one of the 

Congressional Committees that had investigated Pelley (probably 

the Dickstein Commitee). She stated that a copy of the testimony 

might shed additional light on Pelley's activities, but that she 

did not know if a Bop of the RÄ had been retained at Asheville. 


"d, E, LISS, whose shop is caket in Uns George Vander- 
bilt Hotel,, stated that ee a Jewish Dentist in Asheville, 
had given him and his wife opies of Pelley's literature; that Pr. 
Kaplan was a member of the American Legion and apposed to Pelley's 
organization and teachings. Mr. Liss stated that Dr. Henry J. Mahler 
lived immediately in the rear of his house, and that Mrs. Liss had 
noticed "some funny goings on" in the "Mahler household; that Mrs. 
Liss is of «very nervous temperament, and had become greatly frightened, 
fearing that Mahler might harm them since they are Jewish. Mr. Liss 
arranged for agent to interview Mrs. Liss, stating she knew more about 
hue makker wien he: bag 


MAS. J. E. LISS, 90 Annaridale Street, stated. that she 
kand nothing, ‘about: DR "HEINZERLING, except: that-he and'Dr. MAHLER 
evidently occupied the: same professional’ offices, She: stated that 
Dr. Mahler' S home was in Wilmington, North Carolina, and that -he 
came from a very nice family. Mahler once teld her that, his" father 
originally’ came. from Germany, and that his mother visited Germany 
several yeårs ago and found Germany. to be "in excellent, shape", In 
the early part, of 1938, ‘Mahler and his wife left home for abeut a 
week, and when they returned, "Mahler was limping. . Mahler. teld Mrs, 
Liss that be had been sunbürned. Mrs. Liss stated that shé beliéved 
Mahler. hàd attended a meeting of the) erman—American Bund, held in 
New York, and håd been injured in a fight. Mrs. ‘Biss stated that” 
she ‘Wgiew that she was ‘being followed every. time that she left her 
house, and was very much afraid, that someene wanted ‘to hurt her in * 
some way" 4. She stated thai. no meetings were held at. the Mahler home, 
but that on different oecasions the house was darkened and people 
moved around in the house by using flashlights. She stated that she 
had never seen any literature being distributed from the house; but, 
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that at different times the Mahlers seemed to do a lot of typing. 
Mrs. Liss was very suspicious of some five gallon cans that the 
Citizens Transfer Company delivered to Mahler in September, 1938— 
however, she never learned what the cans eontained, Recently, the 
Mahler's have stayed at home most of the time, as a baby has been 
born to them, Mahler seldom leaves the house to go to his office, 
and if he does leave, only stays away an hour or two. Mrs, Liss 
stated that she did not know of any connection that Mahler had with 
the Silvershirts, but that she suspected he might be a Silvershirt, 
since he was a Germán. She stated that she and Mr, Liss had given 
assistance to a MR.^WEATHERS, a member of the American Legion, who 
is in destitute cirdumstances. She stated that Weathers had attended 
at least one of the meetings of the Silvershirts, and had discussed 
Pelley's teachings with her husband; "that her husband wielded a 
great deal of influence over Weathers, and had set his mind at ease", 
She stated that she would discreetly contact Weathers as to any _ 
information which he had concerning the Silver Shirts; that she 
would report the same to agent. 


JOHN THAYER, Manager of Radio Station WWNC, was inter- 
viewed in regard to Dr. Mahler and Dr. Heinzerling. Mr. Thayer is 
a former Deputy Sheriff, and former manager of the Asheville Mer- 
chants Association (Credit Bureau); he was recommended by Deputy 
Sheriff FRANK MESSER as a good, reliable source of information. 
THAYER stated that he knew nothing of Dr. Mahler. He stated that 
Dr, Heinzerling was a well respected man in the community, and bore 
& good reputation. He stated that Dr. Heinzerling is somewhat ec- 
centric, as Heinzerling thinks that his (Heinzerling's) treatment 
for stomach ailments is a positive cure (Heinzerling uses goat's 
milk as a medicine); that Heinzerling lives on the Haw Creek Road 
and raises goats. Thayer did not know of Heinzerling's connection 
with any organization, stating that, as far as he could ascertain, 
Heinzerling was "OK". 


THAYER stated that he knew very little regarding Pelley 
and the Silver Shirt organization, as the movement is more or less 
ignored in Asheville. However, on one occasion, he had arranged 
for CHARLES MILTONNNEWCOMB to be the principal speaker before a 
banquet of the ier Ne 1s Association, and several Jewish merchants 
refused to attend thé banquet--they stating that Newcomb was friendly 
to Pelley and was Anti-Semitic. Thayer stated that he 'kidded' 
Newcomb. about the matter, and that Newcomb .had stated that he (New- 
comb) was merely a good friend of Pelley and some of the latter's 
followers. Newcomb stated that. he was not a member of the organiza- 
tion. Thayer stated that Newcomb is a speaker of national preminence, ' 
and is a very fine man. However, Thayer did not know whether or not 
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Newcomb could be relied on to give confidential information regard- 
ing Pelley and the Silvershirts; that Newcomb might mention the 
fact to Pelley or some of the latter's followers; however, Thayer 
stated that he believed Newcomb, if "inclined to talk", could give 
valuable information. Newcomb lives at the base of Pisgah Mountain. 


THAYER informed that ROYWSWARTZBURG, a Jewish merchant, 
had recently "failed" in business in{Asheville; that Swartzburg had 
given him the impression that he, Swartzburg, knew a great deal about 
the Silver Shirts and Pelley. Thayer stated that he believed Swartzburg 
would be a valuable source of information.  Swartzburg is now in 

New York City, and is connected with the}B'Nai BRITH Membership 

GE Headquarters; he lives at the Hotel Victoria. Subsequently,- 





ALVIN} ACTUS, Attorney, Flatiron Building, advised that he was cer- 
tain that Swartzburg could furnish no information of value for the 
reason that Swartzburg.knew nothing about the Silvershirts except 
what he had obtained from him, Kactus. 


JOBNDAVE; owner of the Dave Steel Company, stated that 
he had two employees, JOHN ee and L. J.WPOOLE, who live on 
Sylvan Avenue, near W. D. PELLEY. Dave stated that he had very 
little knowledge of the Silver Shirts; that he ignored "Pelley!s 
scurrilous writings". Dave stated that Huntsman was his most 
trusted employee and could be trusted implicitly; Dave knew little 
of Poole's background, and stated that at a meeting of a local busi- 
ness men's club, he had been told by MR. G (BYRD, Manager of Efird's 
Department Store, that Pelley's literature was being given out to 
employees of the store, evidently by one of the employees.

JOHN W (SPICER, Cashier of the Wachovia Bank and Trust 
Company, stated that the Felley organization carried an account at 

the bank under the name of "The Skyland Press; W. D. Felley, Presi- 

dent; A, stan per, Treasurer", Spicer checked the account, and 

found that the usual daily balance over a long of period of time 

averaged about three hundred and fifty dollars. However, at the time 

Spicer checked the account (2/17/39) there was a balance of Seventeen 

hundred and sixty-six dollars; this being due to the fact that on 

February 7, 1939, a check for two thousand dollars had been depos- 

ited to the account. Mr. Spicer stated that the bank used the’ Recordak 

System, which means that.every check which comes into the bank, either 

as a deposit or & payment, is photographed on both sides;. that all 

checks drawn on, or deposited to, the account of the Skyland Press 

could be perused merely by running off' the film. Mr. Spicer, through e 
medium of the film, exhibited the check for $2,000.00 which had been 4 
deposited to the account on February 7, 1939. This check was payable

T MARVIN SMATHERS ` 


MR. SPICER stated that the aforementioned persons were 
regular recipients of checks, consequently they must be regular em- 
ployees of the Skyland Press, There was one check drawn in favor 
of the Allen Asheville Transfer Storage Company in the amount of 
one hundred dollars; this was evidently in payment for some hauling. 
Spicer stated that H. C ALLEN is the proprietor of the Storage 
Company, and is a reliable citizen. Another check, in the amount of 
five hundred dollars, was made payable to the Essex Investmen t 
Company of Asheville, a real estate concern operated by J. T. CHIOTT; 
one check was payable to "REED\KITCHIN, attorney for R. H. McNEILL". 

A check dayed January 23, 1939,\was. payable to MRS. ROY ZACHARY , in 
the amount of twenty doliars; this chéck was cashed by Ge, Roy 
Zachary at Snoqualmie, Washington (ROY ZACHARY is the fiéld organizer 
for the Pelley organization); consequently, it is surmised that Mr, 
and Mrs, Roy Zachary are carrying on organizational activities in 

the State of Washington at the present time, Mr. Spicer stated that 
many of the checks which are drawn by the Skyland Press are cashed 

at the Maxwell Jewelry Store, in Asheville, which is operated by 

one RALANSKI, a Jew. Spicer further stated that it would be possible, 
through a somewhat long and arduous task, to check over all of the 
checks of the Skyland Press pr running all the film recorded by the 
Recordak machine, 


Jd. L.NHUNTSMAN, an employee of the Dave Steel Company, 
was interviewed re&arding his knowledge of Pelley and the Silver 
Shirts. Until about December, 1938, Huntsman lived on Sylvan Avenue, 
three houses away from Pelley's home. Huntsman presently resides at 
61 Dunwell Avenue. Huntsman stated that Pelley "travels by night"; 
that Pelley will not answer thé door bell during the day time, as 
even the laundryman has to leave the laundry on the porch and go away, 
and later, the door will open and someone will reach out and get the 
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laundry. He stated that Pelley is often seen taking women into the 
house, but that Pelley's wife has not been at home in several months, 
according to the information which he had received. He also stated 
that men go into Pelley*s home, but enter into the rear entrance, ` 
via the automobile garage. Huntsman stated that he did not think 
any of Pelley's meetings were held in the Pelley home, 


HUNTSMAN stated that L. J. POOLE, another employee of 
the Dave Steel Company, lived at 21 Sylvan Avenue, which is directly 
across the street from Pelley's home, and that Poole's family would 
be in excellent position to watch the activities of the Pelley house- 
hold. However, Huntsman stated that Poole was of a moody, surly 
temperament, and that Poole had told him that he, Poolel, once lead 
a labor strike in Virginia; further, Mrs. Poole told Mrs. Huntsman 
that once or twice a month Poole would stay out until two or three 
o'clock in the morning, and was very secretive about his actions, 
Huntsman stated that he thought that it was possible that Poole 
might secretly be a member of Pelley's organization, or that Poole 
was connected with some labor+organization. Huntsman suggested that 
he "feel out" Poole before the latter was contacted by agent. 


R. P. "BOB" WILLIAMS, owner of the Biltmore Press, was 
interviewed regarding his knowledge of, and: relationship with, Pelley 
and the Silvershirts. Williams stated that he knew that the follow- 
ing persons were presently employed by Pelley: 


MARTON; WRIGHT — this woman is Pelley's. edt: secre- 
tary. She appeared before the Dickstein Committee (Williams thinks 
it was the Dickstein Committee). She has always been very fond" of 
Pelley, and at one time, there was great rivalry between her and 
MTSSÅHANSMANN, the present Mrs, Pelley, for Pelley's affections. 


MR. AND MRS "Aus — Talpy is the Treasurer of the 
Skyland Press. 





JOHN AARHUS —— this person came to Asheville, with 
Pelley, from the West, as Pelley's bodyguard; Aarhus is now a general 
"flunkey" and is in charge of all mailing activities. 


WILLIAMS stated that the following persons work in the 
"downstairs", or printing department: 


F. Sk CUNNINGHAM 
DWIGHT"WILLIAMS 
` t 
REX ROYD — this person was trained in the printing 
business by Williams, who states that Boyd is a "weakling", having a 
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desire to be a "big shot" and have a good time, and drinks a lot. This 
is the man that Williams had reference to when he, Williams, told Mr. 
Kilpatrick, his step-father, that he knew a man "who vould be gotten 
to" with reference to obtaining the mailing list of the Pelley organ- 
ization. 


WILLIAMS stated the Pelley organization was moving its 
headquarters from 643 Haywood Road, West Asheville, to the Biltmore- 
Oteen Bank Building at Biltmore. Williams was given: this information 
by F. S. CUNNINGHAM, who stated that Pelley was moving on February 
16, 1939; that the reason for moving was because Pelley was getting 
a nicer building, and that the old bank building had a vault in 
which the Skyland Press and Pelley could keep all their records and 
books secure. Williams stated that he later learned that Pelley had 
"jumped on" Cunningham for imparting this information to him, Williams; 
that for some reason Pelley did not want Williams to know of the move, 


WILLIAMS stated that BOB SUMMERVILLE was presently located 
in the West, probably California, Williams received a Christmas card 
from Summerville, and will furnish the latter's address at a later 
date. He stated that Summerville's mother was very much opposed to 
Pelley, and that she came to Asheville in an effort fo persuade Sum- 
merville to quit Pelley. Williams stated that Mrs&t^Bummerville told 
him that Bob Summerville's father had left each of the children 
$5,000.00, and that Bob had lost his money, and that she believed Bob 
Summerville had given the money to Pelley. Williams stated that the 
'elder Mrs. Summerville would be a good source of information about 
Pelley's activities (for the period up to about 1934 or 1935), as she 
was very bitter towards Pelley; that she lives with a.married daughter, 
name unknown, on Long Island, New York. 


Treasurer at Galahad College, was now Uhifriendly with Pelley. Williams 
exhibited a confidential letter which hé had received from Seiber on 
May 24, 1938, at which time Seiber gave his address as "9 East Wynne- 
wood Road, Wynnewood, Pa," In this letter, Seiber asked Williams 
whether or not he, Seiber, had been wrong in quitting Pelley, and 
whether or not Williams thought that Seiber had done the right thing 
in so doing. The tenure of the letter seemed to indicate that Seiber 
had some qualms about having quit Pelley, and that he was more or less 
undecided whether or not he should try to make amends to Pelley, and 
get back into the good graces of the latter, Williams stated that he 
had written Seiber that he, Seiber, had done a good thing when he quit 
.Pelley, and that Seiber was well rid of Pelley. Williams stated that 
Seiber knew a lot about Pellen, but that it was merely a matter of 
conjecture whether or not Seiber would give the information; he further 
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added that Seiber had been in a hospital for many months, having been 
involved in a very bad automobile accident.  Seiber took "the place of 
GEORGE S; Ee, when the latter was "kicked out" by Pelley. In 
this regard, Williams stated that Pelley told him that he, Pelley, 
had found'that Anderson had kept over $2000 in contributions to Gala- 
had College in the back of his, Anderson's desk; consequently, Pelley 
kicked Anderson, out. Anderson's daughter, married a local Asheville 
boy, CLEVELAND McCONNELL, and went to Florida; however, Williams 
stated that shé might presently be located.in Asheville, and would 
be willing to give information, as the Anderson family, is very bit- 
ter toward Pelley. It will be noted that GEORGE S. ANDERSON is re- 
puted to have been the "star ' witness against Pelley at the time 
the latter was prosecuted in 1934. _. 
. WILLIAMS stated that he had ceased to do Pelley's print- 
ing in the latter part of 1936 or the early part of 1937, the exact 
date he did not recall. At that time, Pelley published on an average 
pf 5500 copies of the WLiberation" weekly. Williams said that DON 
ELLOG had promised Lo get Pelley's mailing list for him, Williams, 
E that soon afterwards Kellog was also. "kicked out" by Pelley, be- 
yt ore Kellog was able to obtain the mailing lists. 


WILLIAMS stated that he did not think that MONT HARDWICKE 
was connected with Pelley while Hardwicke lived in Asheville (but 
this seems to be in correct, according to other information received), 
but that Hardwicke had been associated with Pelley in Washington,D.C. 
when the League of Liberation had its headquarters in that city. Wil- 
liams stated that he thought Hardwicke was primarily interested in i 
religion and metaphysics, Hardwicke's father is located in New York 
City, and is a psychic research expert. Williams stated that when he 
last heard from Mont Hardwicke, the latter was employed by a large 
advertising company located at Springfield, Massachusetts, and that 
Hardwicke enger, to go to a college, probably located in AE 
field, Mass. 


WILLIAMS stated that he last interviewed Pelley on May 
25, 1938, at which time he went to Pelley's headquarters to collect 
a bill from Pelley. Pelley at that time stated that he "had made 
definite contacts in New York", and that the contacts were furn-ishing 
him with all the money he needed, Pelley then told Williams that 
he wanted Williams to reprint Y Behold Life", a book of Pelley's 
whieh Williams originally print d. 


l Questioned as to his knowledge of the Silvershirts, 
WILLIAMS stated that he first published literature for the Silver ` 
Legion of America on April 18, 1934. Pelley told Williams that he, 
Pelley, had five thousand interested people on the West Coast (at 
the time Pelley ran for President in 1936). ; 
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Williams stated that each state was supposed to have a State Com- 
mander of the Silvershirts. Williams stated one of the State 
Commanders, one WARWICK of Ohio, had gotten into some trouble. 
Williams stated that he believed thathe, Williams, håd printed 

a pamphlet entitled [Reourge of Cords" which contained the con- 
stitution and by-lawsVof the Silver Shirts; he could remember 
printing no specific pamphlet on constitution and by-laws. Wil- 
liams stated that he believed that the Silver Shirts had an oath 
which each member must take, as he seemed to recall seeing the 
oath in one of the pamphlets which he published. During Pelley's 
presidential campaign in 1936, Pelley lead a large caravan of au- 
tomobiles from San Francisco to the State of Washington. On this 
trip, Pelley was hailed as the "Chief", and all his followers 
wore the Silvershirt uniform (black corduroy or grey breeches, 
black boots, grey shirt with "L" over the heart), and all camped 
out "and lived like soldiers", according to what Pelley told 
Williams. i 


Pelley told Williams to "read Hitler's autobiography, 
and then compare it with my life and note the similarity between 
us". At one time, Pelley stated that he was going to establish 
variousykamps around the country. Pelléy also wanted to buy a 
large fam, located in Transylvania County, North Carolina (near 
Brevard) and to establish a 'colony' of his followers on the farm. 
This farm, until recently, has been rented by a Miss A. AXNYcDonald, 
an elderly lady who now lives on the Conathsee Falls Road,* on 
Cedar Mountain, ~Miss McDonald is a follower of Pelley's. Wil- 
liams stated that she was about 55-60 years of age, and a fanatic 
on religion. He stated that at one-time she 'received & message 
instructing her to print certain pamphlets'; that he printed 
$5,000.00 worth of these pamphlets for her, and that most. of them 
are presently stored in the attic of his printing shop. 


Williams stated that after the bankruptcy, in 1934, that 
he never charged any printing to any of Pelley's organizations, 
for fear that Pelley might again put them into bankruptcy; con- 
sequently, all work was charged directly to Pelley. At this point, 
Williams definitely recalled that he had read in one of Pelley's 
pamphlets the ritual and the oath taken by the Silvershirts upon 
becoming a member of the organization. Williams stated that his 
wife regularly receives the Silvershirt literature, and promised 
to save all such literature in the future and furnish it to report- 
ing agent, He stated that anyone could get Pelley's literature, 
merely by writing for it; that Pelley was very much interested 
in getting new members, ‘and that if a person wrote, saying that 
he was in position to dessiminate the literature he would be con- 
sidered a potential field commander, and would be furnished

plenty of literature. 


Williams seemed very cooperative, and stated that if 
necessary he 'would swallow his pride and make friends with Pelley' 
in order to get further information, 


It will be noted at this point that Pelley, on or about 
February 17, 1939, began moving his headquarters from 643-645 Hay- 
wood Road, West Asheville, to the Biltmore-Oteen Bank Building, 
Biltmore (all in Asheville, North Carolina). During a surveillance 
of the old headquarters at 643 Haywood Road, it was noticed that 
several automobiles were parked around the headquarters building. 
These cars were all rather old in model, the latest being about a 
1936 model, The following license numbers were taken, and when 
checked, it is believed ai will reveal that the cars belong to 
iion dE of Pelley: `

The upper part of the building is used as a living 
quarters, and coming from this part was noticed a man aged about 
fifty years, 5' 10-1/2", slender, medium build, 155 lbs., with 
white hair; this person is believed to be Aarhus. The building 
was also equipped with a very large radio aerial, which had five 
receiving wires, The aerial was commented on, casually, to an 
employee of a filling station located next door, and he stated 
that the radio aerial "was to pick up short wave broadcasts", 
evidencing that persons in the community are evidently fully cog- 
nizant of Pelley's purposes end activities. 


DR. ALFREDØBLOOMBERG, with offices in the Flat Iron 
Building, stated that he lived in the Hew Creek vicinity, and 
that the operators of a pottery shop near his home were members 
of the Silvershirts, or so he had been told. He stated that : 
these persons offer free lessons in the art of pottery making, 
presumably as a means of approaching people on the Silvershirt 
issue and to gain new members. He also stated that he had been 
told that Carlisle Miller, Asheville ticket agent of the Southern 
Railroad, was used às a means. of. dessiminating the Silvershirt 
. literature; that Miller would give the literature to members of 
the train crews, and that the latter would distribute the packages 
of literature to persons along the route of the railroad. This 
method is used by Pelley and his organization as a part of their 
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program of having members in key positions, such as railroads, 
etc. DR. BLOOMBERG further stated that he understood that several 
employees of the Asheville Railwåy Express Company were silvershirts. 
He stated that a REVEREND G. EXATNOD of Wichita, Kansas, who re- 
cently ran for U. S. Senator, Was*very friendly with Pelley; that 
several years ago, Winrod came to Asheville to attend a meeting of 
ministers of all religions, and that Winrod caused the disruption 
of the meeting because Winrod objected to the presence of three 
Jewish Rabbis, Winrod publishes tne DEFENDER", according to Dr. 
Bloomberg. Bloomberg further stated!that a friend of his by the 
name of W. MICHALOVE was a very good source of information, as 
Michalove was amateur detective and had, much information about 
:Pelley's activities. 


W. W. MICHALOVE, proprietor of the IXL store, stated 
that he had been present at the Junior Order Hall in Asheville 
when Pelley held a meeting at that hall; Michalove, however, was 
unable to gain entrance to the hall, He stated that Pelley did 
not make a speech, but that the principal speaker was ROY ZACHARY, 
Field Marshal of the Silvershirts, Michalove stated that a re- 
porter of the Asheville Citizen-Times was barred from the meeting, 
but that a second reporter effected a disguise and gained the 
entrance; that another employee of the paper stood at the door 
and made a list of the persons who entered the hall.. Michalove | 
stated that he was present at the time the reporter gave the ` 
story to the City Editor, and that the next issue of the paper 
practically ignored the report of the meeting. Michalove will 
attempt to get the list of the persons entering "e hall, as 
listed by the newspaperman. 


MICHALOVE recalled that about two months ago, he heard 
a police broadcast regarding some packages that two men had thrown 
into the French Broad River. The two men had abandoned a car near 
the river and had run away. The car was later found to be the 
property of one of Pelley's employees, who, upon being questioned, 
denied that he had thrown the packages into the river, The Pelley 
employee stated that his car had been stolen, and the reason that 
he had not reported it to the police was that he did not know 
until shortly before he was questioned that the car hadactually 
heen stolen. Michalove learned all this by being present when 
the employee was questioned by the Asheville police officers, as 
Michalove is an honorary policeman himself. 


MICHALOVE stated that he had talked over a matter with 
. DR. BLOOMBERG in regard to one BAUER, formerly the finance officer 
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at Oteen Veterans! Hospital, who is now located at some Veterans) 
hospital in either Austin or Waco, Texas. DR. BLOOMBERG had 
stated that BAUER was given an administrative transfer because 

he, Bauer, had created some trouble at Oteen as a result of his 
pro-fascist attitude. Both Bloomberg and Michalove were of the 
opinion that Bauer is possibly connected with Pelley's Silvershirt 
organization, but this was purely conjecture on their part. 


JIM WHITESIDE, president of the Asheville chapter of 
the Junior Order (which is a patriotic fraternal organization) 
was questioned in regard to the meeting which the Silvershirts 
had held in the Junior Order Hall, Whiteside did not recall the 
name of the speaker, but stated that the members of the Junior 
Order, through him, had become curious as to the nature of Pelley's 
teachings, and for this reason alone had allowed the meeting to 
be held in the Junior Order Hall. Whiteside stated that as soon 
as the speaker had revealed the text of the address, several mem- 
bers of the Junior Order "wanted to throw the speaker out", but 
that he prevailed upon them to let the speaker finish, for the 
sake of not causing any trouble. He did not recall the identity 
of the speaker. Whiteside stated that the meeting was scheduled 
as one of.purely religious nature, and was not a meeting of the 
Silvershirt organization, Whiteside had no further information 
at the time of the last interview, but will make further inquiries 
about the Silvershirts and will be contacted at a later date. 


MRS. CLEVELAND McCONNELL, 32 Albemarle Place, was form- 
erly BETTYXANDERSON, the daughter of GEORGE 5. ANDERSON, the form- 
er treasurer'of Gallahad College. Mrs. McCONNELL seemed very 
bitter toward Pelley, stating that the latter and BOB SUMMERVILLE 
had tried to "frame" her father at the time when Pelley was prose- 
cuted for violation of the Carolina Blue Sky Laws, She stated 
that GEORGE S. ANDERSON could presently be located at 17 Court 
Street, Buffalo, New York, in care of CLAY W. HAMLIN; that her 
father would Ge glad to give any information that he could about 
Pelley; however, she stated that her father would know’ very little 
about Pelley's organization since 1934, at which time the father kr 
and Pelley discontinued their association, Mrs. McConnell in- 
formed that she had formerly been a file clerk at Galahad College, 
and that she hed left Pelley's employ when the misunderstanding 
occurred between Pelley and her father; consequently, she has not 
been in a position to gain information about Pelley and the Silver 
Shirts in recent years. She stated that she had a friend who 
worked for Pelley at the present time, and that the friend had 
been threatened at one time by some member of the Silvershirt org- 
anization; that she would induce this friend to give agent informa- 
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tion regarding Pelley, as the friend was "disgusted with the whole 
outfit", This latter person will hereinafter be referred to as 
confidential informant #4. 






¿Confidential Informant #4 stated that the following was 
about the fOrganizational set-up at the Pelley headquarters: 


W. D. PELLEY, the "Chief", who will be 49 years of age 
March 12, 1939; 


ROY ZACHARY, Field Marshal of the Silvershirts; 


MARION HENDERSON (formerly Marion Wright), who is Pelley's 
so-called "right hand man", Miss Henderson, along 
with Pelley, knows all the information available 
to the Pelley organization and the Silvershirts. 

She is Pelley's most trusted aide. 


ERNEST HIAL CUMMINGS, who is the official artist for Pel- 
ley Publications; 


A. H. E. TALPEY, Treasurer of the Pelley organization; 
JOHN AARHUS, who fills all orders for literature and de- 
livers same to the post office or express office 


for shipment, 


Other employees at 'headquarters! are: 


MRS. E. H. CUMMINGS .  MRS. JOHN, MARHUS 
FRANCES EVANS KATHERINE: VANS 
MRS. NADINBUWEST (daughter

MRS. A. H. E, TALPEY works in the typing section. 


MARVIN SMATHERS, DWIGHT WILLIAMS, and F. S. CUNNINGHAM 
work in the printing shop. 
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Informant stated that Mrs. Pelley has been gone from 
Asheville since May, 1938; and that since that date, she (Mrs. 
Pelley) has not been listed as the publisher of the Liberation. 
Informant stated that at the time Pelley was prosecuted in,1934, 
and at which time he divorced his first wife, that wanton EE 
SON divorced her húsband, WRIGHT; and th at Pelley and Misg ‘Henderson 
expected to get married. However. the tas great rivalry between 
MINNIEYGANSMANN (the present Mrs. Pelley) “and MARION HENDERSON. In 
view o he fact that Pelley and he Hansmann woman had been trav- 
eling around the country together, Pelley married Hánsmann in order 
presumably to avoid prosecution under tlie White Slave Traffic Act, 
and also to keep Miss Hansmann off the witness stand during his 
trial, Informant said that since Mrs, Pelley had departed, Pelley 
and Marion Henderson had been "carrying on" a clandestine affair; 
that in the summer of 1938 Pelley became frightened about the Dies 
investigation, and took Marion Henderson and went to Washington, 
D.C., and later sent Marion Henderson to her home in Indianapolis, 
Indiana; that Pelley is afraid of a scandal arising over his affair 
with Miss Henderson, as if such should happen, Pelley's followers 
would disavow him. Further, Pelley does not want Miss Henderson 
to testify before, anyone at any time, as she "knows too much", 
and he is afraid she will break down under continued questioning. 
Informant stated that if Mrs. Pelley knew of Pelley's present af- 
fair with the Henderson woman, that Mrs. Pelley would immediately 
come to Asheville and "blow the roof off", Informant also stated 
that Pelley had made a trip to Texas with Marion Henderson; that 
recently, Pelley was returning to Asheville from Washington, D.C.' 
and that he had Marion Henderson and Cummings meet him at Raleigh, 
North Carolina, where they stayed ail night; that, presumably, 
Henderson and Pelley occupied the same room at a hotel, though 
using an assumed name (this latter was purely conjecture on Inf- 
ormant's part). Informant stated that a good way to catch Peller 
and Henderson traveling together would be to scare Pelley into 
thinking that he was being investigated again, and that he would 
immediately leave Asheville, and take Marion Henderson with him; 
that Pelley will go into hiding on the least provocation, or sus- 
picion that he is being investigated. 


Informant stated that BOB SUMMERVILLE was absolutely not 
presently connected with any of Pelley's organizations, and that 
Summerville was presently in California. However, informant stated 
that Summerville would still be faithful to Pelley under àny cir- 
cumstances. Informant stated that Carroll WOSTELLO, who was orig- 
inally an informant for ALVIN S. KARTUS, hadigained all her informa- 
tion "second hand" while formerly employed by\BOB WILLIAMS! Biltmore 
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Press; that Costello was never a member of the Pelley organization; 
and that Costello "talked too much" and should not be contacted if 
the-present investigation was desired to be kept confidential. In- 
formant stated that a MRS. EDNA GRIFFITAÍSTONE had formerly been 
connected with Pelley, but had been kicked out by Pelley and was 
very bitter towards him. Mrs. Stone hasfhad no contact with the 
organization since about 1934, consequently, informant thought that 
she would be of little value to the present investigation. Mrs. 
Stone presently lives in Dallas, Texas, and formerly worked for 
the Western Union Telegraph SEP through whom she can be lo- 
cated if necessary. 


Informant stated that Pelley suspected that a MISS .CUNNING- 
HAM, who accompanied the investigator for ther pies Committee to 
Asheville, was responsible for the present series of articles that 
are appearing in Ken Magazine about Pelley, 


Informant stated that ROY ZACHARY was presently on his 
way to Asheville from the West Coast; that ZACHARY is presumably 
traveling with someone, as he has been unable to travel alone since 
having been badly beaten in Chicago last year. Informant saw a wire 
on February 24, 1939, in which money was sent to Zachary for 
traveling expenses. Informant stated that HARRY SEIBER, formerly 
treasurer of Galahad College, had been trying to "get back with 
Pelley", but that Pelley would not take him back at present.  How- 
ever, informant stated that Seiber would not give any information 
regarding Pelley, and would immediately apprise Pelley if he, 

Seiber, was contacted. Informant stated that Harrison FARGO 
ICCONNELL was a well-known Washington lawyer with whom Pelley had 
brmerly been associated, and with whom Pelley established a Wash- 
ington office in 1938, Beste. Pelley and McConnell disagreed 
"es they evidently severed their relationship. However, informant 
stated that McConnell's book, ¥What the President ; Knows", is still 
one of the four Primers of the SITey followers a and organization. 


In regard to MRS, MARY ELLEN SALMON, who resides on Arco 

Road (and who is the MRS. ALMONEST menticned in reference report), 
informant stated that MRS. SALMON was interested in the "esoteric" 
teachings of Pelley, and in informant's opinion, Mrs. Salmon has 
only a passing interest in the Silvershirts. Mrs. Salmon is divorced 

from her husband, and lives on the alimony which her former hus- 
band pays her, Informant stated that Mrs. Salmon has a peculiar 
attic in her Árco Road home, and informant thinks that it is entirely 
probable that this attic is a potential place for the safekeeping 

of Pelley's books and records in time of an investigation; that the 
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attic possibly has been so used, prior to the present time. With 
Mrs. Salmon resides Mrs. Jeffries, who works in the bindery at 
Pelley's headquarters. Mrs. Jeffries is said to ride to and from 
Asheville with an employee of the Sears and Roebuck store. Re- 
garding the persons who live on Arco Road and operate a pottery 
shop, informant stated that these persons are a MR. and MRS, KING, 
who are two rather elderly persons. Mrs, King was formerly a school 
teacher in some northern state; she presently operates an art shop 
on Wall Street, Asheville. Informant stated that the Kings are 
merely followers of Pelley in the hopes that they will finally 
get some of the benefits which Pelley continually promises, as 

the Kings "are on the verge of starvation", 


It is reported that Pelley gave $20,000.00 for the Bilt- 
more-Oteen bank building, which is & two-story brick structure. 
The records of the Buncombe County Clerk's office were checked by 

` Special Agent J. B. Brown, but failed to disclose any property 
transfer in the name of WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY or the Silver Shirt 
Legion of America, Inc., as of record on the date checked, 2/24/39. 
It was ascertained, however, that the Biltmore-Oteen bank building 
was being handled by the Carolina Realty Corporation and the Essex 
Investment Company, both of whom are managed by a Mr, Chiott. He 
will be interviewed:regarding full details of this transaction, 


Informant #4 stated that RAY F.A[NGLE, of Asheville, 
moved Pelley's printing press business and equipment. A man named 
MOSELY moved the office furniture and the literature. Pelley also 
bought a lot of new equipment such as rugs, etc., from Ivey's 
store, and the Sears-Roebuck store. Also, Pelley had the furni- 
ture which he purchased in Washington, D. C., for his office in 
that city, brought to Biltmore to place in the new office. 


Informant stated that Pelley received most of the money 
contributions in box 1776, Asheville post office. Pelley begged 
someone to give him box 1776, as the number had a definite mean- 
ing in Pelley's program; the box stands for "Liberty".  Informant 
stated that most of Pelley's literature was sent out by Parcel 

Post; that some was sent by freight; and some sent by Railway 
Express. Informant recently had occasion to type th&ymailing 
list, and stated that it consisted of 12 pages of leg i cap paper, 
containing about 600 names. Informant stated that most of the 
literature is sent out in packages of from five to two hundred 
copies which are in turn distributed to various people. Some 
packages go complimentary; all members of Congress (except the 
Jewish members) are recipients of the literature; other prominent 
persons also receive the literature. Some members of the German 





American Bund receive the literature; some literature is sent 

to foreign countries. DR. JOHN R. y RINKLY of Del Rio, Texas, is 

a regular recipient of the literature, and incidentally, is 
thought by informant to be very friendly with Pelley, and pos- 
sibly furnishes the latter some money. This information was 
further verified by WILLIAM dee, a member of the organiza- 
tion. Thejsubscription list js made up alphabetically, by states; 
the argus list here referred to is that of the Liberation. 
Informant gtated that Pelley publishes an esoteric magazine which 
is called å EALITY", but informant has never seen the subscription 
list for this magazine. Informant stated that, in informant's 
opinion, Pelley and the Silvershirts were not connected with the 
American Bund, or with any other organization. Every contribu- 
tion is acknowledged by a letter of thanks, no matter how small 

the contribution. This is done in order that Pelley cannot be 
charged with fraud or with using the mails to defraud. Informant 
stated that it was informant's belief that Pelley was not as much 
interested in the Silvershirts as he was interested in his print-. 
ing establishment and his esoteric teachings; that Pelley had 
stated that his followers "had practically forced him to assume 

the role of Chief of the Silver Shirts". Informant further 

stated that Pelley did not have any recreation or drill camps, or 
anything similar; due to the fact that Pelley has never had the 
money to establish such camps or training areas. Informant 

stated that there had been trouble within the organization regard- 
ing the one lodge which they did have, the Redmond Lodge located 

in the State of Washington. Informant recalled having heard Pelley 
state that he had "5000 interested followers" in the year 1934, 

but bas not since heard him make a statement as to the number of 
the Silvershirts or other followers of Pelley. Informant stated 
that the contributions from Felley's followers were coming in bet- 
ter at the present time than they had ever before. Informant re- 
called that one doctor, located in a city thought to be Charlestown, 
Mass., had made a very large contribution at one time, Informant 
stated that Pelley had endeavored through Field Marshal ROY ZACHARY, 
who is the official organizer, to have some outstanding man in 
each state as the State Commander of the Silver Shirts. Informant 
explained that Zachary originally came from Cashiers, North Carolina, 
but had migrated to the West Coast many years ago. Two more employees 
of Pelley at his headquarters are REX, BOYD, a printer formerly em- 
ployed by the Asheville Citizen-Times;*and a MRS.MHENTON, who Sech 
night work for Pelley; Mrs. Henton is regularly ployed by th* 
Sand PESSRa located on Market Street in Asheville. 


| Å 
. Informant stated that KENNETH ALEXANDER, who wrote de 
letter to PABLO DELGADO; the Mexican -Prepcher. mentioned in report... 
of reference, was not the same person as KENNETH B. ALEXANDER, an 
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employee of the Oteen, North Carolina, Veterans! Facility. In- 
formant said that Kenneth Alexander has been a very close friend 
of Pelley's, but that the present whereabouts of Alexander is 
unknown, Kenneth Alexander is an Englishman, who was a script 
writer for Hollywood movie studios, After becoming a follower 

of Pelley, Alexander lost his job as script writer, due to the 
fact that his particular type of script was no longer.in demand. 
However, Alexander blames his. dismissal on the "Jews who run the 
movie industry", and is very bitter toward Jews. In view of this 
information, no further investigation will be conducted in re- 
gard to Kenneth BMAlexander of Oteen, North Carolina, (whose ' 
home is in Ashevill , North Carolina). It will be further noted 
that letter sent Lo PABLO DELGADO was sent to the latter in Los 
Angeles, and then, on April 5, 1938, was forwarded to El Faso, 
Texas, It will be noted that the writer of the letter, Alexander, 
mentions that he "just returned from an extensive trip in the 

U. S. and Canada". The leave card of Kenneth B. Alexander was 
checked at the Veterans Facility at Geen, North Carolina, and 
it revealed that he was on continuous duty prior to April 28, 
1938, at which time he was given leave until May 16, 1938. There- 
fore, it would have been impossible for Kenneth B. Alexander of 
Oteen to have accomplished the travel referred to in the letter 
to Delgado. 


Informant furnished agent with a copy of a new pam- 
phlet entitled "How to Join the Silvershirts". This article 
states that unit provided for inducting newly interested men and 
women into Silvershirt activities is the "Council of Safety", a 
group of four or more Silvershirts, which may include both men 
and women. Twelve or more men Silvershirts may form a "Post", 
the same number of women may form a "Chapel", Consequently, it 
is believed that although male and female are dest cal as Sil- 
vershirts, women's groups are SST Chapels and men's groups 
are called Fosts. 


ALVIN S. KARTUS, Attorney, Flat Iron Building, stated 
that prior to Pelley'!s 1934 trial, he had spent a year and a 
half trying to work up a case. against Pelley. Kartus, who is 
Jewish, stated that it would be of no avail to try to get in- 
formation from Jewish people living in Asheville, as they had 
been unable to lend him much assistance in view of the fact that 
Jews would. naturally be barred from any of Pelley's organizations, 
In regard to Dr. Mahler and Dr. Heinzerling, who have been refer-- 
red to heretofore, Kartus stated that he had heard the same story 
from Mrs. J. E. Liss, and that it should be disregarded, as Mrs. 
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Liss seemed to be a little "cracked", probably due to a period of 
sickness to which she has been subjected. 


KARTUS turned over to. agent a 7 page report on the con- 
ference he had with GEORGE H. ANDERSON, February 12, 1934, in 
which Anderson outlined his entire connection with William D. Felley 
and his various organizations which were in operation prior to the 
date of this conference. This statement is being retained in the 
Charlotte file and the pertinent information contained therein is 
being set out briefly below. 


GEORGE H. ANDERSON advised that he was formerly connected 
with the Niagra Falls Power Company from 1919 through 1928, when 
he served as Public Relations Counsel; that he then went into the 
insurance business in Buffalo, New York, where he remained until 
1932. He advised that he had had a long friendship with HENRY 
HARDWICKE who had long been interested in the subject of Meta- 
physics, having published a book on the subject; that it was through 
Hardwicke's interest in this subject that he, Hardwicke, became as- 
sociated with William D. Pelley. He advised that Hardwicke was re- 
sponsible for his becoming associated with Pelley, with whom he 
worked for a period of something over a year just prior to bank- 
ruptcy. Mr, Anderson then furnished a brief outline of Felley's 
career since 1929. In this connection he pointed out that in 
1929 Pelley published an article called Väeven Minutes in the E- 
ternity". This article was published in\the Imerácan” agazine 
and Felley is said to have received at least 60,000 letters from 
readers of the article. As a result of this interest by the read- 
ers of this article, Pelley decided to publish a monthly magazine, 
dealing chiefly with the subject of.metaphysics and other. allied 
subjects, He stated that this magazine was started in New York 
City; was published by the Gallahad Press, Inc., añ organization 
formed by Pelley and incorporated in. the State of New York. This 
monthly magazine finally. became a weekly and is now known as "Lib- 
eration", and is published and put out by the Pelley Fublications 
at Asheville, North Carolina, 


ANDERSON further advised that sometimes during this early 
period the magazine changed its address and headquarters and moved 
from New York City to Washington; D. C. The organization now be- 
came more complicated. Felley claimed that his subscribers started 
asking for more "meaty" articles about metaphysics and he then con- 
ceived the idea of issuing psychi letters, separate and distinct 
from the magazine. These letters were.called Liberation Serips, for 
which he charged fifty cents each. His Washington organization he 
called the League for Liberation, (unincorporated,) He claims that 
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within six months time he had organized groups which he called 
centers, numbering three hundred eighty seven, at which centers 
these so-called Liberation Serips were read, Each group had a 
leader who was called a chaplain and to this leader was sold these 
scripts in wholesale quantities at thirty-five cents each, who in 
turn sold it to the members of the groúp at fifty cents each. 

This all took place during the years) 1930, 1931, and the early. 
part of 1932. In June, 1932, Felley informed Anderson he. came 

to Asheville at the behest of Mrs. LILLIAN EMERSON/TERRY, who had 
offered him some large quantity of land and was arnfanging for him 
capital with which to construct buildings for thisimetaphysics col- 
lege. For some reason that did not pan out and he opened up a 
college at the Woman's Club in Asheville, where he planned to run. 
a summer school made up of his chaplains who were to receive in- 
structions, To this summer school came approximately 100 of these 
chaplains, fifty of whom stayed for the full course. 


, He informed that after his conferences with Felley in 
September, 1932, it was agreed that his work was to promote the 
sale of the Liberation Magazine and to sell the year courses. It 
is well to add that in August Felley had established a corres- 
pondence course and by the time of Anderson's arrivel there were 
approximately three hundred students enrolled in this correspondence 
work. à 


He advised that after joining the Pelley organization 
and making several false starts a meeting was held at which time 
he, Anderson, was appointed Treasurer and was made general man- 
ager for the entire organization; that upon this reorganization 
it was agreed that all palmists, astrologers, spiritualists and 
general hangers-on were weeded out; that accordingly the member- 
ship in the correspondence school grew steadily, but that their 
finances were gradually going from bad.to worse. He advised that 
during this crucial financial period Pelley went away and wrote 
fifteen to twenty fiction stories, some of which were published. 
He advised that prior to changing the magazine from & monthly to 
a weekly magazine very little had ever been published about anti- 
Semitism, but that at about the time of this change Pelley appeared 
to have become interested in this subject, more particularly after 
Pelley returned from Washington, where he had consulted with 
Attorney HE VARD, who during the war period was Alien Property 
Custodian, and Who it appeared exerted a pneum deal of influence 
on Pelley. : 
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ANDERSON further advised that during the time he was con- 
nected with Pelley they were printing and distributing approxin- 
ately 4000 copies of the "Liberation" magazine weekly, and further, 
that during June, 1933, there were not over 6800 members of the 
Silvershirts, most of whom were women. He advised that Pelley had 
once told him that Reps MCFADDEN had told him, Pelley, that he, 
MCFADDEN, had been offetéd the opportunity to take up active work 
as a Nazi représentativé in this country for the Hitler Government, 
but had deemed it unwise at the time to accept the offer. In this 
same connection he advised that one PAULYVONLILLIENTHAL of Lansdowne, 
Pennsylvania, who is supposed to be a Baron and represented some 
German Steamship Line in Philadelphia, was trying to get Pelley 
together with the head of the German Steamship Line which was repre- 
senting the Nazis. Up until the time that Anderson's connection 
was severed this had not worked out. Anderson further informed 
that Pelley attempted to work through McFadden to obtain a connec- 
tion to the German Embassy whereby Pelley could handle the German 
American for the Nazis. He said that McFadden stalled him off for 
the time being saying that the time was not ripe to play with Luther. 


KARTUS stated that the McCormack Congressional Committee 
investigated. Pelley about 1933, and récorded the testimony which 
was taken before the Committee. 


Agent inspected the bankruptcy records in the office of 
the Clerk of the United States District Court, and found that the 
Gallahad Press had listed accounts receivable from a large number 
of persons. In view of the fact that the amount owed by each 
person listed was, generally, for only a few dollars, it was evi- 
dent that the amounts owed for literature published by Pelley; con- 
sequently, it is believed that the list is practically the mailing 
list of the Pelley organization at that time (1934). A list of 
the creditors whose claims were unsecured was made, and is being 
retained in the file for possible future use. 


AT HENDERSONVILLE ,NORTH CAROLINA. 


Investigation was conducted in an effort to learn whether 
or not a group of about twenty Silvershirts were in existence at 
Hendersonville, as had been reported. 


Chief of Police OTIS POWERS stated that a man by the name 
of F. W. ASUMNER, who was very well educated, and who teaches in the 
Lee Edwards High School in Asheville, had been holding some sort of 
meetings in the City Hall on Thursday nights. Chief Powers stated 
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that he had seen about fifteen or twenty people attend these 
meetings, most of whom were elderly women; practically no young 
people attended the meeting. He stated that Sumner had formerly 
lived in Hendersonville, but presently resides on a farm which is 
located between Hendersonville and Asheville, Powers stated that 
at the time Sumner lived in Hendersonville, one of Powers’ inform- 
ants had reported that Sumner kept several rifles in his home; 
however, in view of the fact that Sumners has always seemed to be 
a well-respected and orderly citizen, Powers nevgr investigated 
the matter. Powers stated that REVEREND maur, the Baptist 
Minister at Hendersonville, seemed to be friendliy with Sumner, and 
in fact, had introduced Sumner to Mayor Edwards, who gave Sumner 
the permit to use the City Hall for the meetings. Powers stated 
that Broadus Wall could be trusted implicitly, and would probably 
be able to give valuable information regarding Sumner. Powers 
stated that, although he had seen the meetings in session, he had 
never attended, and was in no position to know what was the scope 
of the meeting. An effort was made to contact Rev. Wall, but he 
was absent from the Ly at the time, and will be interviewed at a 
later date. 


` CHIEF POWERS stated that he did not know of the exist- 
ence of any Silvershirt unit in Hendersonville, but that Sumner's 
meetings might be a Silvershirt unit, (It was previously ascer- 
tained that Sumner was a follower of Pelley, and probably a Silver- 
shirt - this information being obtained from a former member of 
Pelley's organization.) Powers was questioned aboüt some Hender- 
sonville resident who is employed by the Enka Corporation, Enka, 
North Carolina, who is reported to be a member of the Silvershirts. 
The employee's father is also supposed to be a member of the 
Silvershirt unit Hendersonville. Chief Powers recalled that a 
person named sacos had recently married Sumner's daughter; 
that Brooks was employed by the Enka Corporation; consequently, 
Brooks would be the logical person referred to.. He stated that 
Brooks! father, G. WIRBROOKS, was a prominent real estate dealer 
in Hendersonville, Chief Powers stated that Jack Brooks resided 
at the Bellevue Apartments on 6th Avenue, and that he would immed- 
lately investigate the entire matter Gel the Silvershirts, ^ 
Sumner, and the Brooks ege | 


MAYOR A. VE VARDS stated that he "had been approached 
by several prominent citizens" who. requested that Sumner be allowed 
to use the City Hall for a meeting place, the purpose of which, he 
was told, was religious, Mayor Edwards stated that he had always 
been under the impression that the meetings were of a religious 
nature, and in fact, had not given the matter any attention. He 
stated that Sumner had evidently ceased to hold the meetings, but 
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that he would investigate to "see what was going on", He stated 
that Sumner presently resided in the Mills River Section, North- 
west of Hendersonville, and that possibly Sumner's neighbors 
could give some information regarding Sumner's activities. 


In view of the fact that a list of persons known to be 
communicating with Pelley or Pelley Publishing Company is being ' 
furnished the Charlotte Field Division, no lead is being set out 
to check the records of the District Accountant of the Railway 
Express Company, at Washington, D. C., at this time, as it is be- 
lieved that most of the persons to whom Pelley sends literature 
is contained on this list. Neither is a lead being set out to 
interview GEORGE S. ANDERSON, as all the information that he is 
believed able to give is set out in this report, having been ob- 
tained from ALVIN S. KARTUS. The lead, set out for the Charlotte 
Field Division, requesting that MISS CARROLL,COSTELLO, of Chapel 
Hill, North Carolina, be interviewed, should be held in abeyance 
until a later date, as it has been learned that she is not a de- 
sirable contact to make at the present time, i 


The following investigation was conducted by Spel a 
Agent J. B. Brown: 


WILLIAM HENRY MRASHUT was again interviewed at which time 
he turned over to Agent’ Several additional pieces of literature,. 
among which were two pamphlets entitled "The Scourge of .Cords". 
These pamphlets purport to be a journal of official communications 
and comment, published every little while by Chief Pelley for ` 
Silver Legion supporters and affiliates, The two referred to are 
dated. October, 1937, and January, 1938, respectively. ` The first 
is Volume One, Number One and the second. is Volume One, Number 
Two. Cashut advised that so.far.as he knows these are the only 
two such confidential pamphlets printed to dete, under the above 
referred to title. Both of these. pamphlets carry articles by Chief 
Pelley and FIELD MARSHAL ROY ZACHARY, pertinent PE of which are 
being quoted below: . : 


"Whether we déiithersbeir plan it as ah or met, this 
Silver Legion is gradually and naturally growing into a. nation- 
wide organization of potential. anti-Communist; _ anti-Jewish leaders 
of tomorrow, and when a man or woman comes into it now, they do so 
because they understand exactly.what is required of them individually 
not as a arapa hoorah of climbing on Sgp eped Bop MARNE 


` l "This does not imply "S the persons who have stuck with 
the Legion throughout the Dickstein Raid, the Christian Party sab- 
otage of.1936 in the.northwest, and times of enforced inactivity 
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because the funds for this work come strictly from its member- 
ship, are inconsiderable as to numbers. It implies, and conveys 
frankly and positively, that Silver Legionaires still active and 
interested "have what it takes" in their individual compositions 
to put this whole program across, if, as, and when, the time be- 
comes opportune. But the matter does not stop there, 


"We are getting à sturdier and more responsible type of 
citizen into The Legion - people who understand reasonably what 
it's all about before they apply for membership. The boy-scouters, 
the picnickers, the would-be window-smashers, the Nice-Thought 
thinkers, and the Mysterious Lads, are finding themselves concerned 
With their private pursuits. 


"In other words, I might put it that the Legion's growing 
pains are about over. The period of its adolescence is slipping 
behind it. 


"I want men and women in this Legion from now on, who are 
responsible leaders in their many communities, who can stand sturd- 
ily for an aggressive Constitutionalism as it is threatened by 
Great Reds in the federal government, who are instinctively Legion- 
aires in Christian Principles — and who therefore remain such, no 
matter what the secular fortunes of the organization may comprise. 


. "TI have seen what I call an Old Guard grow up within the 
ranks of the irresponsibles and the defectants. .This Old Guard is 
composed of sane and reliable patriotic Christians, who keep their 
feet on the ground, aid Headquarters to meet its deficits, slip 
out the literature in ever-heavier quantities, talk with influential 
citizens in their own communities and win them over to the agreement 
that the Washington Crowd must go! 


"With this Old Guard I can accomplish things — and am 
doing so. Its members understand my motives and are convinced that 
somehow or other, by deliberate maneuver or lucky break at a 
strategic moment, we are going to win all our fondest objectives 
and draw our dividends for months, and even years, of loyalty and 
constancy to a principle. 


"There is no list of this Old Guard in existence. It re- 
quires no listing. Most of its members are known to me personally, 
and I have a peculiar faculty for remembering such persons individu- 
ally no matter whether they number in the hundreds or the thousands. 
They have stood by me and with me under fire, and will do so again 
as occasion demands. 
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"Make no mistake about it, a sentiment for a non-Jewish 
America is growing in this country. This is proven by the scores 
of organizations and movements that have sprung up since The 
Silver Legion had the courage to pioneer the way, whose main 
activity consists in flooding the country with the truth about the 
Judaists. Somebody is reading all this literature, and thereby 
the assumption can be drawn that having been produced for reading, 
somebody is paying for it. And people do not pay for things of 
which they do not approve ~ with the single exception of New-Deal 
taxes! à 


"We are engaged in no flamboyant enterprise to overthrow 
American institutions and introduce an American brand of Nazism, 
much as our Jewish citizens revel in that assumption. 


"Quietly, forcefully, effectively, we are engaged in a 
nation-wide campaign to first clean the country of racially sub- 
versives, then recommend legitimately an economic program that 
should end America's financial afflictions for all posterity. 


"That is our whole mission, and while no bands are play- 
ing anthems to it, we are accomplishing it! 


. "As for myself, were I not satisfied with our present 
growth and status, I would be doing something else, 


"W. D. PELLEY" 
"TALPEY FORGING AHEAD" 


"The individual executive now forging ahead in Head- 
quarters executive work, to gradually take Martin's place, is 
ALFRED H. E. TALPEY, already well SES to hundreds of Legionaires 
through his' correspondence. 


"Talpey is one of the most interesting men who has taken 
up Headquarters work to date. His family is an old one in the 
State of Maine, but Talpey himself was born in Shanghai, China, 
his father having gone to the Far East on a business trip and met 
and married his mother, an English woman, in that place. 


"Talpey is a brother-in-law of Ben anes, nation- ` 
ally-known magazine writer and iehor, Williams having married his 
sister, 
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"A graduate of Harvard University in the class of 1906, 
Talpey educated himself as an electrical engineer, winning the 
degree of Bachelor of Science, -He is 54 years old at present. 


"Talpey came into the Legion work in 1934, having been 
interested in recruiting in the State of Delaware, where he was 
formerly an organizer and officer of the Interstate Casualty Comp- 
any. Harry Seiber brought him to Headquarters, and barring an ab- 
sence following the Dickstein Raid, Talpey has been connected with 
Headquarters since. 


"His wife, Leonora, is similarly zealous in promoting 
the work of The Silver Legion and is attached to Headquarters, 
having been Martin's Secretary and SEET prior to his pass- 
ing." : 


ZACHARY'S VIEWPOINT: 


"I happen to know that Chief Pelley has seen one chance. 
after the other go glimmering, when he could have shoved monkey- 
wrench after monkey-wrench into the adversary's machinery -this 
. past three years, but he knew well enough that by the time he had 
sent an appeal for the funds to the country, on which to do it, 
the opportunity would have vanished. Besides, such an appeal 
would mean telling the Legionaire up in the brush of Wisconsin 
or down in the river-bottoms of Texas just what he proposed to do 
and how he expected to do it, And such explanation would unerr- 
ingly fall into the hands of the public conspirators, who would 
thereby know just how to ward off agua an attack and oa su] 
protect themselves, 


"There are enough Silver Legionaires in this nation who 
by pledging a moderate amount, each one of them, for Headquarters 
activity would. be treated to & show of action that would astound 
them. But they always and forever wait for the Chief to take the 
initiative in any matter of action, or find himself under the in- 
dignity of writing them a politely begging letter, and then blister 
him for doing nothing but giving his time to a publishing: house 
and producing magazines. 


"The Silver Bead should have an ampie, healthy War Chest 
made-up of regular pledged contributions to the Legion's work as a 
matter of principle, on which Pelley can depend when he sees a 
chance to hit the enemy a wallop.

It is noted that the loyal legionaire referred to in one 
of the articles quoted above who is in position to furnish Western 
members with the printed Pelley publication entitled "PROTOCOLS OF 
ZION" is one d died of Mt. Vernon, Wash., Box 267. 

From an undated pamphlet entitled "Applying Horse-Sense 
to the Federal Mess' it is noted that the fourteen points of the 
No More Hunger Plan are set out. Since this plan is the purported 
goal of the Pelley organization this part of the article is being 
quoted below: 


"THE FOURTEEN POINTS CF THE NO MORE HUNGER PLAN" 


"First: Create one nation-wide Great Corporation, to 
receive and distribute the agricultural and manufactured products 
of the United States; the Common Stock and directing power in the 
Great Corporation to be held and voted by native-born and naturai- 
ized citizens of the nation, women as well as men, on the basis of 
one Common Share to each voting citizen, each of which Common 
Shareholders shall receive a Federal Guaranteed Dividend of $83 per 
month or $1,000 per year as perpetual Hunger Insurance and minimum 
income. vs 


"Second: Use the Preferred Stock of this Great Corpora- 
tion to liquidate America's present bonded debt, to recompense all 
security owners of public and private business for any losses en- 
tailed in amalgamating the operations of the said business into 
the activities of the said Great Corporation, and to reward priv- 
ate citizens year by year for individualistic industry, talent, 
thrift or outstanding public service. 


"Third: Enable American business, through Federal credit 
financing, to resume full-time operations, and call back to produc- 
tive employment the millions of adults whose support by the present 
relief strategies of the Roosevelt Administration constitutes a 
financial wound now bleeding the nation white. 





"Fourth: The Great Corporation to take the full-time 
production of such resumed and revitalized industry, at equitable 
prices based on the 1929 level of wages, for a period of Nine 
Years, after which period readjustments will be made commensurate 
with the welfare of the whole public. 


"Fifth: Establish a monthly checking account to the 
credit of each voting citizen, married or single, in & Federal 
Bank in his or her District; in which account will be placed 
credits in payment of dividends from the Great Corporation, wages, 
salaries and fees, 


"Sixth: Make the improvident Negroes, unnaturalized 
residents and predatory Jews, wards of the Republic and their ac- 
tivities and social control 2 governmental responsibility; end at 
the same time free the North Seegen Indians from such classifi- 
cation and accord them representation in the person of a Federal 
Cabinet. official of Indian blood and Indien selection to adminis- 
ter their welfare, 


"Seventh: Designate one "Beth-Haven" or City of the Jews 
in each State, as the only area in such State wherein Hebrews may 
reside or hold property or where their personal safety will be 
guaranteed by law; where they may return to productive labor by 
raising and menufacturing their own foodstuffs and other necessities, 
where they may have their own civic officers, worship God and treat 
with one another after the peculiarities of their conscience; but 
where they shall no longer interpenetrate the Gentile public, 
have trade or social relations with Christians or exert a deroga- 
tory influence on Gentile art, culture or economics. 


. "Eighth: Prohibit by statutory enactment any further 
mortgaging or foreclosing on private real estate, either farms or 
residential property, thus putting a men's home or farm forever 
beyond confiscation by banks or money-lenders, end insofar as is 
practically possible, restore to an impoverished citizenry such 
homesteads and farms as have been foreclosed upon or confiscated 
by great predatory moneyed. interests since 1929; reimbursing pres- 
ent lawful holders of such property with iic papang Preferred 
Stock of the Great SPESE GI 


"Ninth: Assure to all trades and crafts the highest 
wages commensurate with the public welfare; requiring all union 
representatives to be working members of or elected from the crafts 
which they purport to represent and outlawing under criminal statutes 
the professional agitator and industrial disturber who now pretends 
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to conserve the SHLGYESES of labor but actually operates to install 
Jewish Communism. 


"Tenth: Embody in public school curriculums a simplified 
course in practical civics, acquainting the child-citizen, from his 
first day of attendance, with the sacred significance of government 
and social justice and with the menace of the non-assimilable alien 
and of the anti-social Jew; so that a respect for the Constitution, 
for the Flag, and for Gentile institutions generally, shall become 
a part of the instinctive thinking of our people. 


"Eleventh: Make it an act of sedition against the public 
economic interest for any official of the Great Corporation or any 
private firm to acquire abroad for consumption in the home market, 
any consumable product which can be ereated by American labor from 
natural resources of the United States. 

. "Twelfth: . The immediate seizing and holding in escrow of 
all assets of foreign nationals in the United States operating under 
governments which have neglected to compensate the American people 
for War Loans or Reparations made in good faith, either during or 
following the war, and the operating use of, or increments from the 
same, until such foreign governments shall have discharged in full 
their honest obligations to the Federal Treasury or other branch of 
American finance, 


"Thirteenth:  Inculcate in the Federal Government, the 
Christian Economic motif that Governments are brought into being 
to help and to serve the people of the nation, to render them max- 
imum help consistent with the individual's self-respect in all walks 
of life, and that officials shall hereafter be selected for their 
outstanding abilities for the holding of public office instead of 
considering Public Office as a means to private profit. 


"Fourteenth: Abolish the secret ballot, which is the 
unhallowed offspring of Economic or Financiai Duress, and conduct 
all elections by means of the Postal System, under free frank; mek- 
ing voting as mandatory and impossible of chicane in all election 
returns as the present filing of Income Tax Returns on March i5th 
of each year, thus insuring honest eleétion returns and the expressed 
voice of a whole people instead of the propaganda and intimidation 
of the present spoils system." 


WILLIAM H.yCASHETT furnished several other pieces of lit- 
erature put out by the Pelley Publishing Company and advised that 
he would endeavor to'obtain at least two othér copies of the various 
pieces of literature obtained to date in order that the Bureau's 
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request for three copies may be complied with. He further advised 
that several of the girls named above as being employed at the 
headquarters of the Pelley Publishing Company reside at the home 
of Mrs, Salmon on Arco Road. He further stated that as soon as 
the Pelley Publishing Company is set up in their new headquarters 
in Biltmore there will be a gradual exodus of thé entire staff 
which will take up new living quarters at that place. He states 
that it will probably be around the middle of March before the 
entire change of headquarters and staff is completed. When ques- 
tioned concerning the financial backing which enabled Pelley to 
make this change, he stated that Pelley spent considerable time 

at the home of Dr. John R. Brinkley at his home in San Juan, 
Texas, last summer and fall and that he believed that a check of 
Brinkley's accounts would disclose that he had contributed most 

of the money required to purchase the new headquarters at Biltmore, 
It is noted at this time that in the above referred-to article 
"Scourge of Cords" dated January, 1938, there was information to 
the effect thet Dr. Brinkley was a native of North Carolina, and 
had at one time attended a local academy with Roy Zackary and 

that they have been very good friends ever since. 


In this same pamphlet, above referred to, there was in- 
formation indicating that Christmas presents and donations had been 
received at headquarters from various posts throughout the country, 
making particular reference to particular posts at Portland, 
Oregon, Oakland, California; Atlanta, Georgia; Belmont, Mass.; 
Columbus and Cleveland, Ohio, and Colorado Springs, Colorado. This 
would indicate that at least there were active Silvershirt posts 
at the above named places at the beginning of 1938. 


Additional lists of names and addresses of persons known 
to have communicated with William Dudley Pelley or the Pelley 
Publishing Company at Asheville, have been received from confi- 
dential informant at Charleston, South Carolina. Copies of these 
lists are being made and will be submitted to the Bureau in trip- 
licate, 


It is noted that the issue of "LIFE" magazine dated March 
6, 1939, contains an article which gives brief character sketches 
of some of the leaders of various radical organizations, including 
William Dudley Pelley, Chief of the Silvershirts. Two copies were 
secured, one of which is being submitted to thé Bureau herewith.

Reference is made to the report of Special Agent J. B. Brown, 
Charlotte, North Carolina, dated February 13, 1939, in connection with

This is to advise that the file in the Milwaukee office which 
has been maintained with respect to this organization, contains numerous 
newspaper articles which have appeared in the Milwaukee newspapers rela- 
tive to the SILVER SHIRT organization. A summary of these newspaper 
articles reflects that the SILVER SHIRT LEGION OF AMERICA esteblished 
a recruiting station in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, on or about May 10, 1938, 
RO CHARY was the spokesman for the SILVER SHIRT organization and 
eccording to newspaper articles an estimated 400 men and women cheered 
ZACHARY, who is designated as a field marshal of the SILVER SHIRTS, a 
Secret meeting was held in a hall at 1049 North llth Street, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, During this talk by Zachary he allegedly stated that he 
preferred Hitler, Mussolini or Franco anytime to Stalin. Admission to 
this meeting was difficult and only those having cards countersigned by 
persons known to SILVER SHIRTS were admitted. 


GEORGE Gees, the Midwest Director for the GERMAN AMERICAN 
VOLKSBUND, stated the united front against Communism and other alien 
influences would be formed by the GERMAN-AMERICAN VOLKSBUND. the SILVER 
SHIRT LEGION OF AMERICA and scores of other organizations with similar 


aims at Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The statements mede by Froboese were made 
subsequent to the secret meeting of the SILVER SHIRT organization. 


According to another article, ROY ZACHARY stated that he 
plenned to enlist something like 10,000 Milwaukeeans in an anti-Communi sm 


and anti-Jewish organization. 
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After the meeting of the SILVER SHIRT organization and 
the statements made by ZACHARY and FROBOESE, numerous anti-Nazi 
organizations sought to heve a state probe of the SILVER SHIRTS 
in the State of Wisconsin. Numerous meetings were held in and 
about Milwaukee, in order that action could be taken to curtail 
the program of the SILVER SHIRT organization in this territory, 


The foregoing summarizes the information contained in the 
filos of the Milwaukee office concerning the SILVER SHIRT LEGION OF 
AMERICA, INCORPORATED. Upon receipt of further information the Bureau 
and the Charlotte field division will be notified.

If a unit of this organization in fact actually exists 
here at all it has largely been confined to a meeting of a small 
group of business and professional men in Pittsburgh, who organized 
an unnamed association having for its purpose anti~Semitism, and the 
spreading of anti~Semitic propoganda in the Pittsburgh area. 


Lieutenant SWIFT was aparently a member of this group 
ani as such attended several meetings which he alleges vas in order 
to report the activities therein to the U. S. Naval Intelligence, with 
whom he had an official connection in the past. 


A complete report covering the investigation conducted 
by the Pittsburgh Office in this matter will be submitted immediately 
upon the return of Special Agent DONAGHUE from Erie, Pennsylvania, 
where he is an indispensable vitness before the U. S. Grand Jury in 
several cases and in the trial of an additional case.

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Pelley advised that his personal income tax is filed under his 
correct name as William Dudley Pelley at Burlington, Vermont, and that 
these returns for the past few years will show everything that he has 
received regarding contributions and subscriptions, except personal loans 
which he said he doesn't have to disclose in his income tax. These per- 
sonal loans include all monies received by theXPelley Publications and by 
Pelley personally.

Pelley appears to be very friendly toward tre Bureau. He dis- 
closed that his business taxes, as distinguished from his personal taxes, 
were filed at Asheville, North Carolina. These business taxes, which vere 
made payable to the Federal Government, include those covering the Skyland 
Press, Pelley Publications and the Silver Shirt Legion of America. Mr. 
ScHeidt suggested that the Bureau direct & letter to the Secretary of the 
Treasury and obtain these income tax returns, not only for Pelley but for 

. the three organizations mentioned above. For your approval there is at- 
tached hereto a letter for the Secretary of the Treasury under the signature 
of the Attorney General, requesting appropriate copies of tax returns. 


Mr. Scheidt said that the Agents had also talked to Ernest)\Cummings 
who is No. 2 man down at Asheville. He said not a great deal of information 
was forthcoming from Cummings because Cummings merely sat in on the inter- 
views with Pelley and assented to everything that Pelley said. The Agents 
were also fortunate enough to interview Rey)pachery at Asheville. He dis- 
closed that a recent meeting at Los Angeles Was attended by 800 persons and 
that a motion to impeach President Roosevelt was made which was adopted 
almost unanimously. 


Mr. Scheidt said the Agents will talk to Pelley again this week- 
end or possibly Monday, March 20, 1939. Scheidt again reiterated that Pelley 
thinks a great deal of the Bureau. Pelley denied having any encampments 
&nd stated he keeps no central record of the membership of the Silver Shirts; 
that he knows only the post comuanders and that they undoubtedly keep mem- 
bership records. He said he contacts the post commanders and that they, in 
turn, arrange for the various Silver Shirt meetings. He said that the 
Silver Shirts have no military activities.

With reference to the Bund, Pelley said thatKuhn when first coming 
to this country tried to get Pelley te take over the Bu , but Pelley refused 
and said that he has nothing in common with any organization of that type. 
Kuhn, according to Pelley, proposed to turn over a large bloc of members 
at $10.00 a head, but Pelley told Kuhn that Kuhn didn't know how many Com- 
munists there were in that crowd. Pelley further disclosed that he is going 
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to have the Silver Shirt organization disbanded in the near future; that he 
can do better without an organization; that he really wants to devote his 
energies to producing literature andYpropaganda; that he can get more fol- 
lowers in this manner than through ormal organization. He said he 
doesn't believe in causing any violence, but rather followed the plan of 
educating the people by literature and propaganda so that when the country 
collapses an organization will automatically be in existence to step in, 
&pparently without violence. l 


With reference to Pelley!s refusal to furnish the names and ad- 
dresses of post commanders throughout the United States, l told Scheidt 
that this was one of the most important things to learn, in order that 
proper information can be sent to the variois field offices for appropriate 
investigation. I told him that I thought it would be wise, therefore, for 
him to be present in Asheville on the next occasion on which the Agents 
interviewed Pelley &nd that he should use all of his resourcefulness in ob- 
taining this information. I told him obviously it would not be practicable 
for him to come to Washington, D. C. and give this information to the 
Director and that on the contrary we should make every effort in the field 
to obtain it from Dellen, Mr. Scheidt said he would be there and would do his 
very best to get this information from Pelley. 


Scheidt said that if it is O. K. with the Bureau he would. withhola 
submitting & report on the first interview with Pelley until the second inter- 
view had been completed. 1 told him this was all right and that it would 
be appropriate to submit one report, but that the Agents should prepare the 
rough draft report at nighttime so that they could merely add to it in ap- 
propriate places after the second interview with Pelley; that thus no delay 
would occur and that they could merely shoot their rough draft into the 
office and have it typed immediately for circulation throughout the country 
and proper copies to the Bureau.

Mr. Goldberg brought with him voluminous papers and 
documents bearing upon thelSilver Shirt organization and other alleged 
fascist groups in the United States. He had one set of papers which 
he informed were believed to have been lost by Roy) Zachary and 
to have been picked up by someone who later furnished the originals 
to the San Francisco Office of this Bureau. 


At 11:20 A.M. on March 21, 1939, Mr. Ottenberg called me 
telephonically advising that Mr. Goldberg had communicated with 
the representative of the Anti-Defamation League in San Francisco 
and learned the following: That the alleged papers of Roy Zachary 
were found on a lot in Oakland on January 30, 1938; that on 
February 22, 1939, they were turned. over to Lieutenant Tracy of the 
Oakland Police Department, and were subsequently delivered to the 
FBI Office at San Francisco. 


Mr. Goldberg furnished me with alleged typewritten copies 
of these documents wüich I have not yet had time to read but which are 
being photostated so that the typewritten copies can be returned to 
Mr. Goldberg. There is attached hereto a letter to the San Francisco

AT ASHEVILLE,NORTH CAROLINA. 


The investigation reported herein was conducted by 
Special Agent Lznsing L. Mitchell, reporting Agent and Special 
Agent in Charge Edward Scheidt. 


Upon Bureau instructions William Dudley Pelley and 
other members of his organization at Asheville, North Carolina, 
were interviewed openly, first by the writer and Agent Lansing 
L. Mitchell, and lastly by SAC EDWARD SCHEIDT 2nd AGENT BROWN, 
The first interview took place on March 14, 1939, and the last on 
March 20, 1939, due to the fact that PELLEY was absent from - 
Asheville from March 15, 1939, to and including March 19, 1939. 


In order to insure clarity in this report, the informa- 
tion obtained from Pelley at these two interviews and that ob- 
tained from an examination of the various exhibits, books, pam- 
phlets and other literature secured from Pelley is being set up 
under specific headings end subheadings thereto, This procedure 
may of necessity require some duplication of the information 
previously set out in reference reports. 

Previous to these interviews, extensive investigation 
had been conducted and much information, mostly of a general 
nature, was obtained through the medium of confidential inform- 
ants and other sources. This information will be set up in the 
usual narrative form further along in this report. 

In view of the fact that no story or word picture of 
the Silvershirt movement in this country would be complete or 
properly understandable without first knowing something about 
the man, WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY, the founder, Chief and moving 
spirit responsible for the organization and growth of the Sil- 
vershirt movement, a brief biography is being set out here, 


From personal interviews and studies of his writings, 
it can be seen that this entire movement is not so much a group 
of people who simply believe in the principles promulgated by 
PELLEY as it is a group of people led by a comparatively few 
leaders who believe heart and soul in the man PELLEY and his 
teachings.

This biography of WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEYwas obtained 
from his autobiography, recently published under the title "The 
Door to Revelation", other writings, and from personal interviews. 


WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY was born in Lynn, Massachusetts, 
March 12, 1890, and is of English decent. He traces his genea- 
logy back in an unbroken line to one SIR JOHN PELLEY, knighted 
by Queen Elizabeth. His immediate forbears first settled in 
Newfoundland around St.Johns and about 1875 his paternal grand- 
father FREDERICK WILLIAM PELLEY and his wife MAHALA and eight 
children emigrated to the States and settled at Lynn, Massa- 
chusetts. On his maternal side his grandmother HANNAH SUTHERLAND 
THURSTON married ALONZO GOODALE and their second daughter GRACE 
married WILLIAM GEORGE ASPEY PELLEY from which union WILLIAM 
DUDLEY PELLEY was an only son. 


Shortly after his birth, his father entered the Meth- 
odist Ministry and filled pulpits in North Prescott, New Salem 
and East Templeton. He later moved to West Gardner, Massachus- 
etts, where he entered newspaper work. From Gardner he moved to 
Springfield, Massachusetts, where WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY went: 
through grammar school and one year in high school, Finally, at 
the age of sixteen, PELLEY joined his father in the manufacture 
of tissue paper products at Fulton, New York. 


According to Pelley, his father was a very religious 
man and young Pelley had many odd experiences such as feeling 
that he had been in certain places before, perhaps in another 
life, and from an early age was interested in writing. At the 
age of twelve he published a journal he called "The Junior Star" 
on his own makeshift press. From this first experience he 
claims to have learned the power of the press. As the result 
of a school escapade he was able to prevent punishment by his 
teacher because he could print articles about her in his paper. 


At the time his father moved to Fulton, New York, to 
enter the tissue paper manufacturing business, PELLEY was a 
sophomore at Technical High School, the publisher of a monthly 
magazine called "The Black Crow", president of the debating so~ 
ciety, and standing so high in his English course that he was 
never required to take semi-annual examinations, For this reason 
he states he did not wish to go to New York to join his father 
in the manufacturing business as he possessed an unquenchable 
thirst for more learning. This accounts for the fact that from 
this time on he made it a practice to read good literature, be - 
ing particularly interested in History, and later in Ethnology, 
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metaphysics and related subjects, 


The business project at Fulton appears to have been 
very successful during the several years that it operated for 
Pelley states that he had accumulated the modest fortune of 
$75,000.00 before he was 21 years of age. He had been violently 
in love at the age of 18 and kad run away from home to marry the 
girl of his choice, but before the marriage could be consummated 
he had been persuaded by his father to return to Fulton, New York, 
He attributes this early frustrstion as partly due to his success 
as executive manager of the manufacturing plant for the reason 
that he had developed a determination to prove to this girl who 
had later disappointed him by marrying someone else, that he was 
a màn end a successful one and was not a mollycoddle controlled 
and activated by the whims of his father. As PELLEY rose to the 
top in this venture his father became field representative or 
salesman, However, his father finally projected a new plant at 
Springfield, Mass. Young PELLEY finally took over the manage- 
ment of this plant and his father practically retired, having put 
together & modest property. 


Before he was yet 21 years of age, the business failed 
because, as he says, the directors resented the way a young man 
of his age bossed the business, which resulted in his resigning: 
as manager. The business finally went into receivership, leaving 
him practically penniless. 


He then took a job as feeture news writer on "The 
Springfield Homestead", a society news paper. There was also a 
young woman named MARION Hart TONE, of Millers Falls, Mass., 
engaged as proof reader, whom, after a brief courtship, he married, 
He gave up his job on "The Springfield Homestead" and became night 
editor on "The Boston Globe" im Western Massachusetts.

He married Decenbey AS, 1911, and during the next year 
their first daughter HARRIET w was born, While still employed on 
The Globe he set up a print shop as a result of which, feeling 
that he could no longer work for wages, he promoted a newspaper. 
This paper became the "Chicapee Journal" and was at first backed 
by the Mayor of Chicapee, a little town in Canada, about ten 
miles north of Springfield, Mass. PELLEY backed the Mayor's cam- 
paign until he learned he was mixed up in a liquor scandal. He 
threatened to print the truth and as a result his presses were 
smashed and he was thrown into jail until after the election. He 
was finally backed by the good citizens of the town and operated 
his paper for six months following. From this experience he round 
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that the nation was filled with honest, decent-minded people 
who would back a man who dared to tell them the truth. 


After a time he moved his journalistic activities to 
Vermont where he became the owner of the "Deerfield Valley Times" 
at Wilmington, After a short time this venture failed and PELLEY 
went to work as foreman on the Evening Banner, Bennington, Ver- 
mont. In the meantime his daughterHARRIET died and shortly after 
moving to Bennington his second daughter ADELAIDE was born.

At about the beginning of the war in 1914 PELLEY started 
writing fiction stories while still engaged as foreman on The 
Evening Banner. Finally, after receiving some 175 rejection slips, 
his first story "Spirit of the West" was printed in Popular Mag- 
azine, for which he received $50.00. Within the next year he had 
made over $3,000.00 selling fiction stories to such magazines as 
The Saturday Evening Post. He left the Banner and. a little later 
began writing a series of stories for the "American Magazine", 
Rapidly thereafter followed stories in "Pictorial Review! and the 
"Red Book", In 1916 he bought the St.Johnsbury Evening Caledonian 
of St.Johnsbury, Vermont, which became a profitable business, av- 
eraging a return of $10,000.00 a year. While printing and form- 
ulating the editorial policy of this newspaper, PELLEY continued ' 
to write fiction stories. 


About this time he was solicited by DR. EARL adsum. 
of the Methodist Centenary, through the backing of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, to make a trip around the world for the purpose of 
making a survey of foreign missionaries and writing a series of 
articles as to his findings to be published through Methodist 
Centenary publications, It was an ell expense trip with $5,000.00 
added, and with the right to take his wife along. 


While on shipboard, enroute to Japan he came to realize 
that his life had been traveling in nine-year cycles and that he 
was soon to reach the apex of a nine-year cycle which had begun 
in his father's factory in Fulton, New York. 


PELLEY had not been in the Orient long before he became 
convinced that he could not conscientiously become the polite 
propagandist for the Missionary movement as intended, but that 
instead the best that the Christians could do would be to pack 
up their missionary enterprises and leave the heathen alone, He 
felt that the heathen had far more to teach us than we could ever 
teach him; that where some people termed the project "The Mission- 
ary Racket", he thought the movement should be labeled the "Mis- 
sionary Blunder", 
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As a result of his experiences in Japan he became a 
sincere friend of the Jepanese people and has been one ever since, 


Sometime after this country had entered Lie war and 
while still in Japan he was approached by George SÆPhelps, In- 
ternational Y.M.C.A. Secretary for the Far East, whose headquart- 
ers was in Tokyo at the time. Intervention in Siberia had been 
decided on by Japan as a result of which the Pelley's were prac- 
tically marooned until the end of the intervention. He was re- 
quested to go to Siberia to do some special work for the Y.M.C.A. 
acting as a sort of scout for the establishment of canteens to 
be installed through Russia. It was also suggested that, as a 
trained newspaper man, he might take on certain espionage work 
that needed to be done and which would at the same time give him 
a chance to see Russia under Bolshevism. 


PELLEY left his wife and child in Yokohama, Japan, and 
proceeded to Tsuruga, a western seaport where he was to take 
boat for a Russian Port. While at Tsuruga he met DR. TOISLER 
and his staff of American surgeons and nurses, which afterwards 
became known as the famous "Mercy Train". Among this group he 
met a surgeon who, although an American, had joined the medical 
staff of the Russian armies from Poland at the outbreak of the 
war, Pelley queried him as to the causes of the Intervention 
and the resulting information he received introduced him, for 
the first time, to the world-wide Jewish question. Briefly,the 
information furnished by this doctor was to the effect that the 
war was not connived by Germany at all, but by a crowd of rich 
Jews, living in Germany and Austria; that when they could not 
get Russia licked in a stand-up fight, they imported the half- 
Jew, Lenin, to smash Russia by intrigue; that the whole Bolshevik 
Revolution was financed by the American Jew, Jacob Schiff, out 
of the Kuhn-Loeb banking house in New York and further, that the 
war had been stamped, cut, nailed together, sand-papered and 
shellacked by three cut-throat Jew gangs working in racial union 
out of Frankfurt, Paris, and London years before the little kike 
of a Prince shot the Archduke, to order, at Sarajevo. 


Upon arrival at Vladivostok, Russia, he was given 
orders to go into the interior and find out what was happening 
under the guise that he was to ascertain where strong educational 
centers, under Christian auspices, might be located and at the 
same time to acquaint the American people with the true nature 
of Communism behind the scenes. He was given"carte blanche" to 
move anywhere behind the Czech, Japanese and White Russian armies 
from Khabarovsk to Tomsk and he was instructed to take pictures 
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whenever possibile without attracting attention, and if sealed 
papers were turned over to him by any of the persons he was in- 
structed to contact, to bring them out with him. He found him- 
self to be a combination Red triangle Secretary,war corres- 
pondent, espionage agent, secret photographer, canteen proprietor 
and consular courier. He had no official standing beyond the 
khaki uniform that carried the dubious military authority of sec- 
ond Lieutenant, nor could he call on his government for protec- 
tion if he landed in a jam. He traveled over the greater part of 
Siberia until sometime well after the ending of the war and, as he 
writes, "I was there and saw Communism installed before my gaze", 


After spending a summer, autumn and part of a winter 
in various parts of Siberia where he became convinced that the 
Jews were responsible for the horrible sights he had witnessed, 
and having brought out valuable papers and other information to 
the American Consul General at Harbin he returned to Tokyo by 
way of Vladivostok and after a short stay in Japan with his wife 
and upon reaching the decision that there was no longer any use 
to continue on the Missionary expedition on which he originally 
embarked, he and his wife returned to the States. Enroute he 
wrote his first book-length novel, based on his first published 
article "Their Mother", which was now entitled "The Greater Glory". 


Upon returning to St.Johnsbury, Vermont, he found his 
paper, in which he had sold a half-interest when he left, in a 
run down condition and in financial difficulty, The Methodist 
Centenary wanted articles on Missionary work in the Orient; how- 
ever, he was able to convince Dr. Earl S. Taylor that he could 
not conscientiously write the kind of articles he knew they 
wanted and was relieved of this duty; however, at the same time 
he was made to feel that he owed an obligation to the Church and 
his country that he could only attempt to repay by a process of 
enlightenment, This he feels that he is doing at the present 
time. 


Through the summer of 1919 he struggled with "The Cale- 
donian" and its vicissitudes and in order to make ends meet 
wrote more fiction stories. During this period, more than ever, 
he came to feel that his trip into the Orient had been for a 
great purpose, He no longer had an interest in making money 
just for the sake of making money. As he himself explains, he 
felt as though God Almighty had said to him, "You have been just 
playing around, it is now time you applied yourself to other 
pursuits than those which merely advance your seltish interests", 
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In 1920, now thirty years of age, he sold "The Cale- 
donian", went to New York, wrote some more fiction stories, 
made a sudden decision, transferred funds to his wife in Ver- 
mont, packed his bags and left for San Francisco, California. 


After several months in San Francisco where he claims 
he underwent an adjustment in his outlook on life, he returned 
east and was with biswwife_in Brooklyn, New York, when their 
son WILLIAM EARNEST Was-Born, September 23, 1921. While in New 
York héwrote-’Fog" which he claims ran into seventeen printings 
and netted him thirty-six thousand dollars, l 


In the meantime, he had written a story called "White 
Faith", with a religious tenor, which his publishers had re- 
fused to print in book form, but which was later made into a 
movie with Lon Chaney playing the leading role. Asa result 
of this contact, he formed a close friendship with Chaney, wrote 
several movie scripts for, and assisted him in preparing for 
some of his famous character roles. 


Subsequently, during the next seven years he con- 
tinued his fiction writing, although definitely tied up with 
various fields of activity connected with the moving picture ` 
industry. During the latter part of this period he and his 
wife separated, although he did not secure à divorce until 
some fourteen years later. During this seven year period he 
wrote many movie scripts, selling many of them for as much.as 
$10,000.00. Also, during this period he traveled back and 
forth across the country, living most of the time in Greenwich 
Village, New York, He wrote twenty-two stories for Red Book, 
produced his third novel "Drag" and either wrote or supervised 
twenty-one screen productions for compensation of nearly 
$100,000.00. 


During the time he was connected with the movie in- 
dustry writing scripts, etc., he set up and maintained a print- 
ing establishment, The Pelley Press, at 39 West 8th Street, New 
York, New York, This press he used for advertising purposes in 
selling his movie plots. He sold The Pelley Press in 1925 and 
retired to write his third novel "Drag". He was becoming dis- 
gusted with the handling of some of his scripts by what he 
termed the Jewish-controlled moving picture industry. 


Two weeks prior to the breaking of the Teapot Dome 
Scandal, while in Washington ostensibly for the purpose of ob- 
taining material for a movie script which would portray penal 
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conditions for the purpose of correcting them, he met a certain 
Department of Justice man who worked in Mr, Votaw's office, and: 
a newspaper man, who, during a conference lasting several hours, . 
had appraised him of what he terms the Treasury Bond Steal, and 
the purpose of the Federal Reserve Bank set-up, all of which 
chicanery wes being perpetrated by the same pang of international 
Jews who had brought about the World War, He was told to make 
his own investigation of conditions in Washington at the time and 
was furnished important contacts which he claims he has maintained 
until the present time. The information he obtained during these 
few days in Washington, together with what he had already learned 
from his experiences in Russia and later in California, made up, 
as he says, the opening sequence in the gigantic battle which he 
has since waged with alien despoilers and which has continued 
with quickening fury until the present time. 


In the autumn of 1926 he returned to California and 
Look up his residence again at the home of MR, AND MRS. LEON 
Ms SHAM, 553 South Marengo Avenue, Pasadena, California. Here 
hé met MINNIE HELEN HANSMANN, who had been a red cross nurse in 
Siberia just prior to the time he was there, and whom he later 
married. 


Followed several years of varied financial adventures, 
from promoting Hollywood stars, running a chain of restaurants 
and selling real estate until finally in October, 1927, he came 
to the sudden realization that he was getting nowhere in partic- 
ular with his life and decided to make a violent change. He 
consequently settled his financial affairs, looked about for a 
secluded bungalow, found it, bought it and then moved in with a 
few of his worldly possessions, a typewriter and a dog. He 
lived in virtual retirement, and about the first of May, 1928, 
began writing what purported to be a short history of the world, 
which was to be called "The Urge of Feoples", This manuscript 
was never finished for it was during this same month that he 
claims to have experienced the strange spiritual transition of 
which he wrote in his p seven Minutes in Eternity! which 





American Magazine" in 1929. The pub- 
lication of this article created unusual interest and was the be- 
ginning of an entirely new activity on the. part of PELLEY. 


was later published in the ne" in 192 


He wrote this article as a true experience wherein he: 
actually entered life on the other side that passing through the 
door to revelation. He had come to the end of another of his 
life's cycles and was entering on a new one, when this experience 
happened to him. The article referred to appeared in the March 
number of the American Magazine. 
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All subsequent events are easily traceable to the 
publication of this article and are interwoven into the pattern 
or plan upon which and out of which grew PELLEY'S present org- 
anization. 


After several such physic experiences and the publica- 
tion of the above referred-to article, he received thousands of 
queries from people who related similar experiences or who wanted 
to know more about his. 


He discovered that if he relaxed himself and put him- 
self in poised acquiescent mood, someone would come and talk to 
him, as a result of which he was night after night taking down 
documents of the most profound erudition, papers on theological 
origins, papers on cosmic psychics on atomíc energy, on racial 
histories of peoples who had totally passed from the annals of 
men's knowledge. He could not tell were the material was com- 
ing from, for as he states, he had read no such books nor had 
he heard any lectures on this subject. He got together thous- 
ands of pages and the question arose, "What to do with it?" He 
received inspiration and information for a book "Golden Rubbish", 
` which was later published. He was spiritually advised that he 
was to become the leader of a great Christian movement, inter-- 
national in scope. Things began to happen which fulfilled 
prophecies which had been given him before they happened. Having 
asked of those on the other side what he was supposed to do, he 
was informed according to his writings, "We are presenting through 
you and your fellows of Our Order the complete delineation of a 
New World Society, politically, sociologically, and religiously, 
building by à new terminology what is the essence of that new 
Society, not conceived by à few men after their own whims, but 
as conceived by those who are planning the new world state from 
Higher Dimensions of Time and Space ~ — — This concept is two- 
fold in principle, making man to understand his destiny here 
and hereafter, or in other words on both sides of the Veil 
called physical death, for essentially there is but one life 
having these two visis — H, 


He decided that since large numbers of correspondents 
all wanted answers to practically the same queries he could 
best serve them and his purpose by writing his answers in lengthy 
magazine articles and then sending them the magagjefe, So, in 
May, 1930, he brought out the first issue of The lcm Liberator. 
About one year later he began sending out sets of cosmic lessons 
to special small groups, each group being supervised, an in- 
structor. These instructors received the name of ThefLeague of 
Liberators.

From this beginning the origin and. growth of PELLEY'S 
present organization will be explained in detail hereinafter. 


During the course of one of the interviews with Pelley 
he was shown a chart, prepared by the writer, purporting to 
show the origin, growth and present status of the several org- 
anizations sponsored and promoted by himself since the first 
issue of the New Liberator, which was the first outward sign 
that a new movement had been launched with himself as the lead- 
er, the basis for which can be traced directly to his exper- 
ience related in his published article, "Seven Minutes in Eternity", 
and those that subsequently followed the publication of this 
article, He agreed that basically the chart prepared by the 
writer was correct; however, he voluntarily projected a similar 
chart, showing the beginning and ending dates of the various 
organizations, their relationship to each other and how they 
grew into the organizations existing and functioning at the 
present time, particularly The Silver Shirt Legion of America, 
Incorporated, with which we are presently concerned. This 
chart, just as projected by Pelley himself, is being set out 
here at this time.

SILVER SHIRT LEGION OF AMERICA, INC. 
1934-1939 
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Before taking up in detail the origin and organiza- 
tional set-up of instant organization, The Silver Shirt Legion 
of America,7Inc., it is necessary to state that this corpora- 
tion and#Skyland Press, Inc., are the only two live ve corporations. 
operated, by. Pelley! 's organization. At. the. present, time. Both of 
these organizations grew out of “other orgenizations "originally 
set up by Pelley as shown by the chart set out above. The origin, 
_ history and functions of these other organizations, some of which 
were incorporated, while others were not, was set out in the re- 
port of reference dated February 13, 1939, submitted by the writer. 


It is not deemed necessary to restate the information 
contained in the above referred-to chart in as much as most of 
them are no longer in existence at the present time, although 
some people still use the names of various of these organizations 
when writing in for publications or information. B ty, how- 
ever, it can be stated that on January-21; 1931, theftallahad 
Press was, incorporated in the, ie. State, of New, York. and took. ver the 

rinting : of the «monthly. magazine, The Men. ‘Liberator. The Gallahad 
Press” “not “only got out the printing of this monthly magazine, but 
printed other esoteric scripts and lectures. Pelley at this 
time maintained offices both at New York and Washington, D. C, 
After moving to Asheville, North Carolina, PELLEY took up head- 
quarters iri the Woman's Club Building and there opened a training 
scho or persons interested in esoteric teachings, which be- 
ca Se ee College, which was only in existence from n July. ET 
1932.1 Scpkenber. 2, 1972," "The "name -Foundation. Fellowship, was 
given to the group of. students who attended this college. and. who 
later received lectures Dy mail, after the collége” no longer ex- 
isted. Some of the persons who still write in for esoteric lit- 
erature still address their mail careftoundation Fellowship so 
the name is still in existence. The. organization, known..as.-The 
eer Economics, lne., was Ancorporated. in 

the State of. North carolina’, February. 23s 1932, and was created 
for the purpose of “Saniniseering ‘and managing the nümérous in- 
ter-related organizations that Pelley was interested in at that 
time. This corporation has been inactive since 1934» It is now 
extinct and its charter was cancelled as of December 31,1938. 
After Gallahad Press went out, .of.existence, tl through ba SEE 
cations was handled by | private concerns, chiefly by th T 
Press, Heywood Road, Asheville, North Carolina, until sometime 
during the summer of 1937 when Pelley bought his own printing 
machinery and incorporated Skyland Press, Inc., in the State of 
North Carolina. This press was set up at 643-645 Heywood Road, 
Asheville, North Carolina, and handled since that time practically 
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all of the printing of the various publications put out to date 
by Pelley and his organization, the trade name Pelley Publica- 
tions being used in this connection. 


As shown by the chart, the Silver Legion.was an unin- 
corporated organization started by Pelles about. Rebruary--13, 1.9335 
and lasting. until February, AN SE MEC RE T was. superseded-by. 
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which was incorporated 
Ce ; tifica of domestication. for the 
stats"of «North" Cürgliha “having been filed April 28, 1934. During 
the life of the Silver Legion, headquarters were imi ntainsd both 
at Asheville and Los Angeles; however, the Los Angeles headquart- 
ers was done away with at about the same time the Silver Shirt 
Legion of America camé into existence. The two corporations in 
existence at the present time are both closely interwoven and 
operate under the direction of WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY from the 
same he&dquarters, located in the Oteen-Biltmore bank building, 
Biltmore, North Carolina, This building houses the Skyland Press, 
which prints practically all publications put out by the Pelley 
organization, On the front of the building is a sign which 
reads, "PELLEY PUBLICATIONS", On the second floor is a suite 
of offices occupied by PELLEY, the officers of the Silver Shirt 
Legion, Inc., and the staff used In connection with the operation 
of the Skyland Press. 





At this point the information obtained from PELLEY by 
personal interviews and from printed literature regarding instant 
corporation, The Silver Shirt Legion of America, Inc., will be

ORIGIN 


As set out above and in previous reports the Silver 
Shirt Legion~of-America, Inc..,-was-organized.by WILLIAM. DUDLEY 
PELLEY at Asheville, North. Carolina... It was. incorporated first 
as à x Delaware-Corpongtion.on. March Lo. 1934, and fited"certificate of dom- 
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estication as a North Carolina, c: corporation.on-Ápril.28, 1934. The 
original ificorporators and first officers were W. D./PELLEY, ~ 


President or National, Commander; HARRY F. SIEBER, Treasurer or 
Comptroller, and LEEAKOLLIE, Secretary or Registrar. ` 


PELLEY advised, concerning these officers, that Sieber 
was at the time of incorporation treasurer of Gallahad Press, 
and that Kollie was originally from Hawthorne, Delaware, and 
had done organizational work prior to coming into the organiza- 
tion. He stated that when Dickstein put the heat on the organi- 
zation in 1934 both Kollie. and Siebes-dropped.the Silver Shirts 
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like : & hot sotit He stated that ROY ZACHARY and HARRY MARTIN 
took their places and that after the death of MARTIN , A. E. E. 
TALPEY succeeded to his place. He states that ZACHARY AND TALPEY 
are purely nominal officers in order that contributions to the 
Silver Legion may be authorized, 2 


.PELLEY adviséd that his reason for organizing the Sil- 
ver Shirts of America was for the purpose of gathering together. 
a group of militant Christian Americans who would be fighting 

the same thing the first Dies Committee fought and who would 
be prepared to meet the challenge of'Boishevist-conspiring Jews. 
In this connection there is being quoted from page seven of the 
handbook of Silver Shirt procedure entitled "One Million Silver- 
shirts by 1939", the following paragraph: 


- "Now 1938 is come, and the need for a strong and ag- 
gressive forward movement — to consummate the ideals for 
which The Legion was founded ~ is here! The Silvershirt 
Legion is no amateur gesture at patriotism, put together 
theoretically, with job-printing and postage stamps, It 
has a history and tradition behind it. It has weathered 
the fires of six years of the most vicious persecution. 

It has evolved an economic program for the recovery of the 
country that is based on an intimate, inside knowledge of 
just how very bad the true spoliation has become Behind 

the Scenes. It has members in every State in the Union, and 
Posts in most of their principal cities. The Silvershirts 
are the only organized and truly enlightened element in ` 
Ámerica at this moment capable of dealing with the current 
emergency because they know its origin in the most pernicious 
detail!" 


PURPOSE AND AIMS 


Beginning on page eight of the above referred—to hand- 
book, Chapter III "What the Silvershirts Propose to Accomplish" 
there is quoted verbatim the following: 


"That.the humblest aspirant to Silvershirt affiliation 
may know concisely what the Legion is definitely battling 
to consummate, here is the gist of its program at the moment. 
Says Chief Pelley — 


"I PROPOSE, from this date onward, to direct an aggres- 
sive campaign that shall arouse America's Gentile masses to 
& wholesale and drastic ousting of every radical-minded Jew 
from the United States soil! 
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dismiss the Sephardic Jew, Franklin D.dfoosevelt, from the 
office of President of the United States, and discharge 
every agent and attache of the alien oligarchy he has in-

"I PROPOSE to tear out so-called New-Dealism from the 
American political and economic picture, root, trunk, and 
branch, to effect the recall and repeal of the Congressional 
measures known as the Wagner Act, the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, and the Social Security Act — which last has 
put & dishonest tax upon the pay envelope of every American 
workingman and is being utilized to furnish financial re- 
source to à desperate Zionist coterie without which finan- 
cial resource it would plunge to defeat. 


"I PROPOSE to treat personal] with John bleus, 
Robert M.ALaFollette, and Samuel ffiekstein, as three treas- 
onable and surreptitious disruptors of a free Republic, 

to deal with them as common enemies of Constitutionalism, 

to arrest them as soon as possible with Silvershirt backing, 
and after presenting due evidence of their traitorous ac- 
tivities to a Silvershirt jury, to confine them upon convic- 
tion in a Federal penitentiary for the remainder of their 
lives. I shall further effect. such legislative measures as 
may automatically confine with them in the said penitentiaries 
whosoever shall interest himself in their liberation, or 

work for their release upon any premise, 


"I: PROPOSE to effect the ultimate recall of every 
Senator, Congressman, or Federal Justice, whose sympathies 
are shown to lie openly or secretly with New-Deal, Jewish, 
or Communistic interests, to disfranchise them from further 
office-holding or employment in the public business in any 
capacity no matter how trivial. 


"I PROPOSE to effect the full, unintimidated auditing 
of the federal books of the Roosevelt Administration, to. 
ascertain if there have been two sets of such books of ac- 
counts kept in the United States Treasury under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Zionist Jew, Henry Morgenthau, Jr., to determine 
if there has been the slightest illegal use or diversion of 
public moneys, and to visit the full penalties of the criminal 
law on every implicated Roosevelt official if it is reactively 
disclosed that a single dollar of congressionally appropriated 
moneys has been empioyed to further and extend the progress 
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of Jewish Communism or any of its agencies for any expedient 
whatsoever within the public domain from March Ath, 90 to 
the current moment. 


"L PROPOSE to resuscitate American business of the

at no time purporting to copy any dictatorial systems of 
So-called Fascist governments, 
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"I PROPOSE to place all clergymen - of all denomina- v 
tions, including the Jewish ~ all editors and professional XR 
journalists, all radio directors, and all motion-picture 
producers, upon a publicly-paid salary according to their 
reasonable needs and talents, thereby emancipating them 

from inocuous dependency on rapacious private interests, 

or racial or political cliques, and give them full and free 
license to pursue their callings and artistic inspirations 

in any field but that which works toward the alteration or 
subversion of Constitutional government, or Christian 

ethical culture, 


“TI PROPOSE to make the improvident colored people 
south of Mason & Dixon's Line the wards of the Republic, 
under the Department of the Interior, along with all aliens 
or unnaturalized residents, and to consider their activ- 
ities and social control a government responsibility, while 
at the seme time and through the same legislation, emanci- 
pating the North American Indians residing within the 
United States from such present classification and creating 
a specific Cabinet office for an Indian representative in 
the Federal Executive Government — who shall be of Indian 
blood and Indian selection - and generally empowered to ex- 
ecute the welfare of this people throughout the nation. 


"I PROPOSE to restore the office of the President of 
the United States to its former dignity, exclusiveness, and 
sacrosanct prerogative, as traditionally enacted by the 
federal executives from George Washington to Herbert Hoover, 
to return to the Presidential Cabinet the practices and re- 
sponsibilities formerly exercised by Cabinet officers, to 
dispense with all Brain-Trusts and "unofficial advisers", 
to honor from the executive standpoint the responsible 
industrialists of this nation on whose prosperity the 
economic welfare of this people is based, to restrain them 
only in such acts as shall prejudice the interests of 
bonafidely-aggrieved workers, and to consider the United 
States foremost as an industrial nation whose achievements 
in the field of finance and commerce shall be hailed as 
on a par with the highest of the professions or creative 
arts.

non-interference with the activities of citizens insofar 
as can be contrived in the interests of the public welfare, 
instead of rampant paternity that holds the public treas- 
ury as the wealth-cache for the alien and improvident, 


"TO THESE PROPOSALS I declare that I am pledged, and 
to their consummation have I devoted my resource and my 
life! 


"UT invite all fellow citizens of the Christian faith 

— both Protestant and Catholic - natural lovers of the 
sane, the beneficent, and the constructive, to join with 
me in promoting and bringing them to fact. I say unto 
citizens who believe in the tenets of the forefathers: 
'Let us gird up our loins anddeliberately effect them. 
The Declaration of Independence avows to us the right. 
What have we restraining us but the propaganda of our 
country's enemy despoilers? Out with the ruck of them! 
Let us be Christians not afraid to clean the Temple of 
the Hepublic, of the money changers of Iniquity.

"IT IS by no means the program of weaklings or civic 
ignoramusses that is herein proclaimed. All the foregoing 
are definite steps in accomplishment, looking toward the 
induction as necessary of the system of politico-economics 
known as The Christian Commonwealth — whose complete de- 
tails are set forth in the book: No More Hunger. 

"But oe ee Commonwealth system cannot be im- 
pressed upon a great free people overnight. They must

WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY is not only the nominal head 
of the Silver Shirt Legion of America, Inc., having been elected 
President-Commander, as provided in the charter of this organi- 
zation, but is in fact the real head or Chief, having been the 
founder and móving spirit from its inception to the present 
time. He has a large personal following regardless of his con- 
nection with the Silvershirts, and according to his own state- 
ment would have a still larger following should he disband the 
Silvershirts as an organization. elley receives no remunera- 
 tion-as-Chief=of-the-Silvershirts, his -Sole-revenus. being de- 


rived.from the earnings.of, -Skyland Press, Which issues many — 


other periodicals and books besides Legion Hiere: "zs

second in command, has been with the Legion since late 1933. 

He is fifty-three years of age and came to the Legion from Wil- 
mington, Delaware, where he had been founder and director of a 
prominent Delaware casualty corporation. He handles all finan- 
ces and remains at headquarters practically all the time. He ` 
also assists in editing and supervising the printing of the num- 
erous publications printed by Skyland Press. 


now hacuanr, Field Marshal-Registrar, while nominally 
third in command, is in fact PELLEY!S right-hand man, although 
Pelley, when pensonally interviewed, stated that both ZACHARY 
and ERNEST HIAL y UMMINGS were equally trusted with responsibility 
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at headquarters, ZACHARY, as his title implies, is in fact the 
outside, traveling, contact man, or laison officer. He is rarely 
at headquarters; travels almost continuously,. making contacts 
with various workers in the field, and occasionally making 
speeches throughout the country at various meetings. ZACHARY 
is fifty-one years of age and was born near Brevard, North Caro- 
lina. He was prominently identified with the Christian Party in 
the State of Washington in 1936 and with other Legion activities 
on the West Coast since that time. PELLEY advised that ZACHARY 
was practically the only laison man in the country at this time, 
lthough ORVIL OUNDTREE in Seattle, Washington; KENNETH 
ee at Los Angeles, and O uaRirok in Ohio have acted 
in this capacity and continue to do Bo occasionally. 
EARNEST HIAL CUMMINGS, who sometimes travels with 
PELLEY, but who spends most of his time at headquarters, does 
the cartoonist and illustration work for practically all of the 
publications put out by Skyland Press. 


The official heads of the various Posts throughout 
the country have not yet been definitely identified, other than 
the three above-named at Seattle, Los Ángeles and for the State 
of Ohio, and since PELLEY refused to furnish these names, their 
identities will have to be detérmined by further investigation. 
PELLEY'S views in connection with furnishing the names of his 
various leaders, as set out in the above referred-to handbook, 
is being quoted below: 


"It stands to reason that an organization put together 
to combat one of the greatest conspiracies of all time, can- 
not follow the format of the ordinary patriotic or frater- 
nal order. When the average person envisions "organiza- 
tion" — especially on a national basis — he thinks of a far- 
flung pattern of State officials, district and city officers, 
captains, lieutenants, and wardens, each accountable to the 
màn above him and in arbitrary charge of all the men below 
him. In the case of the Silvershirt Legion, such a struc- 
ture would prove its undoing. Spies, subversive workers, 
and agents-provocateur would immediately do their utmost to 
"get" any officer of such a body, and by defecting him - 
especially if his office were a high one - infuse mischief 
and emasculation among the ranks which he governs. Then 
again, the roster of membership of this organization repre- 
sents a serious responsibility, If the names of members be 
promiscuously divulged, it means that agents for the public 
enemy will quickly connect with such persons and vent 
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personal threats upon them. While this is by no means a 
secret Order - in the ordinary understanding of the term - 
it does have to be supervised in such a manner that the 
individual member cannot be personally penalized for his 
patriotic affiliation. It is a type of warfare in which 
the Silvershirt Legion is engaged, and all reasonable pre- 
cautions against the enemy have to be thrown around the 
soldiers fighting it."

MEMBERSHIP 


Qualifications for membership in the Silvershirt organ- 
ization are carefully covered in the handbook under chapter #5 
entitledAMWho Can be Silvershirts". It is therefore being quoted 
verbatim: ic on cn 


"The Silvershirt Legion is distinctive in this, that 
it does not solicit members merely for the sake of having 
numbers in the organization or because there are persons 
scattered about the nation who seek some way to register 
their disapproval of its economic distemper. The Legion 
wants quality of membership, not quantity. Its founders 
and national officers discern the men and women who are 
showing themselves to be true Legionnaires, as the coming 
district and sectional leaders of the country when the 
present predatory order has collapsed and a better program 
has been introduced for the prosperity of the United States 
that is shortly to be. 


"To this end, all Legionnaires, both men and women, 
must first of all be 18 years of age! No matter how eager 
or zealous right-principled youths may be to help uphold 
the traditions of the country, situations are bound to 
arise in the ugly labor in which the organization is en- 
gaged, where cool and seasoned judgment is demanded in 
order not to jeopardize The Legion as a whole. 


"Second, because this is an epochal and historic ges- 
ture to restore America to its Christian Aryan citizens, 
all applicants for Legion membership must be either native- 
born or naturalized citizens of the United States. Only 
people who intend to live in this country and avail them- 
selves permanently of the benefits of the New Order that 
shall be inducted, are considered as having, the zeal and 
fortitude to carry through this fight to its end in splend- 
orful and concrete achievement, If first naturalization 
papers have been taken out, however, it will suffice for 
this eligibility requirement. 


"Third, because this is strictly a Christian-Aryan 
organization and is formed to serve such and no others, 
no one can be taken into The Legion who is of the Jewish 
race, who has Hebrew racial extraction showing in any way 
in his genealogy, who is married to a Jew or Jewess, or 
who is not willing to consider the ethical and economic 
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salvation of Ámerica as being achievable without assistance 
in any form from devotees of Judah, Let it be thoroughly 
understood that this is not a Jew-hating or Jew-baiting 
organization. It does not advocate persecution of the Jew. 
It is firmly set against the practices and ethics of Judah 
in society &s they have been up to this time demonstrated, 
not against the Jew as an individual, particularly if he 

is striving to be a good citizen and disapproves of the 
activities of the spokesman element for the predatory bloc 
amongst his race. Jewish practices and ethics simply stand 
in the way of the Christian-Aryan program which The American 
Silvershirts would effect in the American scene, The Jew 
must be socially emasculated from creating more racial mis- 
chiefs in the economic-political scene. So the founders 

of the Legion have projected an organization with which the 
Jew, as such, simply has nothing to do. The Jew sets up 
similar organizations among his own race from which Chris- 
tian-Gentiles are excluded. No one finds fault with him 
for that, nor do Christian-Gentiles consider such organiza- 
tional privacies to be tainted with any form of race prej- 
udice. By the same token, this chances to be one Gentile 
fraternity demanding the same racial privacy. 


"The uneasy and suspicious Jew, excluded from such an 
arrangement, at once sereeches that this is Naziism, un- 
Americanism, religious and racial intolerance. But the 
Legion leaders refuse to be fooled. The Jew, in the main, 
really wants "in" to such a national order to keep his 
finger on the pulse of it and emasculate its effectiveness 
if sobeit the organization adopts measures altering or ab- 
olishing Jewish ethics for the general good. It might be 
added briefly that the same stipulations prevail in re- 
gard to applicants who are favorable or lenient toward the 
doctrines called Communism. The leaders of The Silvershirt 
Legion have long-since determined that Communism itself is 
Jewish! It is a method conceived by Jews for utilizing the 
industrially disgruntled of the various countries to induct 
a system by which Christians shall be gradually liquidated 
and Judah gain to universal world control, Silvershirts 
learn these truths early in their affiliation with The 
Legion. 


"Fourth, regardless of defamatory statements to the 
contrary chiefly spread by Jews who would thus vent their 
rancor on The Legion for excluding them, Catholics as well 
as Protestants may belong to the organization. The Legion's 
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ranks therefore include at present large numbers of Catholics 
in excellent standing - Legionnaires who have displayed the 
finest exhibits of unquestionably-proven patriotism and 
Christian idealism. Owing to the difficulties involved in 
Post or Council memberships, however, colored people are 
only eligible for membership where individual Fosts or Coun- 
cils so vote, Primarily, none the less, this is a white. 
organization and no aspersions are cast upon the colored 
race by generally keeping it such, 


"Fifth, women as well as men may belong to The Silver- 
shirt Legion, but under new rulings for a reorganized and 
galvanized Legion, necessitated by the complications of the 
hour, Posts are to exist strictly for men. Women have their 
own units, henceforth to be known as Chapels. This ruling 
does not apply to Councils of Safety. Neither does it ap- 
ply to special gatherings in a district called for social 
purposes, or to hear special Legion representatives who may 
appear for the delivery of speeches or the giving out of 
other informative material, Both Posts and Chapels have 
distinct functions to perform in the national program, and 
these divisions are for expediency and efficient accomplish- 
ment e 


"Outside of the five foregoing stipulations, no other 
qualifications for getting into the Legion are of moment. 
The applicant of necessity must be of good moral character 
and reasonably acceptable personally to normal and cultured 
people reared in the American tradition and desirous of 
seeing its tenets and spiritual benefits perpetrated,” . 


With reference to youths belonging to the organization, 
` PELLEY advised when interviewed that at one time he had con- 
sidered establishing a youth organization, but came to the con- 
clusion that persons too young are irresponsible so he decided - 
against it. There is definitely no youth organization, as such, 
at this time. 


He stated that while there was no definite rule against 
negroes, they were just not allowed to become members. 


E: PELLEY advised with reference to women that he had def- 
2. initely tried to discourage women from becoming members of The 

¿ :NSilvershirt organization; that the women in the organization were 
i usually the wives and sweethearts of the men members. Men and 
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women, together, form the study groups while preparing to form a 
Council of Safety, and PELLEY states that when a Post is formed 
the women may then form a separate group known as the Chapel, 
which is simply the woman's auxiliary to the Post. 


The procedure in becoming a member is set out on a 
single sheet printed on both sides and See TO JOIN THE 
SILVERSHIRTS". The gist of the information contained therein 
is as follows: 


The Gentiles must get together for Patriotic purposes, 
in order to prepare themselves for action, the time for 
which is rapidly approaching. The unit provided for in- 
ducting newly interested men and women into Silvershirt 
activities is the Council of Safety or neighborhood group 
of four or more Silvershirts or prospective members, 
organized to receive specific instructions relative to 
the basic issues now confronting America and which is 
designed to prepare the group members for participation 
in constructive activities of Posts or Chapels. A Council 
of Safety may include both men and women, and may be ini- 
tiated or sponsored by a Silvershirt or a prospective 
member, by interesting three or more friends or acquain- 
tances in meeting weekly with him or her in the home of 
one of the group, and sending their names and addresses to 
Legion: Headquarters on the Council Application blank 
provided therefor. — Each sponsor is expected to take 
up and send to Headquarters weekly contributions of at 
least ten cents per group member; in return for which 
we will undertake to furnish Liberations for the group on 
the basis of the contributions received. —— Following 
receipt of the Council Applications, Headquarters will 
furnish each sponsor with nine Council Booklets, under

Hunger",  PELLEY sells thes? books for $1.00 per set of 
four; if purchased separately, they cost $1.25 per set. 


"To help carry the inevitable financial burden of the 
Legion, an enlistment fee of $1.00 is required with each 
enlistment application; - While no membership dues as such 
are required, it does take money to finance the Movement 
sufficiently to make headway against enemy propaganda, and 
as each American comes awake and joins us in the battle for 
Christ and Constitution he should be eager to bear his share 
of the burden, This can be done through weekly or monthly 
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contributions of ten cents or more per week to Asheville 
Headquarters, as dictated by the member's zeal and circum- 
stances." The letter further states that Liberation will 
be furnished in consideration of the weekly contributions; 
that if they are already subscribing to Liberation, the 
extra copy should be given to a neighbor, to arouse inter-

"When there are in à given community twelve or more 
men Silvershirts, who have completed the Council Training, 
they may organize a POST by signing the Charter application

PELLEY also turned over an Enlistment Application which 
is sent in by persons who have completed their study courses and 
required reading and who desire to become members. He also 
turned over what he calls a pocket credential card which is signed 
by PELLEY, if the applicant is considered acceptable, and then 
sent to the applicant, He advised that these enlistment applica- 
tions are carefully checked when they arrive at headquarters and 
if the applicant is accepted the card is issued and the applica- 
tion promptly destroyed, In this connection, it is well to note 
that during the last interview with PELLEY he exhibited an En- 
listment Application which had been sent in, which was filled in 
and bore a photograph of the applicant. He was first asked if the 
serial number on the application had any special significance 
such as indicating the actual number of persons who had made 
application and been accepted, which number, incidentally, was 
well over 8000. To this question he advised that it did not in 
any way indicate the number of applications vhich had been sent 
in, but was only used in order to keep track of the applications 
themselves in order that they might not fall into the hands of 
persons not entitled to have them. In this application, the 
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applicant is asked what his preference of occupation would be 
under The Christian Commonwealth and PELLEY was asked why this 
question was asked if the application is always destroyed as 
soon as the applicant is accepted for membership. He advised 

in answer to this question that the question was only in the. 
application to assist them at headquarters in determining some- 
thing of the applicant's ambitions and reasons for joining the 
organization. It is believed from PELLEY'S attitude and answers 
and the fact that the application exhibited had been at head- 
quarters at least two or three weeks, that he was not being 
truthful regarding the destruction of these filled-in applica- 
tions. This view was further substantiated by informant #4, who 
advised that these applications are kept but that they are 
carefully guarded.

PELLEY advised that there is absolutely no oath taken 
by any member upon joining the Silvershirts at the present time 
and the only pledge taken is that shown in the above set out 
Enlistment Application, which is witnessed by two persons. He 
further advised that in the beginning there was a $10.00 member- 
ship fee, but that because such a fee might tend to keep some 
good men out, who could not afford it, and in order to avoid 
the charge the organization was a racket, living on these $10.00 
fees, all costs connected with joining, except the actual cost 
of the literature needed, was abolished and at the present time 
there is only in existence what is known as a registration fee 
of $1.00. He stated that even this was not absolutely required 
of the person joining, if he did not have it, and that it was a 
fee collected only for the purpose of defraying actual expenses. 
and costs of the nine lessons and the actual expense connected 
with the mailing of same. 


PELLEY further advised that in the beginning members 
were required to furnish themselvés with the regulation uniform 
of the Silvershirts, but that this requirement has not been in. 
effect since 1936, except that the Silver Shirt with the red 
letter "L" over the left breast is still required. He states 
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his organization does not sell the shirts or the letter "L" 
that should be placed thereon. Any grey dress shirt will do 
and the letter "L" may be made of any red cloth, cut to the 
pattern of the "L" printed on the back of every issue of 
"Liberation" magazine. 


As to the actual membership of the Silvershirt Legion, 
PELLEY could only hazard a guess for he insists that he keeps 
no list of actual members. He stated that he could only estim- 
ate the number of actual members by figuring up the number of 
Posts and Chapels throughout the country and then again estim- 
ating the strength of these various Posts and Chapels. He ex- 
plained that there were many members who were not presently ` 
connected with a Post, but who were still members of Councils 
of Safety. He stated that about a year and a half ago he 
made such an estimate and figured that there were.150,000. people, 
actively interested. in.-the. Silvershirts.and. that he believes 
this figure to be about the-same, .at the present fime. He ` 
further stated that he believes, however, that over one million 
support his principles at the present time and that the people 
would manifest themselves if there was trouble of any kind. 


In support of this contention he stated that his organization 
put out over two million pieces of literature last year. With 
reference to this million men PELLEY said he did not wish to 
convey the idea that he was blowing off, but that potential 
support would be a good term to use in describing this million 
people. Once a Silvershirt, always one unless a person proves 
discredit to the organization,

PELLEY stated there are posts in 22 states; that there 
are practically no posts in the South; but many individual Coun- 
cils of Safety. ' 


While PELLEY refused to name the cities where these 
Posts were located, he stated, as a tip, that Posts are located 
in the principal cities of each state and that the Legion will 
be found strongest where Communists are strongest. He stated 
that Posts will vary from 25 to 1000 men. Average size for a 
post would be around 200, plus 200 women in the Chapel 
iary. l A EE gen 
He stated there are about one third as many Chapels 
as there are Posts, usually where the largest posts are, 
Chapels are mostly in Washington, Oregon, Michigan and Ohio. 
Participation of women is largely local as PELLEY pays little 
attention to the women. 


With reference to membership in the Councils of Safety, 
PELLEY advised that as an estimate he would state that there 
were between 500 and 1000 such Councils, averaging from 25 to 
30 persons in attendance, which would make the number of persons 
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attending these meetings run between 12,500 and 31,000. He 
stated that he believed there were at least 500 councils of 
safety holding study meetings at the present time. 


Summing briefly the situation regarding membership 
in the Silvershirt Legion, PELLEY advised that certain of his 
followers were of the type that liked to belong to an organiza- 
tion and that it was these persons that made up the members 
of the organization, while there were many others who were 
entirely in sympathy with his teachings, who did not wish to 
belong to an organization, as such, and consecuently they re- 
main in the background. He stated that the present trend of 
his followers was against belonging to the Silvershirts or any 
other organization and that he therefore believed that should 
he disband his Silvershirts, as an organization, he could im- 
mediately triple his personal following. 


In view of the fact that PELLEY declined to furnish : 
the exact location of all Posts, Chapels or Councils of Safety, 
or the names of the active leaders of such groups, it was 
deemed advisable to include in this report a list of names of 
persons and firms known to have corresponded with the PELLEY 
organization at Asheville, North Carolina, during a certain 
period of time recently. There is no way of knowing how many 
of the persons listed thereon are actual members of the Sil- 
vershirts; however, the list is set up so as to show the number 
of times, if more than one, that such person communicated dur- 
ing this period and it is therefore believed that a check of 
this list will materially assist in locating the leaders to 
be interviewed in the district covered by each office. This 
list is set up later in this report. 


ORGANIZATION AND STRUCTURE 


CORPORATE POWERS, BY-LAWS, 
RULES AND REGULATIONS. ` 


Investigation has disclosed that the Silvershirt Le- 
gion of Ámerica, Inc., was incorporated in the State of Delaware 
and later that Application for Domestication was filed in the 
State of North Carolina on April 23, 1934. Since the original 
charter filed in Delaware has not yet been secured and since it 
is believed that the Application for Domestication, a copy of 
which is on file in this office, is identical, it is therefore 
being set out below in full:

CERTIFIGATE OF INCORPORATION 


"WE, THE UNDERSIGNED, in order to form a corporation for 
the purposes herein stated, under and pursuant to the’ provisions 
of an Act of the Legislature of the State of Delaware, entitled 
"An Act Providing a General Corporation Law" (approved March 10, 
1899) and the acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, 
do hereby certify as follows: 


"I, The corporate name is SILVER SHIRT LEGION OF AMER- ` 
ICA INC. 


"II. The location of the principal office of the corp- 
oration in the State of Delaware, is 927 Market Street, in the 
City of Wilmington, County of New Castle, and the Corporation 
Guarantee and Trust Company is designated as the statutory a- 
gent therein, and in charge thereof, and upon whom process a- 
gainst the corporation may be served. 


"III. The objects for which the corporation is estab- 
lished are primarily:

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"b. To establish, supervise, and control subordinate 
districts and units for the promotion of activity and education 
of the principles of the corporation in various communities. 


"C. To carry on its purposes and activities in any of 
the States or parts of the United States, and to have one or more 
offices therein, and therein to hold, purchase, let, mortgage and 
convey real and personal property, except as and when forbidden 
by local laws. 


"IV. The corporation shall be supported by annual or 
other dues of its members, by voluntary contributions, endow- 
ments, fees or otherwise, or by the transaction of any business 
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that the Board of Directors may deem advisable for the best in- 
terests of its members, 


"Y, This corporation shall be a non-profit membership 
corporation and shall have no capital stock. The membership of 
said corporation shall first be composed of all of the incorp- 
orators who shall adopt the By-Laws, and after the adoption of 
the By-Laws the membership shall include such other persons as 
may be accepted or elected from time to time, in such manner and 
upon such conditions as the By-Laws of the Corporation may provide, 
and members of the corporation may be suspended or expelled for 
Such cause or causes and in such manner as the By-Laws of the 
corporation may provide. 


"VI. The corporation shall be managed by a Board of

The members of The General Staff and the 
officers shall be elected to hold office for a term of ten

fiscal and business affairs of the corporation. The General

"Every foreign corporation before being permitted to do 
business in this State, insurance companies excepted, shall file

MOM MM. 
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PELLEY, after much hesitation, made available a copy 
of the By-Laws, originally formulated, and explained that his 
hesitation in making same available was occasioned by the fact 
that this document was archaic and has not been generally fol- 
lowed since 1934. It is, therefore, not deemed advisable to 
set them out in this report; however, photostatic copies have 
been made and are being furnished the Bureau with the original 
copy furnished by PELLEY. 


PELLEY advised, with reference to the Accolade Service, 
and Committee Manual, à copy of which has previously been furn- 
ished the Bureau, that this manual first was published in 1923 
and consisting of thirty-one pages and which purports to give 
the ritual to be followed at Post meetings and the Committee 
set-up, was never at any time followed closely, and is not now 
used, having been supplanted by the handbook or Manual prev- 
iously referred to and entitled "One Million Silvershirts by 
1939". He further advised that this handbook or Manual, which 
is now in existence, comprises such rules and regulations as 
are in effect at the present time. 


The organization at National Headquarters, which is 
presently located in the Oteen-Biltmore Bank Building, Biltmore, 
North Carolina, is peculiar in that while this is in fact the 
headquarters for the Silver Shirt Legion of America, Inc., due 
to the fact that PELLEY, &s Chief, maintains his office in 
this building, it is in reality the headquarters for the entire 
PELLEY organization, which includes the Skyland Press and its 
printing facilities which are used in getting out practically 
all of the various PELLEY publications. The active officers 
of the Silvershirts are also either officers or otherwise con- 
nected with the management and operation of Skyland Press. The 
writer has been informed, and it is entirely possible, that 
some of the persons employed in the printing and sending end 
of the Skyland Press operations, are not actually members of the 
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Silvershirts, but fall in that class of persons known as sympa- 
thizers. The names of all persons presently employed at head- 

quarters have been set out in previous reports and are not be- 

ing referred to again at this time. 


i The building housing the PELLEY organization at the 
present time is reputed to have cost $79,000.00 to build and 
PELLEY advised that he had recently purchased the same for 
$20,000.00, with a $500.00 down payment, and with the privilege 
of paying out the balance during the next ten years. 


PELLEY advised that in the beginning it was planned 
to set up certain Divisional Headquarters which were intended 
to supervise the Posts and Chapels in their respective divisions 
and to further act as a link between these groups and National 
Headquarters, but that this plan was never put into effect for 
the reason that these duties were taken over by laison men, 
chief of whom is ROY ZACHARY, who carries the title of Field 
Marshal. 


Information concernine the organizational structure 
and duties of the Posts, Chapels, Councils of Safety and other 
groupings of the Silvershirts is completely covered by the 
handbook or Manual above referred to. The sections pertinent 
thereto, with their titles, are being quoted verbatim: 


"HOW ER LEGION IS CONSTRUCTED 


"Over a more or less hectic six-year sequence, the men 
who. have. founded and directed the destinies of The Legion 
have been experimenting and perfecting à pattern for units 
of Silvershirts in assembly, and for the facile operation 
of such units in a national crisis where their services may 
become requisite, As this is the only organization of its 
kind in the nation, so it requires an internal construction 
and supervision that is not patterned on any other type of 
existent body. When The Legion was first projected it was 
cast into units by States and cities, with a.directorate 
of officers over each. But time demonstrated in practise 
that a different system had to be evolved and adopted. The 
vicious un-American persecutions which The Legion and its 
officers have suffered from its enemy-blocs in the Senate, 

: Congress, and elsewhere, call for a simpler and more di- 
rect rapport in future between Headquarters and all types 
of field units in the hinterland area. With the national 
announcement that the Silvershirt Legion is now going out 
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after a million new recruits, it becomes imperative to give 
Pull notice and descriptiens of measures and expedients 
being embraced as of April 14, 1938 for the more facile 
and adroit execution of the maneuvers that lie ahead, 

p "The new Silvershirt Legion is henceforth to be dis- 
tinguished for three types of field units — 


N Councils of Safety 
City or County Posts 
Vigilante Encampments 


"he Council of Safety is the first and simplest. unit. 
of Legion organization; Past experience has shown that 
merely because certain good and zealous Americans may have 
made application to be Silvershirts, and had their appli- 
cations passed by the proper officers at Headquarters, it ' 
by no means follows that they are sufficiently erudite in 
the aims, purposes, or action-technique of the fraternity 
as a whole, to proceed at once to the creation and direc- 
tion of Posts. 


"It is a serious and responsible thing to do — to at- 
tempt the organization of a Silvershirt Post and conduct 
it in such a manner that it will be effective, well-behaved, 
efficient, and enhance the prestige of the whole national 
organization. It calls for a certain amount of special 
education in the wiles and subversions of the adversary, 
a thorough knowledge of how The Legion is expected to arrive 
at its objectives, and a congregation of Silvershirts large 
enough to make positive and drastic whatever measures it 
undertakes, 


"In that this is so, ruthless experience has shown 
the wisdom of directing the newly-accepted Silvershirt to 
proceed to gather about him & Council of Safety. .Three or 
more Silvershirts in a given locality may proceed to the. 
formation of a Council. This unit may be có be composed of both 
men and Women Silvershirts but it is advisable not to per- ^ 
mit the number. of. members" to "exceed “twenty-five. These 
Countils meet weekly. or bi-wesk1y" in one of the members! 

— homes... The motivating Silvershirt: who brings such a Council 
together and carries on. its business with the Staff at 
Headquarters, is known as the Council's Sponsor.

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"The duties and activities of these officers and com- 
mittees will be found fully described further along in this 
Manual. The altered character of these Committees is based 
on specific maneuverings which The Legion.is now to embark 
upon, with a national economic crisis so close at hand.

. is unobtainable, Fuller description of them does not belong 
in this booklet. 


"What does belong in this manual, however, very much so, 
is the new pattern for executive direction of all Council, 
Post and Chapel units - meaning the directing field person- 
nel. 


"Over the six years that have passed since The Legion 
was organized, it has been disclosed time and time again that 
the most effective and satisfactory performance was the 
order where staffs of superior State officers couid be dis- 
pensed with insofar as possible, and all units tied directly 
into National Headquarters. Silvershirt Field Units are not 
unlike nations in this: thst those sections are governed 
best that are governed least,  Bevies of State officers 
running hither and yon - usualiy at the expense of the lay 
Silvershirts — questioning each others! territorial juris- 

` dictions, frequently duplicating efforts and sectional vig- 
ilance, have wrought more confusions than they have improved 
morale. Here and there an efficient leader has been found, 
capable of controlling a State, But this in turn has 
necessitated extensive and expensive motoring - the results 
of which might have been attained much more mE 
by. the RE to be adopted henceforth — 
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"Without the slightest implication of casting asper- 
sions on the past capacities or results of any State or 
regional leader, it is now Chief Pelley's prerogative to 
cancel as of April l4th, 1938, the appointments and com- 
missions of ali State and sectional officials serving over 
Posts or any other congregations of Silvershirts - excepting 
Posts! officers - and to declare the same henceforward null 
and void. 


"All these loyal and capable officials who have hither- 
to been field officers over Silver Legionnaires, regardless 
of title or territory, will have received ere this book 
reaches the great mass of the lay Silvershirts about the 
nation, new appointments — and printed credentials confirm- 
ing appointments — as Liaison Officers in their immediate 
or specified territories for Chief Pelley or Marshal Zach- 
ary personally. 


"In other words, now that The Silvershirt Legion is 
getting down to public action, and a great national upset 
looms in whose suppression the Legionnaires will obviously ` 
play no small role, Chief Polley and Marshal Zachary pro- 
pose to handle the national mobilization of the Legion, 
the direction of the activities of Posts, and contacts 
with Councils of Safety by a far-flung system of Liaison 
officials, all on a par with one another insofar as’ rank 
is concerned, but each delegated by the Chief or the Marshal 
to do specific things. 


"In most territories where Posts and Councils are 
functioning normally, but one Liaison officer, in the nature 
of an overseeing contact man, will be used. In territories 
where there may be need for several different kinds of offi- 
cials, there may bo several, But they shall be held at all 
times as special messengers and agents for the Chief, and 
be aclnowledged and accredited on such basis. Each such 
Special Officer will carry a Liaison Certificate, describ- 
ing minutely what the Chief looks to him to do. They shall 
not be regarded as officers of graded rankings but as co- 
ordinators of the Silvershirts and their Council Sponsors 
or Post Officials within specified territories. Such a 
system of national and State liaison men has the practical 
effect of tying all units and groups directly into Head- 
quarters, and putting the whole great organized force of 
The Silvershirts directly and simply under its commanding 
dignitaries — for efficient performance and quick: execution." 
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"WHAT THE COUNCILS OF SAFETY ARE 


"AS AFORESAID, the Councils of Safety are to be consid- 
ered henceforth the first step in Silvershirt organization, 
They are little private knots of Silvershirts, meeting weekly 
or semi-monthly in the home of the person who brings them to- 
gether, sponsors them, keeps them knit together and vitally 
interested in Silvershirt progress. Three or more Silver- 
shirts may form a Council. The Council may include both 
men and women, as in the first stages of the Legionnaire's 
activity, his wife may be as interested in the movement as 
he, 


"The would-be leader of a Silvershirt unit in.a given 
locality first addresses Headquarters, announcing his in- 
tention of starting a Council and listing the names of the 
people who propose going into Legion activity with the 
Council as the starting-point. If these are new Silver- 
shirts who have never before been in the organization and 
know little about it, they will be accepted upon a cadet 
basis, although that name is not officially applied to them, 
Their enlistment applications will be placed on fiie at 
Headquarters and ad interim Pocket Credentials will be des- 
patched to them, through their Sponsor. Forthwith, they 
will proceed to the weekly meetings of the Council and re- 
ceive from such Sponsor a series of books and tracts, giving 
the vital information that is essential to every Silvershirt. 
At each succeeding meeting of the Council, the Sponsor will 
interrogate each member in turn, regarding the text in what 
he has been allotted for the most careful absorption. There 
&re certain vital fundamentals of this national bedlam that 
the recruit must have at his tongue's end - 


"1, He must know the main essentials of the booklet, 
The Hidden Empire — particularly the new edition just edited 
by Chief Pelley - and be able to answer intelligent questions 
put to him about it. 


"2. He must know the contents of the book The World 
Hoax in order to thoroughly understand why the Silvershirts 
are so adamant in their stand against Jewish Communism. 
Again and again Silvershirts are challenged by well-meaning 
Communist dupes as to their unfair objectives — unfair, that 
is, in the estimation of the said dupe, striving to better 
himself by supporting the Communist Party.  Silvershirts must 
know precisely how to answer such dupes, and speak with 
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authority when pointing out to them how their so-called 
Labor leaders are hoodwinking them or being hoodwinked 
themselves. This sort of knowledge is terribly essential. 


"3, They must know and be able to refer facilely to 
The#Protocols of the Elders of Zion. No matter if the Jews 
do dall tHem-"fergerres'" the average Silvershirt must be 
able to have à working knowledge of them and be able to bring 
their obvious megalomaniacal features to the attention of 
every Jew-defender who may challenge him or try to halt him. 
The Silvershirts, it must be remembered, expect to bring in 
an order of things here in America in which the Jew as hum- 
anity knows him today, has no part. The humblest lay member 
of the Legion in the country must be able to explain exactly 
why Chief Peliey takes the attitude he does and asks evéry 
true Silvershirt to back him up in it. 


"4. Every Council member should be thoroughly familiar 
with the booklet: No More Hunger, setting forth in a story 
quite as interesting as any novel the fundamentals of the 
better economic order that shall be introduced on the heels 
of & complete collapse of the present predatory Jewish sys- 
Lem, ' 


"But knowing the contents of these four essential 
Legion handbooks is not all, It must be made absolutely 
clear to the novice Silvershirt exactly why such a national 
vigilante body as the Silvershirts is necessary, why the 
Post formations have to be what they are, what is expected 
of Legionnaires after they are admitted into Posts, what 
Legionnaires can and cannot do when they have gotten their 
Post credentials and are fully entitled to wear the Red L. 
When a man enters a Silvershirt Post hereafter, he must know 
exactiy why he is there, what is expected of him, what forms 
of espionage work are done to weed out the spies and mis- 
chief-workers, what different Post officials are supposed 
to do in their relations with the public authorities, what 
is expected of the many Silvershirts concretely in aiding 
as individuals to set up the Christian Commonwealth, 


"All this training he should get in his Council! 


"On the other hand, there may be hundreds, ànd perhaps 
"thousands, of men who are not in an economic position to 
come out openly and fearlessly as members of a public Post. 
They are no less good Silvershirts, but for entirely legi- 
timate reasons of their own they may not be able to appear 
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as Silvershirts until the Great Crisis has been precipitated 
and the Rightist forces of this nation may need man-power. 
The Councils of Safety are then Councils of Safety for such 
then, indeed. It is not obligatory on them that they shall 
quit their Councils at any stated time and get into a Post. 
On the other hand, every community has its quota of those 
righteously indignant citizens who are tired of docility, 
tired of inactivity in the face of the prevalent political 
lechery, If such yearn for action by all means they can 
have it - leaving a Council for action in a Post. But even. 
in connection with a Post, it must be controlled and intel- 
ligent action, else the whole movement is brought to dis- 
grace and its objectives defeated. It must be organized 
action based on an intelligent knowledge of the factors 
being challenged. 


"Any further details about the formation or conduct 
of Councils will be supplied Sponsors on application to 
Headquarters," 


"TRE POSTS FOR MEN 


"The organized local unit of the Silvershirt Legion 
for men, is the Post! 


"Posts of The Legion first were outgrowths of Assemb- 
lies for the previous League for the Liberation - a semi- 
religious organization that was projected by Chief Pelley 
in 1930 for the study of Esoterics. Leaders of these groups 
- which numbered 476 throughout the whole nation at the 
time The Legion was announced — were known as Chaplains. 

It was upon this great body of spiritual-minded folk that 
Chief Pelley first called, for organizers of The Legion. 


"This procedure had both its good and bad points. It 
started The Legion off with a personnel of highly-idealistic 
and spiritually-minded adherents, but on the other hand, it 
did carry over many of the esoteric and religious fixations 
of the League into The Legion. As time went on, however, 
the nature of The Legion exercising strictly in economic 
and patriotic fields was demonstrated, and naught but part 
of the nomenclature remained. Even this has caused much 
confusion in the public mind, however, and now with plans 
under way for an entirely aggressive body, galvanized afresh 
to treat with the problems of the current hour, final alter- 
ations even in this terminology must be ordered. 
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"Nor are changes in the nomenclature of The Legion all 
that must now be considered. 


"Up to the present time throughout the country, Posts 
have included.both | men and .women Silvershirts. "1 This was 
suitable to The Legion! 5 purpose so long as its Work was 
mainly educational. With theeducational part of The Le- 
gion's work now being arranged-for in the Councils of 
Safety, and the men of The Legion facing possible strong- 
arm vigilante duties in the field where it is impractical 
for women to be needlessly exposed, separate units for 
men and women are now imperative! 


"Therefore, be eginning with-the-month.of. A] April, 1938, 
the women of The.Legion. are requested. to-withdraw. from all.

"Nine or more male Silvershirts, -.who have oon ac- 
cepted into. the. national organization ‘and. who..are..entitled 
to wear the Red L, may. form.a Post by ‘filling out the 
membership blank provided. for the purpose, listing the 
National Numbers of the members who propose to cónstitute 
its original membership. This blank provides for desig- 
nation of the particular and exclusive name by which the 
Post is going to be known. Names of great forefathers, 
historical locations that may be in the vicinity, or other 
titles that perpetuate some form of the American tradition, 
are recommended for this purpose. 


"Forthwith there will come back from Headquarters a 
duly executed and signed Charter, authenticating that Post, 
which should be hung behind the Speakers' rostrum, or in 
some equelly prominent place, if the Post have a permanent 
home, and in the possession of the Scribe if it does not. 


"The Post, at its first formal Muster — as Post gath- 
erings are called - should then proceed to the election of 
three major officers -

"Services for the opening of a Post, and the induction 
of these officials into office, will be found in the first 
of the Post Booklets, giving programs for the 26 semi-monthly 
meetings of the Post throughout the year, 


"Three Committees will be elected next by the Post 
members at this first meeting - à; 


"INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE — whose function it shall be 
to investigate all persons applying for Post membership, 
examine their past histories and racial extractions, make 
certain they are fully conversant with the aims and ideals 
of the National Legion and have possessed themselves of a 
working knowledge of the four books enumerated for the 
study of the Councils. The members of this Committee are 
colloquially known within the Post as the "I-Men" getting 
their designation from the Capital Letter "I" in "Investi- 
gation". This Committee shall also sit as a jury.on hear- 
ings petitioned by members, to hear charges of disloyalty, 
adversary-espionage, or conduct unbecoming & Silvershirt 
on the part of any member, It shall conduct such hearings 
behind closed doors, and if it is found that such suspi- 
cions are warranted, it shall - with the confirmation of 
the three Post officers — request Headquarters to cancel 
the credentials and national numbers of such persons, and 
its findings, subscribed to by the said Post officers, 
shall be accepted for such cancellation by Headquarters. 


"DIPLOMACY COMMITTEE — whose function it shall be to 
have official charge of all relations of the Post with 
the public. This means not only meeting representatives 
of the Press, but also uninformed and ofttimes hostile 
people who apply to the Post for information as to either 
enemy spoliation of the nation or details of what The 
Silvershirts propose to achieve in the face of it as an 
organization. It also has as part of its duties the hand- 
ling of all publicity and advertising about public rallies, 
entertainments, or speech-making events that advance Sil- 
vershirt principles. This Committee must be chosen for 
an especially discreet and astute personnel inasmuch as 
the success or failure of The Legion in a given community 
must rest upon the good will or hostility of the public es 
the result of its endeavors. Members of this Committee 
are known as "D-Men" within the Post, from the initial 
for "Diplomacy" ... 
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"ESPIONAGE COMMITTEE — whose function it shall be to 
do special work within the territory which the Post serves, 
of an Espionage nature, both for the Post members and for 
the national officers of the organization. Henceforth a 
great grim business must be made of ascertaining the strength 
of the Public Enemy in each locality, what local people are 
advancing the spoliation, wittingly or unwittingly, what 
organizations are operating within the locality to defeat 
the aims and purposes of The Legion, and what accomplishments 
are being arrived at, to bring a disastrous revolution 
closer. At times the Headquarters Staff is going to call 
on the members of this Committee to act as its agent-arm lo- 
cally in connection with litigation that may be precipitated 
from out of the nation's Capital. This Committee must make 
regular reports of enemy activity to the Post at least once 
a month, that Silvershirts may be kept in accurate touch 
with prevalent rascalities working to their detriment in 
their local districts. 


"Each of these Committees shall consist of from three 
to seven members, depending upon the size of the Post and 
the numbers of members to be so serviced! 


"Committees are to be selected from the membership by 
secret ballots being taken after the election of officers 
of each Post and Chapel, upon which ballots the various 
members specify the Committee on which they feel best cap- 
able of serving. Upon the tally of these ballots, the 
officers will then declare for a recess and withdraw, to 
make up the slate of such Committees for Post or Chapel 
confirmation, In the event of & vacancy occurring during 
the life of a Committee, it shall be filled by appointment 
from the Chair in the next Post or Chapel meeting, after 
consultation with the two remaining officers as an advisory 
board. 


"Special instructions for the conduct of Post meetings 
and the programs and procedures 8t such, will be forthcom- 
ing from Headquarters after & Post has been chartered, in 
the form of à series of 26 Post Booklets that will be sent 
to the Post Commanders for such purposes. These are being 
so arranged thet all members of the Post have duties of 
some form to execute and report upon.  Despatches from the 
Commander of the whole Legion will arrive from time to time 
elucidating exactly what the National Staff is doing to co- 
ordinate the work and man-power of all the Posts, so that in 
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time of real upset there may be an effective unison of ef- 
forts of the Legionnaires across the whole nation. This’ 
especially holds true if a need for wholesale vigilante 
work arises. 


"Detailed procedures for the conduct and duties of 
Post members do not belong in this General Menual, meant 
as instructions for the setting up of local units only 
and an understanding by new Legionnaires as to 'what the 
Legion is all about.' 


"It is a condition of Legion membership that each 
Silvershirt possess his own personal Legion Ensign - a 
flag of pure white, as per dimensions and instructions 
that will come to him with his Certificate. At each off- 
icial meeting of the Post, each member must bring this 
Ensign for decoration of the premises in semi-circle 
about the rostrum. Each Post shall provide itself with 
a large-size American flag, and a Post Ensign of similar 
dimensions, in addition to the ensigns of attending Sil- 
vershirts. No Post meeting is allowable without the 
displaying of the Post's American flag behind the Commander's 
chair! There can be exception to this rule. No transac- 
tion of Post business is official without the exhibit of 
this flag. All Post meetings shall open with the singing 
of Onward, Christian Soldiers, and close with the first and 
last verses of the Battle Hymn of the Republic."

When it arrives, 
the same procedure follows as applies to Posts. All offi-. 
cers of a Chapel —however, are women, They have / herr: 
Commander. thei their Almoner,.. and their Scribe... Their Commit- 
tees “are different however, ås. “will be "presently described, 
Women Silvershirts &nd Chapel Members are not required to have 
their individual Ensigns like the men, inasmuch as the pos- 
session of an Ensign is stipulated because of the need for 
them later in parade or demonstration purposes, which it is 
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not obligatory for women to participate in. Women Silver- 
shirts, however, do have a most vital role to play in the 
activities and history of The Legion, and it is in order 
that they may serve the Movement with graciousness and 
lack of embarrassment that the division as between men and 
women has been made. 


"Understand, that the Chapels are no longer Women's 
Auxiliaries to the men's Posts - although the most facile 
cooperation is supposed to maintain between the two units. 
They are independent units, reporting directly to Head- 
quarters, precisely like the Posts, with their own special 
efforts to give to the Movement in their localities, and 
separate objectives to reach, This special work is large- 
ly epitomized in the functions of the Chapel Committees. 
These Committees are as follows -— 


"INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE — whose function it shall 
be to investigate all women applying for Chapel Membership 
whose husbands are not duly-accredited Post members — and 
sponsoring those whom they shall pass upon, to the General 
- Staff at Legion Headquarters. They, like the members of 
the Investigstion Committee of the Post, shall be known as 
the "I-Women" and before them shall come petitions for the 
cancellation of any Credentials by Headquarters as has been 
previously described for Posts. 


"YOUTH'S COMMITTEE — Up to the present time in Legion 
affairs there has been an unceasing demand for some sort 
of instruction in the fundamentals of Silvershirt object- 
ives that’ could be, and would be, supplied to growing boys 
and girls, altering the pernicious ideas they are receiving 
from a filthy and perverted press, salacious movies, and 
Jewish-Communist teachers in the public schools, as to what 
the American tradition truly comprises and what the better 
ethical culture should be for discriminating youngsters to 
have brought to their attention. To the Women's Chapels 
of the Silvershirt Legion henceforth is to be delegated 
this highly important branch of Silvershirt affairs. A 
"Youths! Committee," made of women with the instinctive 
maternal flare for teaching, is henceforth to head up 
this decided departure in The Legion work. Cases of par- 
ticularly offensive movies, immoral or subversive period- 
icals, and instances of seditious instruction on the part 
of school officials, are to be brought before this Committee 
for action by the Chapel. Children's meetings and Youth's 
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outings are to be arranged for by this Committee and spon- 
sored by the Chapels, men speakers and sponsors being 
secured as necessary or expedient from the Posts. Details 
of this Committee's work will be prepared in Special Des- 
patches out of Headquarters and supplied to Chapels and 
Youths' Committee members. Those serving on this highly 
vital Committee will be designated as "Y-Women", . 


"MERCY COMMITTEE - Times are at hand when a more in- 
tensive attention must be paid by an appropriate element 
in the Legion to cases of acute distress, personal diffi- 
culties encountered by Legionnaires! families - particularly 
in times of bereavement - and dilemmas which Silvershirts 
encounter by reason of giving their allegiance to The Sil- 
vershirts. A group of intelligent and discriminating 
women out of every Legion unit should be promptly consti- 
tuted to give attention to such cases and determine in what 
practical manners The Silvershirts can help. This does not 
mean an officious meddling in personal affairs of members, 
finding jobs for the jobless, or shepherding the impro- 
vident, It. means that when Silvershirts encounter insur- 
' mountable obstacle — instances where the compassion of the 
whole Legion is aroused, there should be the proper Com- 
mittee to quietly and unobtrusively investigate the cir- 
cumstances and report on them first to the Chapel, whose 
officers will then confer with the officers of the Post 
for such remedial aid as it may appear expedient and prac- 
tical for Silvershirts to give. Members of this Committee 
shall be known as the "M-Women" . . In time of revolutionary 
upset, if Silvershirts become an integral part of a counter- 
revolutionary force, the activities of this Committee shall 
be expanded to constitute an Ambulance-Hospitalization 
Corps. Details of such activity will be contained in Spec- 

ial Despatches direct to Chapels. - 


"HOSTESS COMMITTEE — At stated intervals, it is the 
suggestion of the General Staff that combined gatherings 
of a social nature be held as between Posts and Chapels, 
particularly so when national speakers are visiting a 
"garrison" . . There must be a Standing Committee on arrange- 
ments for such affairs, to handle invitations, act as hos- 
tesses, and otherwise do the "housewifery" of the garrison 
for the time-being. On this Committee should serve too, 
those capable of stenography or secretarial-invitational 
work. The success of such projects should fall within the 
province of the Legion women and this Hostess Committee is 
therefore one of the most important in the Chapel. 
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“There are other services and duties devolving upon the 
Silvershirt Chapéls which will be expounded in more intimate 
despatches. The foregoing Standing Committees, however, are 
all that need.be arranged for in the organization of & Chapel. 
As fast as these Chapels are formed and chartered, and become 
sizable enough so that an itinerary can be planned among 
them, they will be visited by special women speakers, who 

: will counsel them in cooperating to the fullest extent with 
the features of this revitalized Legion program, 


"Phe Women's Committees in the Chapels are not limited 
as to numbers like those in Posts. They should be so ad- 
justed that each member of & Chapel is included upon one of 
them." l

PELLEY advised, as previously referred to, that there 
was another class of persons who could become members of 
the Silvershirts without going through the procedure set 
out above or who may not in any way be or become affil- 
iated with any of these groups. These are usually prom- 
inent or outstanding persons known to PELLEY, or some of the 
leaders, personally. Some of these persons may live or 
operate in a community where there is an active Post or 
several Councils of Safety, and yet not know or be known 
to the members of these groups.

He denied that 
E a there was any | storage or concentration of arms for. .Silver-^ 
x Shirt m (t purposes. He “stated that such arms or ammunition as 
: "may be possessed by Silvershirts, were personally—owned 
e and were for private and lawful use, He explained. that it was 
Fd not necessary for the Silvershirts to be armed, as an.org-, 
e | anization, fo forthe reason that when. the use of arms might _ 
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become necessary.- the Silvershirts would be deputized by what- 


ever group of officials, such as Stats Police, that they might 
happen to be working with at the time and would then be supplied 
with such arms and ammunition as may be needed to meet the emer- 
gency then existing. 


At this point it might be well to state that PELLEY 
was questioned regarding his previous statement to the effect 
that he had thouzbt of disbanding, the Silvershirts as an organ- 


ization, fie stated ` that he had been turning this thought. over 


in his mind for some timé but had not yet reached a definite 


decision. He stated that he has learned a lot during the last 


six years, but that he can't see what it has got him but a 
"damned big headache and a lot of grey hairs". He stated that

"True, many of their most efficient and zealous 
leaders came to its ranks from the League for the Libera- 
tion. But that does not mean that they are theological, 
but spiritual, They view this great national contest as 
a sort of Holy War, for Christian ideals and a Christian 
moral culture, 


"The criticism has been advanced in some quarters 
that Chief Pelley bears too heavily at times on the 
Esoteric side of the Christian Doctrine - and esoteric 
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teaching has played no small part in the Chief's career, - 
But if esoterics is a fault, then Christ's precepts them- 
selves are a fault, for He was probably the outstanding 
esoteric teacher of all time. 


"Chief Pelley does not counsel esoteric teachings 
being brought into the councils of The Silvershirt Legion, 
however.. “What a man believes in regard to religion or the 
after-life is nobody's business but his own. The Chief 
has his own ideas about religion and the after-life, but 
they are kept in the department of his affairs given over 
to esoterics and naught else. No metaphysical practices, 
no "goings into the Silence", no expectetions that "think- 
ing nice thoughts" will solve the country's problems and 
naught else, are tolerated by Headquarters, as The Legion 
is now strippirg for the auedly-senteus business in hand, 
If such are introduced into Legion meetings by well-meaning 
persons of the metaphysical bent, it is done without Head--

Some of the chief sources of revenue accruing to the 
Silvershirt organization are set out in the handbook under the 
title "How the Legion's Work is Financed", Pertinent sections 
of this article are quoted below: 


"In the revitalized Legion the first gøsture-toward 
a proper financing is the he sending of.

"Every Legionnaine in the country who í EE? par- 
ticipate in the aggressive program which the Officers are ` 
planning for this coming year, is asked to pledge a sun of 
not less-than-ten-cents.per. week ‘for the o organization's 
nátional.upkeep,-and.as much more às he believes that the 
Legion. merits from his means, by the results that it t dem- `

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"Such funds must come, however, in small and steady 
amounts from people in moderate circumstances. At first 
sight it might seem that the big industrialists of the 
nation should "put up" for such a contest. But examina- 
tion has proven that there are almost none of them left 
in the country who are not under the control of the Jewish 
moneybund or who do not have Jews on their Boards, or who 
are not so impoverished that they cannot make such con- 
tributions. Furthermore, it is obvious as well that if 
The Silvershirt Legion accepts large funds from any indus- 
trialist, it cannot well continue to act in a free and 
independent capacity — thereafter it must be obligated 

.to such industry and have to extend it special favors in 
the event it wins its great fight politically.  Independ- 
ence of action, and free field in which to pursue its 
objectives without secret obligations to any industrial 
or moneyed groups, are the very life-breath of this org- - 
anization. It therefore comes to the common man and says; 
"You finance this fight on your ten-cent pieces and it 
shall be your fight when wont! 


"The Silvershirt Legion has scores of members who 
give almost a tenth of their income to its work - which 
accounts for its record of legislative winnings to date. 
But such a system throws the burden of its support on 
a willing few. If every member of The Legion, from May 
lst onward, faithfully and conscientiously contributes 
a minimum of 10 cents weekly to The Legion's financial 
program, there are now enough Silver Legionnaires so that 
the organization's program can go forward without the 
slightest hitch. But it must be a conscientious, faithful, 
steady, blanket coverage of the whole membership. 


"An average of ten cents per week from every Silver 
Legionnaire, plus the more sizable pledges that are coming 
into Headquarters already from those more affluent, means 
that every Legionnaire will receive regular issues of 
Liberation Weekly, zz, He will have speakers and nation- 
al leaders routed to his Post or Chapel who will counsel 
him concretely in local complications, €t 


"This Pledge of ten cents per week may be paid weekly, 
or by sending in a dollar for ten weeks at a time, or by 
remitting for the full year's member-quota of $5.20 all 
at one time. 
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"In Councils of Safety, where members are under a 
Sponsor and do not fecl free to heve their names openly 
on Headquarters! pledge-lists, the quota should be paid 
to the Sponsor, who will remit for the members directly 
beneath his charge at the rate of ten cents per week per 
attendant. In the Posts and Chapels, the same pledge can 
be made to the Almoner, who in remitting the same to 
Headquarters on a special blank provided for the purpose, 
will be sent back a receipt that indicates exactly for. 
whom he has remitted. If members of his Post over a 
reasonable length of time are not doing their part on the 
pledges the matter will be taken up with him through a 
Special Liaison Officer representing the Chief. 


"By thus putting out a Pledge Drag-Net over the 
entire United States, a sum of steady money can be pro- 
vided that beggars or embarrasses no one and yet which 
in the accumulate provides the national officers with 
sums adequate to carry The Legion's battle to the most 
brilliant success." äm 


"Incidentally, it may be set down here concerning 
"the laymen paying the bilis and the officers drawing 
the salaries", Chief Pelley draws no revenue from The 
Legion whatsoever! His personal income accrues fo him 
strictly from the earnings of his Asheville publishing- 
house — which issues much other literature besides that 
which publicizes the work of The Legion, Zachary and 
Talpey draw sums for the support of their dependent fam-. 
ilies which are less than those commended by the capable 
stenographer-secretary! These men are secrificing for 
principle. If it is a money-making racket, it is prov- 
ing a mighty unprofitable one to the individuals in- 
volved to date," 


With reference to the information set out above, Pelley 
“explained that the registration fees form a very small part of 
the Silvershirt's income as it practically costs $1.00 to print 
and distribute the application blanks and literature that should 
be in the hands of the applicent before he can become a member. 


In addition to the pledges referred to above, he ex- 
plained that whenever a large amount of money is needed to meet 
some special emergency, special pledges are requested, which, 
when received, go to make up a so-called "defense fund", which 
was sometimes referred to in copies of early literature as the 
"War Chest", He explained further that one of the Silvershirts' 
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largest.-sources « of income is derived from outright contributions 
made by both members . and sympothizers. He stated that sometimes 
a person or. group of } persons will write in and enclose a check 
or money order, SL" which” time “he or they, as the case may be, 
will advise that part of the money is to be applied on a sub- 
scription to "Liberation", part to the purchase of other pam- 
phlets and literature, part as an installment on a pledge and

PROPAGANDA ANDÍLITERATURE 


Before beginning a discussion of this subject and listing 
the various and sundry publications put out by the PELLEY organ- 
ization over a period of years, it is well to note that for the 
present time no publication of any kind is put out under the 
Silver Shirt Legion of America, Inc., imprint. Eyen the weekly 
magazine "Liberation", which in reality is the.

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At this point it may be well to refer briefly to some 
of the older publications put out by the Pelley organization, 
some of which are not now in existence. With reference to the 
list of publications set out in report of reference dated 2/13/39 
it should be noted that of the publications listed therein, none 
are now available with the following exceptions:

With reference to the various scripts, tracts and 
study courses which were being put out by one or the other of 
the old organizations which existed prior to bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings in 1934 and which were esoteric in nature dealing with 
meta-physics, PELLEY advised that he was in process of revising 
the Liberation Scripts and the Gallahad Lectures which, when 
completed, would still go out under the name of the Foundation 
Fellowship. He states that he still has many cells from people 
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interested in his esoteric teachings. He states that the majority 
of these people are in no way connected with the Silvershirt 
movement and that he is carrying on this work : merely as a 
side line at the present time, although it is in reality his 
first love and.the subject is personally the one he is most in- 
terested in. In this connection PELLEY published a monthly 
magazine entitled "Reality" which deals entirely with the sub- 
ject of practical esoterics. It isissued the fifteenth of each 
month and retails for twenty-five cents per copy, or $3.00 per 
year for twelve copies. None of the money derived from the 
sale of this magazine goes to the benefit of the Silvershirts, 
but does form one of the sources from which PELLEY derives his 
personal income, 


Three copies of the February, 1939, issue of Reality 
were obtained and are being forwarded to the Bureau with this 
report, 


Referring again to the Liberation Scripts and the Gal- 
lahad Lectures which were originally put out under the "Founda- 
tion Fellowship" and which, when revised, will continue to go 
out under this name it is well to note that when they were used 
as lecture courses in Gallahad College they were divided into 
the five following classifications: 


1. THE PINK (SPIRITUAL) SCRIPTS. 

2. THE BLUE (EDUCATIONAL) LECTURES. 

3. THE WHITE (PERSONAL PROBLEM) LECTURES. 

4. THE SILVER (SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC) SCRIPTS. 

5. THE GOLDEN SCRIPTS (MASTER MESSAGES OF SACRED 
PREACHMENTS, EXCLUSIVELY. CURRENTLY RECEITED 
BY THE RECORDER.) 


PELLEY advised that he did not have available for dis- 
tribution, at this time, a complete set of the ábove set out 
scripts and lectures, nor was he able to furnish a complete list 
of the individual scripts or lectures in each of the five clas- 
sifications. A list of the white and blue lectures was obtained 
and is being set out below under the following headings:

Numbers 7, 8, 9 and 10 shown with an asterisk (*) are 
the four publications, referred to previously in the body of this 
report as required reading before an applicant can become a 
member of the Silvershirts. 


All of the above-listed current publications are put 
out by the Pelley organization and are mostly in the nature of 
Anti-Semitic propaganda. They are ostensibly issued for the 
purpose of enlightening the members of the Silvershirts and 
those who sympathize with the movement, but  Pelley' says it 
is hopaithat ultimately every Christian American will, through 
these various publications, become acquainted with the menace 
presently confronting the nation. 


With reference to the circulation and distribution 
of these various publications, Pelley advised that about 10,000 
copies of Liberation were distributed weekly; however, he was un~ 
able to give any estimate as to the circularization and distri- 
bution of the other publications put out. 


According to PELLEY most of the publications distrib- 
uted are sent out in bulk packages, some by parcel post, but 
the majority by express. Single copies are sent out under post 
office permit. 
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PELLEY advised that the Silvershirt organization does 
not now, and it has never acted as distributing agent for any 
foreign publishing house; however, he stated that many of his 
publications were sent to friends in foreign countries, par- 
ticularly Germany, Italy and Japan. a 


He stated that he receives no foreign publications as. 
a regular r subscriber, although he does receive literature, pam- 
phlets and. circulars which may have been picked up.in foreign 
countries. by. friends, In this connection, it was noted that 
he had on his desk, when first interviewed, two -four-page 
printed leaflets by Reich Minister Dr. Goebbels,. entitled "What 
Does America Really Want?", and "The Grunspan Case." These 
articles purport to have been printed by M. Muller & Sohn K.G., 
Berlin, SW 68 —, He stated that he receives such articles 
occasionally, both of which deal with the Jewish situation, 
from friends abroad, but refused to divulge any names. Photo- 
static copies of these leaflets were made and are being for- 
warded to the Bureau together with the originals. 


During one of the interviews with PELLEY he advised 
that he regularly receives "Service Bulletins" edited by James 
Tone, Mills Buildine, Washington, D. C. He stated that these ? 
"Service Bulletins" contain valuable information.  PELLEY, from N 
. his attitude in referring to Tone, indicated that his relations 
with Tone were very friendly. i

In this connection PELLEY advised that the first time 
he wig penn a meeting of Nazi Bund members was in Pittsburgh 
in May, 1935. He stated that he happened Zo be. in. Pittsburgh 
on other business on this occasion and was approached, by some 
Germen friends who invited him to speak at a meeting they would 
hold that evening; that he did not know what kind of a meeting 
this would be, but he s grad to address the meeting as they all 
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seemed-to be good fellows. He stated that after he had talked be- 
fore this gathering he was advised that the; they c called themselves the 
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of New Germany, and that this was the first time he had heard of 
the name being changed,' 


He stated that the first time he had.any. connection 
with the Friends of New Germany, the organization which grew in- 
to thejaerman American Bund, was in New York, City when. Colonel 
EDWINA RSON, of this organization, had contacted him. SC off- 
ered io turn _over o him 15000menmbérs at $10.00 a head. 
stated that this was in m April of 1933, -at which time .the - 
ship fee for joining the Silvershirt « organization was.$10.00. 

He stated that.he refused this.offer for the reason that he knew 
something of the organization known as the Friends of New' Germany 
and knew that this organization was filled with Communists. He 
further stated that he knew that Col. EMERSON was a Communist 
sympathizer, as he had formerly read a Dosier on him in óne of 
the foreign offices shortly after the World War, and that he got 
in touch with some of the prominent Germans, members of this org- 
anization whom he knew to be all right, and advised them what 

he knew about Col, EMERSON, as a result of which EMERSON was 
later ejected from this organization, PELLEY stated that EMERSON 
isa very prominent person and is listed on page 838 of Who's Who 
for 1938-39. 





He stated that his first-meeting-with FRITZYAKUHN,- the 
present.leader of the German American Bund, was in Los Angeles, 
California, about October, mE and that this was the first 
time he had ever heard of ‘hime He stated that on this occasion 
KUHN came into his office and presented him with the Nazi. salute, 
to which he replied in kind; that his attitude and demeanor did 
not impress PELLEY favorably and he only listened to his propo- 
sition out of mere courtesy, He stated that at this time _KUHN 
proposed a coalition of the Bund. and the Silvershirts and sug> 
gested that” BEY "PELLEY, take over the entire Bund membership,. 
then consisting of shani 6600 members. He stated that he refused 
to do this for the reason that he`did not belieye it advisable 
to accept a large-bioc- of persons into the organization, as they 
would be hàrd to control, and because he did not have any way 
of knowing anything about the individual members of such a bloc, 
and that he therefore refused the proposition and has not seen 
KUHN since. He stated that he advised KUHN on this occasion that 
if any Bund members wanted to join the Silvershirts they could 
apply as individuals and that if qualified they would be taken 
in. He states that he has heard from KUHN since then only once, 
and that was on the occasion recently when KUHN sent him å an invi_-— 
tation to address the meeting in Madison Square | Garden with 
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REVEREND FATHER COUGHLIN and KUHN. 





PELLEY further advised that while he was in favor of 
the Nazi Regime in Germany, he was not in favor of the German 
American Bund in this country because he believed that an organ- 
ization of German Nationals who are now American citizens was 
unnecessary and uncalled for, PELLEY stated that from his ob- 
servations and acquaintance with Bund members they could be de- 
scribed as "a lot of earnest Germans who take the Red menace 
seriously", and that so far he has never seen any indication 
of subversive activities or advocation of the Nazi regime in 
this country on the part of the Bund, He stated that so far 

as he knows there is no person who is both a member of the Bund 
and the Silvershirts, although this may bo entirely possible. 














PELLEY specifically denied that the Silvershirt org- 
anization had any military units or ever engaged in drilling 
or military formations and further that there are no arms or 
‘ammunition caches belonging to, or controlled by the Silver- 










Ka shirt organization at any place in this country. In this con- 

d nection, PELLEY was questioned regarding one VIRGIL HAYES 

^W referred to in report of reference dated February 13, 1939, who 
testified before a Congressional Committee in Los Angeles in 






1934, at which time he made the statement that he was a member 
of the Silvershirts and had taught members of the Silvershirt 
organization military tactics.  PELLEY denied the truth of the 
entire story and stated that: HAYES was not a member of the org- 
anization and never had been, and that he had never heard of him 
prior to the publication of this story in the newspapers. 











PELLEY further denied that the Silvershirt organiza- 
tion collaborates in any way with any foreign- power or AE aa 
of any For EN power. 
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With reference to disposing of military or naval se- 
crets to foreign powers or agents of foreign powers, he stated 
that he had never at any time been in possession of such mili- 
tary or naval secrets and that if he had been in possession of 
such documents he would not have turned them over to à foreign 
power or its agents, He specifically denied that he was an 
agent of any.foreign principal and st&ted-that he had recently 
recéived from the State Department a questionnaire to be filled 
out in the event he was such an agent and that he had returned 
this questionnaire and had so advised the State Department that 
he could not fill this questionnaire out as he was not an agent, 


nor did he represent any foreign power, 
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In connection with any possible foreign activities on 
the part of the Silvershirt organization, PELLEY was questioned 
regarding his knowledge of the activities of one RODRIQUEZ and 
one PABLØADELGADO, previously referred to in report of reference 
dated February 13, 1939. He stated that KENNETH ALEXANDER of 
Los Ángeles, California, who is connected with the Silvershirts 
at that place, had some connection with PABLO DELGADO, an itin- 
erant Mexican preacher, and,hae"called the matter to his atten- 
tion. It seemed that HENRYfALLEN, a Los Angeles Silvershirt, had 
some mining property in Mexico. ALLEN is the !blabhber-mnuthl 
type, according to PELLEY, and got into trouble with the Mexican 
Government, who would not allow ALLEN to enter Mexico. Conse- 
quently, ALLEN wanted to help the anti-government, group inMexico 
and the tie-up occurred with DELGADO and GENERAL RODRIGUEZ, the 
latter being the head of thegGold Shirts. GENERAL RODRIGUEZ and 
his advisor, an American, stopped in Asheville to see PELLEY, 
while they were enroute to New York to try to borrow money with. 
which to finance a revolution. RODRIGUEZ made a very bad impres- 
sion on PELLEY, and PELLEY refused him a $2,000.00 loan, with | 
which RODRIGUEZ was going to organize the Gold Shirts. However, 
PELLEY offered to print some pamphlets for RODRIGUEZ, and later, 
was to print literature for RODRIGUEZ to sell the Gold Shirts, 
and RODRIGUEZ could raise the desired $2,000.00 in this manner, 
This was tentatively agreed upon, and PELLEY actually sent the 
pamphlets to RODRIGUEZ. PELLEY received a curt letter from 
RODRIGUEZ! American advisor, in which the latter accused PELLEY 
of debasing a great cause by trying to make a magazine salesman 
out of RODRIGUEZ. PELLFY immediately dropped all contact with 
RODRIGUEZ' organization, PELLEY stating that he was glad to be 
rid of the relationship with RODRIGUEZ. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


During the course of the first interview with PELLEY 
conducted by the writer and Special Agent L. L. Mitchell, ERNEST 
HIAL CUMMINGS was present. He remained for several hours; how- 
ever, he had very little to say of his own accord. During PEL- 
LEY'S occasional absences from the office due to press of other 
business, he, Cummings, was questioned briefly. He furnished 
no information of value which has not previously been covered; 
however, it was noted that he is in entire accord with every- 
thing that PELLEY is doing or intends to do and, like many of 
PELLEY'S followers, would apparently follow blindly any action 
or course decided upon by PELLEY. He advised that he was the 
official cartoonist and that he handled most of the art work 
connected with the printing of the various publications put out 
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by PELLEY. 


Later during the day Agents were introduced to ROY 
ZACHARY, who remained present most of the time during the latter 
part of the interview. He is apparently the rough and ready 
type of individual who seems to pride himself on the number of 
difficult situations he has got himself into and out of, where- 
in he had nothing to lose but his life. He is on the go prac- 
tically all of the time and apparently enjoys his work as Chief 
Liaison man for the organization. He is the typical org- 
anizer, with a personal ego which can best be satisfied by ap- 
plause and approbation from the crowds he gathers about him 
wherever he addresses meetings throughout the country. 


ZACHARY advised that at a recent meeting in Los An- 
geles where he addressed 800 Silvershirts, sympathisers and 
others who had come to the meeting out of curiosity, he had 
occasion, near the end of his talk, to ask that all those pres- 
ent who were in favor of the President's immediate impeachment 
so indicate by rising. He states that the individual members 
of the audience did not wait to see what the other fellow. was 
going to do, but that practically the entire audience rose in 
one simultaneous movement, even knocking over their chairs in 
their haste to indicate their stand on the question.  ZACHARY 
seemed very well pleased concerning this incident and indicated 
that he had put similar questions to smaller audiences through- 
out the West and Southwest on his recent tour and that it had 
been answered with the same ready response. It is apparent 
from talking with CUMMINGS and ZACHARY that the leaders in the 
Silvershirt organization are all bitterly opposed to the pres- 
ent administration, and confidently expect an economic collapse 
before the President's term is out, 


MARIONAHENDERSON was in and out of the office quite frequently. 
She is PELLEY'S personal secretary and is in fact the closest 
person to him. She often travels with him, yet when left at 
headquarters she actually runs the entire organization, even 
though CUMMINGS or TALPEY, or both, may be there at the same 
time. According to confidential informant #4, she, MARION 
HENDERSON, is the only one in the organization, outside of PEL- 
LEY himself, who has access to the confidential files, Her at- 
titude toward PELLEY is one of idealism. From talking with her 
it is plain to see that, like PELLEY, she feels that she has 
dedicated her life to a divine cause,

During the course of the last interview, PELLEY advised 
that two or three years ago he had become interested in gold min- 
ing in Oregon, wherein a man by the name of DITMAR was associat- 
ed with him, DITMAR had invented a new process in the develop- 
ment of placer mining and PELLEY obtained financial aid and pur- 
chased the necessary machinery to carry on this venture, but DIT. 
MAR disappeared mysteriously and the venture has never been car- 
ried out. He explained DITMAR's disappearance by stating that 
he had learned from investigation that certain Jews had learned 
of the venture and fearing this gold mine would become a contin- 
ual source of easy revenue for the Silvershirt organization, had 
threatened DITMAR'S life and forced him to leave the country. He 
stated that still is able to carry this venture to a successful 
conclusion, 


In this connection, and with reference to borrowing 
money, PELLEY stated that since 1931 he had not borrowed, from 
all sources, more than $10,000.00. While he would not give the 
names of any of the persons from whom he has borrowed money, he 
did state that one of these persons was a Boston woman prominent 
in the D.A.R., and that another was à publisher in New York City. 
This person is believed by tonfidential informant #4 to be an 
executive in the company that publishes "Good Housekeeping" and 
"The Woman's Home Companion", Others believed to have made 
loans to P Y personally are GEORGE on of New York, and 
DR. JOHN RABRINKLEY, Del Rio, Texas, both of whom have been re- 
ferred to previously in reference reports. 


The following information was furnished Special Agent 
L. L. Mitchell by confidential informant #4 at various times 
during the course of this investigation: 


Informant advised that DR. CHARLES «cas, the 
nationally known after-dinner speaker, was recently at PELLEY'S 
headquarters (3/18/39) and had a long talk with PELLEY,  Inform- 
ant understood that Newcomb is to make a long tour over the 
United States, making a series of speeches. It is not known 
presently whether or not the speeches will contain propaganda 
for the Silvershirts. (In the inferview with PELLEY, he stated 
that at the time of his trial in 1934 he jived in a shack on 
PISGAH MOUNTAIN (near Asheville); further, it will be noted 
that informant has previously stated that PELLEY actually lived 
with DR. NEWCOMB at the time of the trial in 1934). 
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Informant further advised that ELMHURST, author of "The 
World Hoax", which is one of PELLEY'S principal books for Silver- 
shirts, visited Pelley Headquarters on March 18, 1939; however, 
PELLEY was away on a trip at the time of the visit. 


some, an accountant of Knoxville, Tennessee, told 
informant that he had made eleven income tax returns for PELLEY, 
Two returns on each organization was made for the State of North 
Carolina, and one return on each was made for the Federal Govern- 
ment. WARD stated that he should have made twelve returns, but 
explained (in a manner which informant did not understand) that 
one of the organizations for which he made å return had been ab- 
sorbed, for tax purposes, in one of the other of PELLEY'S organ- 
izations. The organizations and individuals on which the returns 
were made are as follows:  PELLEY PUBLISHERS, which is Pelley 
himself; THE SILVER SHIRT LEGION OF AMERICA, INC., probably one 
return was made for the State of Delaware, where it is incorpora- 
ted; another for the State of North Carolina, where it is domes- 
ticated; and another for the Federal Government; thus, it is be- 
lieved, accounting for the eleven returns made by Ward; . FOUNDATION 
FOR CHRISTIAN ECONOMICS, and probabiy the SKYLAND PRESS, though 
informant was not positive about the latter-—however, as it is a 
North Carolina Corporation it is practically a certainty that a 
return was made for it). 


wer notary public who notarized the income tax returns, 
was a MR.“ADERMID, who is the father of Chief of Police Dermid of 
Asheville, North Carolina.  DERMID came to headquarters to notar- 
ize the various tax returns. 


RCY ZACHARY arrived in Asheville, North Carolina, from 
the West Coast on March 6, 1939. He was driving a 1939 model blue 
Ford coach, bearing 1939 Washington license plates #A-107,765. 
While enroute to Asheville, ZACHARY stopped at the Hotel Crockett, 
San Antonio Texas, where PELLEY sent him money, It is believed 
that a MRÆØVASLY, also of the Hotel Crockett, San Antonio, Texas, 
has some 'tie-up! with Zachary and Pelley. 


ZACHARY also has some connection with Box 181, Station 
S, Los Angeles, California, as this address was sent ZACHARY from 
Headquarters, and he was ordered to contact someone through this 
medium.  ZACHARY held a meeting at Headquarters in Asheville on 
March 10, 1939, and only about ten persons were present. However, 
one informant tried to enter the meeting and was informed that the 
"meeting was just for the big shots", Informant #4 stated the be- 
lief that ZACHARY intended to make a concerted drive for member- 
ship in the vicinity (however, this was merely conjecture on the 
part of the informant). l 
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nfor tated, by way of background, that ZACHARY 
had Conner aoreet Vat soet ing around the docks eu tre Pacific 


Coast;" that his wife started a restaurant which became prosper- 
ous; that ZACHARY became his wife's assistant; and later became 
a follower of PELLEY, dating from the time that PELLEY led a 
motorcade up the Pacific Coast, 


Informant stated that the Videner Photo Shop, Mount 
Vernon, Washington, prints "Thus Speaks the Talmud" for PELLEY; 
however, the book itself indicates that it is published by the 
Twentieth Century Crusades, Informant has seen statements which 
the Caskie Paper Company of Charlotte, North Carolina, has 
rendered to PELLEY for paper supplies used by the Skyland Press. 
informant stated that the larger books which are printed by Sky- 
land Press are sent to Charlotte for binding (Pelley confirmed 
this), and that the binding was probably done by the Caskie 
Paper Company. 


informant stated that during the late summer or early 
fall of 1938, ERNEST HIAL CUMMINGS and his wife went to Richmond, 
Virginia, to have some reproductions of recorded speeches made, 
They were very careful as to who handled the original records; 
however, the company to which they entrusted the records "turned 
out to be operated by Jews, and PELLEY never received either the 
original records or the duplicates", 


Informant stated that LYDIA?OTUTSMAN, 27 Curtin Street, 
Bellefonte, Pennsylvania, gave PELLEY one of the Buick automo- 
biles which he presently drives; however, both of PELLEY'S auto- 
mobiles are registered in the name of H. HELENIPELLEY. 


Informant states that MRS. W. D.APELLEY is presently re- 
siding at 121 Capitol, N.E., Battle Creek, Michigan, "It is said 
that she is presently using her maiden name, IC o In- 
formant states that MR. AND MRS. PELLEY seem to havé definitely de- 
cided to separate, and it is informant's understanding that the 
PELLEY'S are merely waiting until they have been separated for 
two years, so they can quietly get a divorce, 


In this connection, it is believed by the writer that 
Attorney DAVID BABP of Viashington, D. C., who was present at the 
last interview with PELLEY, was there to assist PELLEY in arrang- 
ing the details in connection with their present separation for 
the reason that he asked Special Agent in Charge Scheidt how best 
to go about having some of PELLEY'S private papers, which were 
seized during the raid in 1934, returned to him. 
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PELLEY'S mother, MRS. GRACEAPELLEY, is said to presently 
reside on Pearl Street, Springfield, Massachusetts. Informant 
also stated that ADELAIDE FELLEY, W. D. PELLEY'S daughter, also 
resided at Springfield, Massachusetts, probably on Spring Street, 
with her grandmother. ADELAIDE PELLEY'checks!information for her 
father in the New England States. 


Informant turned over to Agent L. L. Mitchell & leaflet 
entitled "The Cause Must Go On". In view of the fact that its 
return has been requested, photostatic copies have been made and 
are being forwarded tø”the Bureau herewith. This leaflet was 
written by JAMES CW P. 0. Box #944, Los Angeles, California. 


Craig is a former associate of PELLEY, having become 
associated with him at the time PELLEY was operating the "Silver 
Ranger", in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. CRAIG later went to Los 
Ángeles with PELLEY, after the Silver Ranger was moved to that 
city. Later, CRAIG parted company with PELLEY and turned against 
the latter. In conversation with PELLEY, he stated that "he had 
taken CRAIG in at a time when CRAIG was penniless, and that CRAIG 
had finally obtained a mailing list of PELLEY'S, which mailing 
list CRAIG started using for his own purposes", The article 
cites the way in which PELLEY accomplished several "big deals", 
none of which ever materialized; and the way in which PELLEY 
duped innocent people out of their life savings; in general, show- 
ing that PELLEY left a long list of .disappointed and disillusioned 
followers and dupes wherever he, PELLEY, went. CRAIG states 
in the article that part of PELLEY'S record may be seen by con- 
sulting cases #267602, 267685, 299260, and 299354 in the docket 
book of the Los Angeles Superior Court. CRAIG cites specific 
cases in which people have been duped and cheated by PELLEY, but 
does not actually name the victim. 


The above-mentioned document is quite old, and was 
probably published seven or eight years ago; consequently, it 
is not known whetner or not CRAIG can still be contacted at the 
address given on the article, 


Informant called attention to an article printed in 
the center of page five of the Liberation magazine for February 
7, 1939. A copy of this magazine is being furnished the Bureau. 
The article is headed'WriteMead About It" and refers to the 
operations of a MISS ANNA«HURWITZ, private secretary to Edwin 
Alexander Halsey, Secretary*ef the Sepgte. Informant advised 
that the last name of this person=isfMONAT and not HURWITZ, which

is her middle name. The article is being quoted below: 
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"WRITE MEAD ABOUT IT 


"Let it be known to Silversnirts across the whole na- 
tion that another move is afoot to dynamite them and sup- 
press the publication of Liberation. A Miss Anna Hurwitz, 
(Monat) whose address is 2440 l6th St., Washington, D. C., 
is private secretary to Edwin exandeniflal sey. ‘Halsey is 
Secretary of the Senate. 


"She is reputed to be one of the personnel ramifica- 
tions of B'nai B'rith. She has access to all confidential 
information, and reports from all committees, and is the 
lady, it is alleged, who has been selected to influence 
Halsey in assisting Walter Winchell. 


"Winchell is reported as having visited Senator Jim 
Mesa, Democrat from New York, and Secretary Halsey on 
Friday, January 27th, and the plan of action against the 
Siivershirts is alleged to have been arranged through Jim 
Mead of Buffalo, newly elected Senator. 


"One of the plans agreed upon, so the "leak" has it, 
was to prevent the Pelley publications being sent through 
the mails, thus forestalling Liberation's nation-wide agi- 
tation for Roosevelt's impeachment. 


"So the Halsey-Mead-Winehell hook-up seems to be the 
real McCoy. Liberation's campaign is scouring and it is 
hurting! The privileges of a free press are to be denied 
Chief Felley, if possible, despite the fair words of Roose- 
velt himself in his recent message to Congress. It is grat- 
ifying to know which solons are mixed up in it, however, 
and doing the commands of which B'nai B'rith Jews!"

Informant further advised that there was some person in 


Washington who attends a lot of congressional meetings and re- 
ports information obtained to PELLEY, 


Informant also advised that on or about March 10, 1939, 
a Mr “QIEHL, the Asheville representative of the New York Herald 
Tribune, visited Silvershirt Headquarters and interviewed ROY 
ZACHARY, who gave him a big story. 
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The following is a list of names, with their addresses, 
also addresses alone where the names were not available, of per- 
sons, firms, etc., who are known to have addressed mail to WILLIAM 
DUDLEY PELLEY, Pelley Publishers or Skyland Press, 643 Haywood 
Road, through Post Office boxes #1776 or #2630, Asheville, North 
Carolina. The list is being set up alphabetically first accord- 
ing to states then cities or towns and last by name or address. 
These communications were received during the period from February 
1, 1939, to karch 20, 1939, and wherever the same person or firm 
communicated more than one time the number of such communications 
received during this period is shown opposite the name, It is 
believed that reference to this list will aid materially in locat- 
ing persons prominently connected with the Silver Legion, partic- 
ularly when it may be noted that certain persons have communicated 
with headouarters at Asheville several times during the period 
referred to above.
